REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  hereby  submits  its  176th  Annual  Town  Report. 

The  year  1997  brought  with  it  many  changes  and  additions  to  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater.  Selectman  Judith  Kinney  was  challenged  and  defeated  by  Victor  Flaherty  to  her 
seat  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Eldon  Moreira  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  at  their 
reorganization  shortly  thereafter. 

The  April  Fools  Snow  Storm  hit  the  Town  full  force  and  the  Town  was  buried  in  more 
snow  than  it  had  seen  for  a  long  time,  but  as  usual,  our  streets  were  kept  in  top  shape  by  our 
hardworking  public  works  staff. 

The  Police  Department  added  a  new  Lieutenant,  Raymund  Rogers  to  their  ranks,  being 
promoted  from  Detective/Sergeant.  The  Selectmen  then  appointed  Patrolman,  Philip  Tuck  to 
the  Sergeant's  position.  The  Board  also  appointed  a  new  Patrolman,  Michael  Kominsky,  after 
extensive  interviews. 

The  Selectmen  made  other  appointments  this  year;  such  as  Donna  Cotter,  formerly  of  the 
School  Department,  to  the  Assessor's  Office.  Also  Kevin  Kominsky  and  Daniel  Duhn  were 
appointed  to  the  Forestry  Department.  The  year  saw  Acting  Highway  Superintendent  Thomas 
Green,  made  permanent  Highway  Superintendent  and  William  Kovatis,  a  highway  depart- 
ment laborer,  promoted  to  foreman  of  the  Highway  Department. 

Continuing  their  support  of  a  new  Senior  Center,  the  Board  submitted  a  $40,000  article 
for  funding  of  Architectural  and  Engineering  for  the  Senior  Center  and  a  $750,000  grant 
application  to  EOCD  in  hopes  of  securing  complete  funding  for  this  project  now  that  a  site 
had  been  secured.  The  Warrant  Article  passed  at  Town  Meeting  in  June.  Unfortunately  in 
November,  we  found  out  we  narrowly  missed  funding.  The  Board  is  firm  in  its  commitment 
to  resubmit  its  request  for  the  next  round. 

The  Board  continued  their  opposition  to  the  siting  of  a  waste  treatment  plant  on  its  bor- 
ders, and  in  leading  the  opposition,  Chairman  Moreira  was  successful  in  the  stoppage  of  said 
plant. 

The  Board  saw  the  completion  of  the  Road  Reclamation  Program  for  Diamond  Hill 
Estates.  They  also  started  the  Request  for  Proposals  process  for  the  new  Highway/Fleet/ 
Forestry  Maintenance  Center,  which  was  supported  by  vote  of  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
Hopefully,  the  Townspeople  will  see  a  new  Center  up  and  running  by  the  end  of  1998. 

The  Municipal  Building  Needs  Committee  continues  to  carry  a  strong  message  of  struc- 
tural upkeep  of  the  Town's  infrastructure,  and  continues  to  support  as  many  requests  as  pos- 
sible to  upgrade  and  renovate  any  Town  office/department  that  they  feel  needs  to  be  upgrad- 
ed. New  windows  were  installed  in  the  Town  Hall  and  the  outside  was  painted  and  cleaned 
as  part  of  the  process  to  bring  the  building  into  better  shape.  In  1997,  we  saw  the  completion 
of  a  handicap  ramp  installed  onto  the  front  of  the  Town  Hall,  now  allowing  for  ADA  com- 
pliant accessibility  into  the  Town  Hall.  The  Town  Offices  with  a  vote  of  Town  Meeting,  are 
bringing  their  computer  network  system  into  the  next  century,  networking  all  Town  Hall  and 
out-of-Town  Hall  departments. 


In  addition  to  all  of  this,  our  office  continues  to  be  the  Local  Licensing  Authority  and 
Appointing  Authority.  The  Board  represents  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  in  connection 
with  the  activities  of  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  Brockton  Area  Transit  Authority, 
Plymouth  County  Advisory  Board,  Plymouth  County  Selectmen's  Association  and  the 
Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Association.  In  September,  Richard  Freitas  was  again  appointed 
to  the  volunteer  position  of  Parking  Clerk.  The  Selectmen  also  contribute  a  great  deal  of  their 
time  to  volunteer  projects  such  as  the  Beautification  Committee  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  the 
Memorial  and  Veterans  Day  celebration  and  many  other  activities. 

The  Selectmen,  once  again,  wish  to  commend  our  Administrative  Assistant,  Beth  Faricy. 
As  our  liaison  to  the  community  and  the  many  employees,  boards  and  commissions  that  serve 
the  Town,  she  has  the  responsibility  of  getting  our  votes  and  messages  out  and  to  meet  the 
needs  and  wishes  of  this  Board.  She  is  also  responsible  for  keeping  this  Board  informed  of 
the  day  to  day  business  that  keeps  our  office  running  smoothly.  She  works  countless  hours 
and  has  shown  dedication  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty. 

We  wish  also  to  thank  our  Confidential  Secretary,  Donna  Moore  and  Assistant 
Confidential  Secretary,  Jacqueline  Lee  for  keeping  our  office  organized.  We  know  the  paper- 
work is  sometimes  overwhelming,  but  still,  they  manage  to  keep  it  all  in  place.

ANNUAL  TOWN  ELECTION 
APRIL  19,  1997 

The  Annual  Town  Election  was  held  at  the  Spring  Street  School  on  Saturday,  April  19, 
1997.  The  Warrant,  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  was  posted  by  Constable  Raymond  L. 
Silva  on  April  9,  1997  in  accordance  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  and  the  by-laws 
of  the  Town. 

Specimen  ballots,  cards  of  instructions  and  abstracts  of  the  laws  imposing  penalties  upon 
voters  were  posted  as  required  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  polls  were  opened  at  9:00  AM  as  required  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Town.  The  voting 
machines  in  both  precincts  were  inspected  and  a  zero  total  was  printed  out.  A  total  of  3,000 
ballots  were  given  to  the  Wardens,  Bruce  Holmquist  and  Paul  McMahon,  and  receipt  given 
to  the  Town  Clerk  for  the  same. 

At  the  close  of  the  polls  at  8:00  PM  the  voting  machines  showed  a  total  of  1514  votes 

cast.

members  with  two  years  to  serve,  and  one  member  with  three  years  to  serve,  and  thereafter, 
as  the  term  of  each  selectman  ends,  his/her  successor  will  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  town  vote  to  increase  the  number  of  selectmen  from  three  to  five  as 
provided  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  2  by  electing  three  new  mem- 
bers at  the  next  town  election,  one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  to 
serve  with  the  remaining  members  of  the  present  board  so  that  the  new  board  of  five  shall  be 
made  up  of  two  members  with  one  year  to  serve,  two  members  with  two  years  to  serve,  and 
one  member  with  three  years  to  serve,  and  thereafter,  as  the  term  of  each  selectman  ends, 
his/her  successor  will  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years.

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40, 
Section  58  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  which  permits  the  Town  to  impose  a  lien  on 
real  property  located  within  the  Town  for  any  local  charge  or  fee  that  has  not  been  paid  by 
the  due  date.  Said  lien  shall  be  known  as  a  Municipal  Charges  Lien  and  will  include  false 
alarm  fees  levied  by  the  police  department,  unpaid  police  detail  bills,  and  any  dishonored 
check  tendered  to  the  Town,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  58  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  to  impose  a  "Municipal  Charges  Lien"  on  real  property  locat- 
ed within  the  Town  for  unpaid  charges  or  fees  for  false  alarms  levied  by  the  Police 
Department  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  Police  Details,  for  dishonored  checks  tendered  to  the

the  provisions  of  Chapter  140,  Section  32G  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  143,  Section  3Z,  "Part  Time  Building  Inspector,  Building 
Commissioner,  Local  Inspector  or  Alternate  Inspector  authorized  to  engage  in  private  prac- 
tice or  employment;  conditions"  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.  Chapter  143,  Section  3Z, 
"Part  Time  Building  Inspector,  Local  Inspector  authorized  to  engage  in  private  practice  or 
employment;  conditions."

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  delete  in  its  entirety  Article  XII  of  the 
Town's  By-Laws  and  substitute  in  its  entirety  the  following  Article  XII  entitled  "Animal 
Control  Officers"  which  follows: 

ARTICLE  XII 

ANIMAL  CONTROL  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Appointment  of  Animal  Control  Officer(s) 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually,  following  their  organizational  meeting,  appoint 
Animal  Control  Officers  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successor  shall  take 
office.  The  salary  or  compensation  of  the  Animal  Control  Officers  shall  be  such  as  the  Town 
may  from  time  to  time  vote. 

Section  2.  Duties  of  Animal  Control  Officer(s) 

A.  The  Animal  Control  Officer  shall  be  charged  with  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this 
article  as  relates  to  the  Regulation  of  Dogs  or  other  animals  and  all  other  By-Laws  which  may 
from  time  to  time  be  adopted  by  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  animals. 

B.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Animal  Control  Officer  to  collect  all  delinquent  payments 
of  Dog  Licenses  on  July  1st  of  each  year.  The  Town  Clerk  will  submit  to  the  Animal  Control 
Officer  the  list  of  such  unpaid  licenses.  On  July  1st  of  each  year,  the  Animal  Control  offi- 
cers) will  forward  a  demand  notice  for  all  such  unpaid  licenses  with  a  demand  fee  of  $10.00 
granting  15  days  to  pay  the  original  license  fee  and  demand  fee.  If  said  demand  notice  is  not 
paid  within  the  15  day  period,  an  additional  charge,  in  the  form  of  a  civil  citation,  in  the 
amount  of  $25.00  shall  be  issued  to  the  owner/keeper  of  said  dog.  This  citation  may  be  deliv- 
ered by  mail.  If  said  citation  is  delivered  by  mail,  a  certificate  of  mailing  as  required  by 
Article  XL  Section  2  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  department  head  or  supervisor  of  the  person 
who  issued  said  citation. 

Section  3.  Regulation  of  Dogs 

A.  the  provisions  of  Chapter  140,  Sections  136  through  174D  inclusive,  except  as  mod- 
ified herein,  are  incorporated  into  this  By-Law  relating  to  the  regulation  of  dogs  including  but 
not  limited  to:  dog  licensing,  establishing  dog  fees,  disposition  of  fees,  appointment  of 
Animal  Control  Officer(s),  kennel  licensing  and  kennel  regulations,  procedures  for  the  inves- 


tigation  of  any  reimbursement  for  damage  caused  by  dogs,  restraining  of  digs  and  establish- 
ing penalties  for  a  breach  thereof. 

B.  Authority  vested  in  the  County,  the  County  Commissioners,  and  the  County  Treasurer 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  137  to  Section  174D  inclusive  shall  vest  in  the  Town,  its 
Board  of  Selectmen,  and  Town  Treasurer  upon  approval  of  this  By-Law. 

C.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  139  and  173  of  Chapter  140,  the  fees  for 
dog  licenses  shall  be  five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  altered  males  and  spayed  females  and  ten 
($10.00)  for  unaltered  males  and  unspayed  females  to  become  effective  April  1,  1988. 

D.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Section  137A  of  Chapter  140,  the  fee  for  each 
license  for  a  Kennel  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  if  not  more  than  four  dogs  are  kept 
in  said  kennel,  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  if  more  than  four  but  not  more  than  ten  dogs  are  kept 
therein,  and  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  if  more  than  ten  dogs  are  kept  therein,  effective 
June  1,  1988. 

Section  4.  Fees  and  Fines 

All  monies  received  from  licenses  or  recovered  as  fines  under  this  Article  shall  be 
deposited  into  a  revolving  fund.  Money  not  paid  out  of  damages,  license  blanks  or  books, 
record  books,  anti-rabid  vaccine  or  other  purposes  as  required  under  provisions  of  this  By- 
Law,  as  of  March  31  of  each  year  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town. 

Section  5.  Definitions  (These  definitions  do  not  apply  to  Article  XXXIV- 
DOG  LEASH) 

A.  OWNER  or  KEEPER:  Identifies  an  individual,  group  of  individuals,  company,  cor- 
poration, organization,  club,  or  other  business  or  social  entity  that  cares  for  an  animal  and  is 
responsible  for  the  animal's  health,  well  being,  and  behavior. 

B.  DANGEROUS  or  VICIOUS:  Any  animal  that  has  a  documented  record  of,  or  is 
observed  by  an  Animal  Control  Officer  or  any  Police  Officer  in  the  act  of  (a)  inflicting  injury 
on  a  human  without  provocation;  or  (b)  has  killed  another  animal  without  provocation;  or  (c) 
any  animal  harbored  primarily,  or  in  part,  for  the  purpose  of  fighting  another  animal;  or  (d) 
any  animal  when  unprovoked,  chases  any  person  upon  the  public  ways  or  on  any  public  or 
private  property  other  than  the  animal's  owners  own  premises,  in  a  menacing  fashion,  or  in 
an  apparent  attitude  of  attack;  or  (3)  any  animal  with  a  known  propensity,  tendency,  or  dis- 
position to  attack  when  unprovoked,  to  cause  injury,  or  to  otherwise  threaten  the  safety  of 
human  beings  or  other  animals;  or  (f)  any  non-domesticated  wild  animal  that  is  declared  by 
an  animal  control  officer  to  be  inherently  dangerous,  having  the  ability  to  inflict  serious  or 
life  threatening  injury  to  human  beings  or  other  domesticated  animals. 

Section  6.  Abatement  of  Noise  Nuisance. 

A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  or  other  animal  to  permit  said 
animal  to  disrupt  another  person's  right  to  peace  or  privacy  by  making  loud  or  continuous 
noise.  Upon  a  complaint  received  by  the  Police  Department  of  barking,  howling  or  other 
objectionable  noise  made  by  an  animal  that  is  creating  a  noise  nuisance,  an  animal  control 
officer  or  any  police  officer  shall  investigate  said  complaint.  If,  after  the  investigation,  it  is 
found  that  an  animal  is  creating  a  noise  nuisance  for  not  less  than  ten  continuous  minutes, 
where  said  noise  is  plainly  audible  at  a  distance  of  150  feet  from  the  building  or  premises 
which  is  the  source  of  said  complaint,  the  Animal  Control  Officer  or  Police  Officer  may  issue 
a  warning  notice  or  a  civil  citation  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  said  animal  causing  the  noise 
nuisance. 

B.  If  the  owner  or  keeper  of  an  animal  that  has  been  found  to  be  creating  a  noise  nui- 
sance fails  to  immediately  abate  the  nuisance,  the  Animal  Control  Officer  or  Police  Officer 


shall  issue  a  civil  citation  as  listed  in  Article  XL. 

C.  Failure  to  permanently  abate  a  noise  nuisance  as  described  in  the  previous  two  sec- 
tions may  result  in  penalties,  and  other  actions,  as  voted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  accor- 
dance with  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  157,  including,  but  not  limit- 
ed to,  permanent  confinement  of  the  animal,  an  order  to  muzzle  the  animal,  banishment  from 
the  town,  or  destruction  of  the  animal. 

D.  Nothing  in  this  by-law  shall  limit  any  person's  right,  including  employees  of  the 
Town's  Police  Department  from  utilizing  criminal  procedures,  including  applications  for 
criminal  complaints  or  warrants  for  violations  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  relating  to 
disturbance,  disorderly  behavior,  or  related  statutes. 

E.  Civil  citations  issued  for  violations  of  this  article  shall  be  governed  by  the  non-crim- 
inal disposition  procedure  as  set  forth  in  Article  XL  of  the  Town's  By-Laws. 

Section  7.  Vicious  or  Dangerous  Animals. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  keeper  of  an  animal  which  is  dangerous  or  vicious 
to  fail  to  safeguard  humans  or  other  animals  from  attack  or  threat  of  attack  from  said  animal. 
Upon  a  complaint  received  by  the  Police  Department  of  a  vicious  or  dangerous  animal,  an 
Animal  Control  Officer,  or  any  Police  Officer,  shall  investigate  said  complaint.  If  after  the 
investigation  the  animal  is  declared  to  be  dangerous  or  vicious,  the  owner  or  keeper  may  be 
issued  a  written  notice  to  confine  the  animal  so  it  is  no  longer  a  threat  to  human  beings  or 
other  animals.  A  violation  of  a  failure  to  confine  order  shall  result  in  the  owner  or  keeper 
being  issued  a  civil  citation  in  accordance  with  Article  XL  of  the  Town's  By-Laws.  If  the 
owner  or  keeper  fails  to  comply  with  the  notice  or  fails  to  remedy  the  situation,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  on  complaint  from  an  Animal  Control  Officer  or  any  Police  Officer,  shall  hold  a 
hearing  to  determine  the  fate  of  said  animal.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  limit  an  Animal 
Control  Officer  or  any  Police  Officer  from  immediately  destroying  any  vicious  or  dangerous 
animal  in  the  process  of,  or  momentarily  interrupted  in,  the  attacking  of  any  human  being, 
domestic  or  farm  animal,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  delete  in  its  entirety  Article  XII  of  the  Town's  By-Laws 
and  substitute  in  its  entirety  the  new  Article  XII  entitled  "Animal  Control  Officers"  as  print- 
ed on  the  warrant. 

UPON  VOTE,  MOTION  PASSED  UNANIMOUSLY. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  XVIII  of  the  Town's  By- 
Laws  entitled  "Streets  and  Sidewalks"  by  deleting  Section  8  thereof  and  replacing  it  in  its 
entirety  with  the  following: 

"Section  8.  No  person  shall  throw,  plow,  pump  or  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  upon  any 
public  sidewalk  or  any  public  street  any  snow,  water,  gravel,  or  any  other  slippery  substance. 
A  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  XL  of  these  By-Laws," 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  Article  XVIII  of  the  Town's  By-Laws  entitled 
"Streets  and  Sidewalks"  by  deleting  Section  8  thereof  and  replacing  it  in  its  entirety  with  a 
new  Section  8  as  printed  on  the  warrant. 


UPON  COUNTED  VOTE,  MOTION  PASSED  56  -  Y;  11  -  N. 


ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  XVII  of  the  Town's  By- 
Laws  entitled  "Streets  and  Sidewalks"  by  deleting  Section  11  thereof,  and  replacing  it  in  its 
entirety  with  the  following: 

"Section  11.  No  person  or  business  entity  shall  work  upon,  break  up,  dig  or  alter  or  open 
in  any  respect  upon  a  public  roadway  or  highway  within  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  so  as 
to  obstruct  or  impede  traffic  or  to  endanger  the  public  without  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  making  provisions  or  unless  waived  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  paid  services 
of  a  duly  appointed  police  officer  of  the  said  Town  to  maintain  and  insure  the  public  safety 
in  the  area  affected  thereby.  Any  person  or  company  who  violates  this  section  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  as  established  in  Article  XL  of  these  By-Laws.  The  Chief  of  Police  or  his 
designee  may  remove,  by  tow  truck  if  necessary,  any  vehicle  or  equipment  standing  on  the 
public  roadway  or  highway,  or  sidewalk,  which  is,  after  notice,  in  violation  of  this  article. 
Proper  notice  shall  be  given  when  a  police  officer  provides  a  copy  of  this  Article  to  the  per- 
son who  is  alleged  to  be  in  violation.  Any  expense  incurred  for  the  removal  of  said  equip- 
ment shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  of  said  equipment.  The  Chief  of  Police  may  promulgate 
special  regulations  concerning  work  on  public  roadway  or  highway  as  to  the  times  work  will 
be  allowed  or  not  allowed,  having  due  regard  for  the  traffic  conditions,  the  safety  of  works, 
and  the  safety  of  motorists  and  pedestrians.  Any  person  or  company  who  breaks  up  or  digs 
up  any  public  sidewalk,  street,  highway  or  places  thereon  any  stating  or  other  temporary 
structure,  or  parks  or  leaves  any  vehicle  or  construction  equipment  or  trailer  thereon,  or  works 
on  overhead  wires  and  equipment,  or  works  on  below  ground  wires,  pipes,  or  other  such  util- 
ities shall  be  required  to  have  safety  devices  in  place  as  required  by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  his 
designee.  Such  safety  devices  shall  be  in  the  form  of  signs,  orange  traffic  cones,  warning 
tapes,  temporary  fences,  concrete  barriers,  traffic  barrels,  or  any  other  such  device  as 
approved  by  or  required  by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  his  designee,"  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  Article  XVIII  of  the  Town's  By-Laws  entitled 
"Streets  and  Sidewalks"  by  deleting  Section  11  thereof  and  replacing  it  in  its  entirety  with  a 
new  Section  1 1  as  printed  on  the  warrant. 

UPON  VOTE,  MOTION  PASSED  UNANIMOUSLY. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  XIX  of  the  Town's  By- 
Laws  entitled  "Disorderly  Behavior"  by  deleting  Sections  1  and  4  thereof  and  replacing  them 
in  their  entirety  with  the  following: 

"Section  1.  No  person  shall  behave  himself  in  a  rude  or  disorderly  manner  nor  use  any 
indecent,  profane,  or  insulting  language,  in  any  public  way  or  place  in  the  Town,  any  person 
who  violates  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  in  accordance  with  Article  XL  of  these  By- 
Laws.  Any  person  found  to  be  in  violation  of  this  section  by  any  duly  sworn  West 
Bridgewater  Police  Officer  may  be  arrested  without  a  warrant." 

"Section  4.  No  person  shall  loiter  or  continue  to  stand  on  any  sidewalk  or  public  places 
in  the  Town  so  as  to  obstruct  the  passage  of  or  to  impede  or  in  any  manner  annoy  another  per- 
son; nor  shall  any  person  in  a  street  or  way  stand  or  loiter  after  being  directed  by  a  police  offi- 
cer to  move  on.  Any  person  who  violates  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  in  accordance 
with  Article  XL  of  these  By-Laws.  Any  person  found  to  be  in  violation  of  this  section  after 
having  been  instructed  to  move  on  by  a  police  officer  may  be  arrested  without  warrant  by  any 


duly  sworn  West  Bridgewater  Police  Officer",  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  Article  XIX  of  the  Town's  By-Laws  entitled 
"Disorderly  Behavior"  by  deleting  Section  1  and  4  thereof  and  replacing  them  in  their  entire- 
ty with  a  new  section  1  and  4  as  printed  on  the  warrant.

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  XX  of  the  Town's  By-Laws 
entitled  "Collector  of  and  Dealers  in  Second  Hand  Articles"  by  adding  a  new  section  num- 
bered "Section  5"  as  follows:

Said  weekly  report  shall  be  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  Police  and  shall  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  police  department  by  mail  or  otherwise  by  the  end  of  each  business  week  of  said 
dealers.  The  dealer  shall  provide  at  least  the  following  information  on  said  form:  the  name, 
address  and  date  of  birth,  and  driver's  license  number,  if  any,  of  the  seller,  a  complete  descrip- 
tion of  the  item  purchased  or  bartered  for  by  the  dealer  to  include  the  size,  color,  type  of  stone 
or  precious  metal,  any  name  or  initials  found  on  or  carved  into  the  item,  and  the  amount  of 
funds  paid  to  the  seller.  A  photo  identification  will  be  shown  to  the  dealer  and  said  dealer  will 
indicate  on  the  form  what  type  of  identification  was  provided  by  the  seller.  A  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punishable  by  fines  as  ordered  in  Article  XL  of  these 
By-Laws.  Each  item  not  properly  reported  on  the  prescribe  form  shall  constitute  and  distinct 
and  separate  violation  for  purposes  of  this  section,"  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  delete  in  its  entirety  Article  XXXIV  of  the 
Town's  By-Laws  and  substitute  in  its  entirety  the  following  Article  XXXIV  entitled  "Dog 
Leash"  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  XXXIV 

DOG  LEASH 

Section  1.  No  dog  shall  be  upon  the  lands  of  the  Town  unless  such  dog  be  secured  by  a 
suitable  leash  or  lead,  one  end  of  which  shall  be  secured  in  a  manner  as  to  restrain  the  ani- 
mal, the  other  end  of  which  shall  be  held  by  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog,  or  such  other 
person  as  may  be  authorized  thereby;  nor  shall  any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  permit  such  dog 
to  be  upon  the  land  of  anyone  other  than  such  owner  or  keeper  unless  such  dog  be  restrained 
as  hereinbefore  described,  except  by  the  express  permission  of  the  owner  or  person  in  pos- 
session of  such  land. 

Section  2.  Any  dog  upon  any  land  or  way  of  the  Town,  or  upon  private  land,  except 
under  the  conditions  provided  in  Section  1,  shall  be  subject  to  apprehension  and  confinement 
by  the  Animal  Control  Officer(s). 

Section  3.  Such  dogs  as  may  be  confined  under  the  provisions  of  Section  24  of  this  arti- 
cle shall  be  returned  to  the  owner  or  keeper  thereof  upon  payment  to  the  Animal  Control 
Officer  of  a  daily  allowance  equal  to  the  actual  costs  associated  with  the  boarding  of  said  dog 
at  the  Town's  kennel,  contract  kennel,  or  other  facility,  plus  an  additional  $5.00  administra- 
tive cost  for  the  care  of  said  dog.  The  Animal  Control  Officer,  upon  taking  such  dog  into  cus- 
tody, shall,  as  soon  as  practical  thereafter,  identify  the  owner  or  keeper  thereof,  and,  if  prac- 
tical, advise  such  owner  or  keeper  by  telephone  communication  of  the  whereabouts  of  the  dog 
and  the  provisions  for  return  of  such  dog.  Notwithstanding  such  telephone  notice,  the  Animal 
Control  Officer  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  of  identification,  notify  the  owner  or  keeper 
of  such  dog,  by  prepaid  postcard,  of  the  whereabouts  of  such  dog  and  the  provisions  for  return 
of  such  to  owner  or  keeper. 

Section  4.  Should  the  Animal  Control  Officer  be  unable,  after  reasonable  investigation, 
to  determine  the  identity  of  such  owner  or  keeper  within  seven  days  of  apprehension,  or  if  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  shall  fail  to  claim  such  dog  and  pay  such  charges  as  may  be  due 
for  care  of  such  dog  within  five  days  of  the  mailing  of  the  required  notice,  Sundays  and  hol- 
idays excluded,  such  dog  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Animal  Control  Officer  in  such  manner 
as  provided  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  151  A. 

Section  5.  Penalties  for  violation  of  this  By-Law  are  in  accordance  with  Article  XL  of 
these  By-Laws.  Such  funds  as  may  be  collected  by  the  Animal  Control  Officer  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  By-Law  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Town  Treasurer  as  soon  as  practical  after  receipt 
thereof. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  delete  in  its  entirety  Article  XXXIV  of  the  Town's  By- 
Laws  and  substitute  in  its  entirety  a  new  Article  XXXIV  entitled  "Dog  Leash"  as  printed  on 
the  warrant.

ARTICLE  XLIV 

HOUSE  NUMBERING 

Section  1.  All  houses,  businesses,  and  structures  shall  properly  display  at  the  front  there- 
of, in  a  position  easily  observed  from  the  street  on  a  year  round  basis,  the  proper  number  of 
the  building  assigned  by  the  Town. 

Section  2.  The  West  Bridgewater  Fire  Chief,  or  his  designee,  shall  assign  and  order 
numbers  to  be  displayed  on  buildings  on  all  ways  as  herein  provided.  On  all  streets,  odd 
numbers  shall  be  on  the  right  and  even  numbers  shall  be  on  the  left,  beginning  from  the  point 
of  origin.  Upon  being  notified  in  writing  by  the  Fire  Department  of  the  assignment  of  a  house 
number,  the  owner  of  the  property  shall  affix  this  number  to  the  property  within  thirty  (30) 
days  of  the  date  of  said  notice.  Said  number  shall  be  located  to  the  right  of  the  front  door  as 
you  look  at  the  building  from  the  street.  If  the  house  or  building  is  set  back  fifty  (50)  feet  or 
more  from  the  curb,  said  number  shall  be  affixed  to  a  substantial  support  at  the  entrance  of 
the  property  (such  that  the  number  is  clearly  visible  from  the  curb  at  all  times). 

Section  3.  The  numbers  shall  be  at  least  three  (3)  inches  in  height  and  of  waterproof 
materials.  The  numbers  shall  be  in  contrasting  color  and  visible  day  or  night.  In  cases  where 
more  than  one  house,  business  or  structure  shares  a  common  driveway,  and  the  buildings  are 
not  visible  from  the  street,  or  the  distance  is  too  great  for  a  reasonable  size  number  to  be  eas- 
ily observed  from  the  street  year  round,  a  sign  no  larger  than  eight  (8)  by  twelve  (12)  inches 
shall  be  posted  at  the  driveway  connection  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  seen  by  oncoming  emer- 
gency vehicles.  All  such  signs  so  numbered  must  be  kept  free  and  clear  of  snow  or  other 
debris.  These  duties  are  the  responsibility  of  the  property  owner. 

Section  4.  This  By-Law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Fire  Chief  or  his  designee,  as  cited  in 
Article  XL  of  these  By-Laws",  or  to  take  any  action  relative  thereof. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  vote  to  add  Article  XLIV  of  the  Town's  By-Laws  entitled 
"House  Numbering"  as  printed  on  the  warrant.

ARTICLE  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town's  By-Laws  by  adding  the 
following  By-Law  entitled  "Alarm  System"  as  Article  XLV  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  XLV 


ALARM  SYSTEMS 


Section  1.  Automatic  Dialing  Devices. 

A.  No  automatic  dialing  devices  shall  be  interconnected  to  any  telephone  numbers  at  the 
police  or  fire  stations  unless  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  respective  department  prior  to  the 
installation,  after  the  effective  date  of  this  article. 

B.  Approval  of  dialers  by  the  respective  Chief:  To  obtain  approval  of  a  telephone  alarm 
dialer,  the  owner  of  the  dialer  must  certify  to  the  respective  Chief  that  the  alarm  dialer  will 
disconnect  from  the  phone  lines  automatically  after  the  third  call  is  made  to  the  Police  or  Fire 
Department. 

Section  2.  Direct  Connections  to  Police  or  Fire  Department. 

A.  Alarm  systems  may  be  connected  to  the  console  in  the  police  or  fire  station  by  inter- 
facing with  one  (1)  company  maintaining  the  alarm  console  at  the  police  or  fire  station. 

B.  The  alarm  user  or  alarm  business  contracting  for  servicing  the  alarm  user's  alarm  sys- 
tem shall  be  responsible  for  obtaining  the  required  leased  telephone  lines  between  the  alarm 
user's  premises  and  the  alarm  receiving  equipment  at  the  police  or  fire  station  and  for  fur- 
nishing appropriate  interfacing  equipment,  if  required,  to  be  compatible  with  the  receiving 
equipment  used  to  operate  the  police  alarm  console  or  equipment  necessary  to  connect  to  the 
Municipal  fire  alarm  circuits,  if  required,  and  to  be  compatible  with  receiving  equipment  used 
to  operate  the  fire  alarm  console. 

Section  3.  Control  and  Curtailment  of  Alarm  Signals. 

A.  Every  alarm  user  shall  submit  to  the  respective  Chief  the  names,  addresses  and  tele- 
phone numbers  of  at  least  three  (3)  persons,  in  addition  to  the  alarm  user,  who  can  be  reached 
at  any  time,  day  or  night,  and  who  are  authorized  to  respond  to  an  alarm  or  emergency  signal 
transmitted  by  an  alarm  system,  and  who  can  operate  the  premises  wherein  the  alarm  system 
is  installed.  The  list  of  names,  addresses  and  phone  numbers  shall  be  referred  to  as  the 
Emergency  Call  List.  An  Emergency  Call  List  form  will  be  sent  to  all  alarm  users  on  record 
once  each  year  by  the  respective  Chief. 

B.  Every  alarm  user  shall  be  required  to  update  their  Emergency  Call  List  at  least  once 
every  year  or  sooner  if  any  change  is  to  be  made  to  the  names,  addresses,  or  phone  numbers 
of  any  person  on  said  list. 

C.  Within  six  (6)  months  from  the  effective  date  of  this  By-Law,  all  alarm  systems  which 
use  an  audible  horn,  siren,  bell,  or  other  audible  device  except  sprinkler  systems  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  device  that  will  shut  off  such  audible  device  within  15  minutes  in  a  residen- 
tial zone,  and  30  minutes  in  all  other  zones,  after  the  activation  of  the  alarm  system. 

D.  Each  alarm  user,  to  include  also  all  automatic  devices  interconnected  to  any  number 
at  the  police  station,  shall  be  allowed,  in  the  course  of  any  consecutive  twelve  (12)  month 
period,  three  (3)  free  false  alarms.  Other  penalties  shall  be  levied  in  accordance  with  Article 
XL  of  these  By-Laws. 

E.  System  users  who  fail  to  provide  the  information  required  in  Section,  Control  and 
Curtailment  of  Alarm  Signals,  or  system  users  whose  false  alarms  total  in  excess  of  ten  (10) 
during  said  twelve  month  period,  will  be  subject  to  review  by  the  respective  Chief  or  his 
designee,  and  if  deemed  abusive  of  the  system,  shall  be  required  to  show  cause  why  they 
should  not  be  ordered  to  disconnect  from  the  system  totally. 

F.  Non-payment  of  false  alarm  fees,  as  herein  established,  will  result  in  disconnection 
from  the  system,  and  reconnection  will  not  be  allowed  until  all  fees  in  arrears  are  paid. 

Section  4.  Testing  of  Alarm  Equipment. 

No  alarm  system  connected  to  the  police  or  fire  department  shall  be  tested,  worked  on  or 
demonstrated,  so  as  to  send  a  signal  or  sound  an  audible  alarm  without  first  obtaining  per- 


mission  from  the  respective  Department.  A  violation  of  this  Section  shall  result  in  a  fine  of 
$50.00. 

Section  5.  Limits  of  Liability 

Connection  of  an  alarm  device  to  the  police  or  fire  department  does  not  guarantee  a 
response  from  the  Town's  emergency  services  or  any  other  town  department  to  the  location 
where  the  alarm  originated  from.  The  police  and  fire  department  will  establish  procedures  in 
responding  to  alarm  signals  and  if  as  a  result  of  high  demand  on  services  or  a  call  for  servic- 
es with  a  higher  priority,  police  and/or  fire  units  may  not  be  available  to  respond  to  the  loca- 
tion. The  Chief  of  Police  and  the  Fire  Chief  may  promulgate  such  rules  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  implementation  of  this  By-Law  for  their  respective  Departments. 

Section  6.  False  Alarms. 

A  false  alarm  shall  be  defined  as  one  of  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  The  activation  of  an  alarm  system  through  mechanical  failure,  malfunction,  improp- 
er installation,  user  error,  inadequate  training,  or  negligence  of  the  use  of  the  alarm  system  or 
the  user's  employee  or  agents. 

(b)  Any  signal  communicated  to  the  police  or  fire  department,  including  but  not  limited 
to,  audible  horns,  sirens,  bells  or  other  audible  devices,  designed  to  call  attention  to  an  alarm 
condition,  when  in  fact  no  unauthorized  intrusion,  attempted  unauthorized  intrusion,  robbery 
or  attempted  robbery,  or  other  event  that  caused  the  alarm  to  be  communicated,  has  occurred. 

(c)  All  other  activations  of  alarm  systems  or  communication  to  the  police  or  fire  depart- 
ment of  an  alarm  signal  by  a  audible  device  where  the  cause  of  such  activations  is  not  due  to 
bad  weather,  wind,  lighting,  power  failure,  or  other  causes  beyond  the  reasonable  control  of 
the  user  of  owner",  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

MOVE:  That  the  Town  Vote  to  add  Articles  XLV  to  the  Town's  By-Laws  entitled 
"Alarm  Systems"  as  printed  on  the  warrant. 

UPON  VOTE,  MOTION  PASSED  UNANIMOUSLY.

Bridgewater: 

The  Board  of  Library  Trustees  takes  great  pleasure  in  presenting  our  1997  Annual  Report 
to  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

Under  the  leadership  of  our  Director  Beth  Smith  the  library  continues  to  meet  the  ever 
increasing  demand  of  its  services  to  the  town  residents.  By  upgrading  their  library  and  tech- 
nical skills,  Beth  and  her  well  qualified  staff  have  kept  up  with  this  age  of  ever  increasing 
technology  of  which  there  seems  to  be  no  end  in  sight.  This  has  enabled  Beth  and  her  staff  to 
give  the  high  grade  of  library  service  our  patrons  deserve. 

With  computer  technology  taking  over  as  the  means  for  receiving  and  sending  informa- 
tion, entertainment  and  personal  communication,  many  people  are  beginning  to  think  books 
and  other  forms  of  written  material  (personal  letters,  post  cards,  etc.)  will  no  longer  be  nec- 
essary.

We  the  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  water  department  of  the  town  of  West 
Bridgewater,  respectfully  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1997. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  289,772,590  of  water  was  pumped.  This  is  20,006,370  more 
than  the  previous  year.  The  greatest  amount  for  any  one  day  was  June  22,  1997  with 
1,794,610  gallons  pumped.  The  largest  month  was  July  with  38,409,900  gallons  pumped.  The 
largest  week  was  July  13,  1997  with  9,323,550  gallons  being  pumped. 

With  289,772,590  gallons  of  water  pumped  plus  1,091,590  gallons  bought  from  Easton, 
a  total  of  290,864,180  gallons  of  water  was  used.  This  makes  a  daily  average  of  796,888  gal- 
lons. 

12  new  services  were  installed,  bringing  our  total  number  to  2,460  services. 

Station  Maintenance  was  carried  out  daily,  after  every  severe  storm,  and  after  all  power 
failures.  A  total  of  552  hours  of  overtime  was  spent  on  emergency  leaks  and  maintenance. 

Once  again  in  the  fall  of  the  year  the  water  department  undertook  our  flushing  program. 
The  flushing  program  has  proven  to  be  very  successful,  almost  eliminating  all  dirty  water 
complaints. 

On  Sunday  October  19,  1997  the  Water  Department  held  the  dedication  and  start  up  of 
the  new  corrosion  control  facility  on  Cyr  st.  known  as  Station  number  4.  The  building  was 
dedicated  to  John  W.  Noyes  in  recognition  of  his  39  years  of  service  to  the  town  as  Water 
Commissioner.  The  addition  of  this  treatment  facility  will  help  us  meet  the  federal  regulation 
on  corrosion  control.  The  building  was  constructed  and  put  on  line  without  borrowing  any 
money.  We  paid  for  the  construction  and  equipment  from  water  revenues  saving  our  cus- 
tomers thousands  of  dollars  in  interest  charges. 

The  water  department's  crew  continued  with  its  meter  replacement  program,  installing 
the  new  telephone  operated  water  meter  that  calls  the  readings  in  to  our  computer.  The  meters 
give  us  monthly  readings. 

In  September  the  department  purchased  a  gate  box  vacuum.  For  years  the  maintenance 
of  our  valve  box  holes  in  the  street  has  been  very  difficult,  slow,  and  not  always  successful. 
In  the  past  we  had  to  use  a  small  clam  shell  shaped  shovel  to  try  to  remove  sand,  rocks,  pieces 
of  blacktop,  tonic  cans,  and  pieces  of  metal  from  the  valve  boxes.  Many  times  the  boxes  are 
filled  with  muddy  water  further  hampering  the  cleaning  effort.  The  vacuum  cleaner  the 


Department  purchased  is  mounted  on  a  trailer  for  towing  ease  from  gate  box  to  gate  box.  A 
laborer  will  then  remove  the  gate  box  cover  and  vacuum  out  all  foreign  debris  including  water 
in  just  seconds. 

During  the  year  142  analyses  of  our  drinking  water  were  done  for  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  Agency  for  bacterial  elements.  All  reports  were 
most  satisfactory,  showing  it  to  be  of  highly  acceptable  quality  and  free  from  bacterial  ele- 
ments. We  also  ran  individual  tests  on  all  four  wells  to  check  for  cancer  causing  pollutants  in 
our  water  and  none  were  detected  in  any  of  our  wells. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  crew  of  the  water  department  for  making  this  year  a  success, 
and  all  the  other  departments  that  came  to  our  aid  when  requested  and  most  importantly  all 
the  towns  people  who  have  supported  us  in  reaching  our  goals.

Last  year  the  Bridgewater  Visiting  Nurse  Association  celebrated  its  95th  year  of  home 
health  service  to  the  community.  Since  1902,  the  Bridgewater  VNA  has  continued  to  meet  the 
highest  standards  of  excellence  fulfilling  the  mission  of  providing  quality  home  health  care 
to  those  in  need,  regardless  of  a  person's  ability  to  pay.  More  than  60,000  patient  visits  were 
made  last  year  offering  a  variety  of  home  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Bridgewater,  East 
Bridgewater,  West  Bridgewater  and  several  surrounding  towns. 

Recently,  the  Bridgewater  VNA  joined  with  seven  formerly  independent  VNA's,  estab- 
lishing a  strong,  non-profit  partnership — the  Affiliated  Community  Visiting  Nurse 
Association.  The  merger  has  enabled  our  Agency  to  better  serve  you  by  enhancing  services 
and  expanding  specialized  programs  while  maintaining  our  community-based  office  and  team 
of  professional  staff. 

In  addition  to  assisting  homebound  patients,  the  Bridgewater  VNA,  now  a  branch  of  the 
Affiliated  Community  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  offers  many  community  programs  includ- 
ing flu  immunizations,  glucose,  blood  pressure  and  cholesterol  screenings,  nutrition  seminar, 
babysitting  safety  training,  teddy  bear  clinics,  Wellness  Programs,  caregivers  support  groups 
and  health  education  seminars. 

The  Bridgewater  branch  of  the  Affiliated  VNA  extends  sincere  appreciation  to  our  town 
for  their  support  over  the  past  years.  It  is  through  the  generosity  of  our  local  government,  area 
businesses,  our  loyal  townspeople  and  our  Boards  of  Health  that  we  can  ensure  the  provision 
of  free  outreach  programs  and  medically  necessary  home  care  services  to  those  who  need 
them.  With  your  continued  financial  assistance  and  ever  welcomed  support,  we  can  success- 
fully meet  the  health  care  needs  of  our  community  and  enhance  services  offered  to  the  resi- 
dents.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DIRECTOR  OF 
THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


Strong  libraries  are  essential  to  education  and  lifelong  learning,  to  economic  develop- 
ment, to  strong  communities,  and  to  a  strong  democracy.  The  mission  of  the  West 
Bridgewater  Public  Library  is  to  provide  service  that  will  lead  toward  this  ideal.  The  events 
of  the  year  moved  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library  forward  in  its  ability  to  serve  the 
community's  needs.  Improvements  were  made  in  the  areas  of  staff,  technology,  building 
improvements,  and  programming. 

April  McDermott  has  been  promoted  from  Head  of  Circulation  to  Assistant  Director. 
Susan  Dailey,  Head  of  Technical  Services,  who  has  served  the  library  for  eight  years  as  a  part 
time  employee  has  had  her  hours  increased.  Caroline  Hammond,  formerly  of  the  Oliver  Ames 
Free  Library  in  Easton,  became  the  new  Children's  Librarian  in  September.  The  Library  is 
grateful  to  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services  for  providing  a  part-time  Library  Assistant  in  its 
Senior  Aides  Program. 

The  Library  has  upgraded  two  personal  computers  during  the  year.  The  money  is  in  place 
to  modernize  the  cabling  in  the  building  to  handle  the  new  capacities  of  the  upgraded  ABLE 
Network  System,  the  Library's  computerized  system.  Personal  computers  will  replace  termi- 
nals in  this  process. 

During  the  year  the  Library  has  attained  access  to  Information  Access  Company  data- 
bases through  the  Mass.  Library  Information  Network  funded  by  the  Mass.  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners.  The  Library  subscribes  to  PoemFinder  available  through  the  Internet  at  the 
Library.  The  Library  has  access  through  the  ABLE  Network  System  to  FirstSearch,  60  data- 
bases in  14  topic  areas  to  find  books,  articles,  and  resources  at  a  cost  of  fifty  cents  per  search. 
The  Library  subscribes  to  LawChek  on  CDROM  and  offers  children's  educational  products 
on  CD-ROM  such  as  P.  B.  Bears  Birthday  Party  and  My  First  Amazing  World  Explorer. 
Microsoft  Office  '97  software  is  available  to  patrons  for  in  house  word  processing.  Internet 
instruction  is  very  popular  as  patrons  learn  at  the  library  before  purchasing  a  service  on  their 
own  computer.  With  the  increase  in  interest  in  computer  technology  and  the  Internet  the 
library's  staff  is  stretched  to  the  limit  in  meeting  these  patron  needs. 

The  Library  had  installed  a  building  security  system  in  November.  The  source  of  the 
leaks  in  the  roof  was  found  and  is  now  repaired  thanks  to  funding  by  the  Municipal  Building 
Needs  Committee.  The  Forestry  Department  has  done  a  wonderful  job  in  maintaining  the 
library  grounds  in  all  four  seasons. 

The  year  1997  brought  the  implementation  of  the  six  new  regions  under  the  Mass.  Board 
of  Library  Commissioners.  West  Bridgewater  belongs  to  the  new  Southeast  Massachusetts 
Library  System  called  SEMLS  or  "Seamless."  This  reorganization  will  provide  daily  van 
delivery  service  to  libraries  on  the  South  Shore  as  well  as  reference  referral,  technology 
enhancement,  interlibrary  loan,  a  statewide  purchasing  cooperative,  continuing  education 
programs,  and  expanded  access  to  a  wide  range  of  electronic  information  resources. 

During  the  year  the  Library  entered  5,000  books  and  other  media  into  the  ABLE  Network 
System  database  to  reach  a  total  of  45,066  items  available  from  West  Bridgewater.  In  FY'97 
the  Library  circulated  41,170  items  up  5,041  from  the  previous  year.  Reservations  were 


placed  by  patrons  for  4,366  books  and  other  media  up  1,052  from  the  previous  year. 

School  Librarian  Joan  Keating  brought  her  school  library  classes  from  the  Howard 
School  to  the  Library  for  instruction  on  Public  Library  resources  during  the  first  week  of 
every  month.  Instruction  on  the  Internet  was  given  to  the  fourth  graders  by  library  staff. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  led  by  President  Jodi  Savage  worked  diligently  to  present  the 
Reading  is  Fundamental  Program  (R.I.F.).  They  provided  three  free  distributions  of  popular 
paperback  books  to  students  in  elementary  grades  one  through  five.  This  is  the  eighth  year  of 
the  program  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  Friends,  the  West  Bridgewater  Cultural  Council,  (the 
local  agency  of  the  Mass.  Cultural  Council),  and  the  national  RIF  program.  In  eight  years  the 
group  has  given  9,000  books  to  the  town's  children.  Parents  who  participated  regularly  with 
Mariann  Lorray  in  the  distributions  and  the  Book  Swaps  were  Karen  Buttrick,  Pam  Norris, 
Sandy  White,  Donna  Aprea,  Donna  Emanuel,  Laurie  Glidden,  Ann  Hayward,  Bruce 
Hayward,  Nancy  Maloney,  and  Jennifer  Zadig. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  held  their  annual  Book  and  Bake  Sale  in  October.  The  pro- 
ceeds from  this  sale,  the  membership  drive,  and  the  candy  bar  sales  fund  museum  passes  to 
the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Museum,  and  the  J.  F.  K.  Library  and 
Museum.  The  Friends  purchased  an  audiocassette  display  case  for  the  ever  growing  and  pop- 
ular collection  of  audio  books  at  the  Library. 

The  Public  Library  participated  in  the  summer  activity  group  called  READ  Fun  Club 
(Reading  Enrichment  and  Activity  Days).  This  is  a  partnership  of  the  West  Bridgewater 
Public  Library,  West  Bridgewater  School  Department,  Old  Colony  United  Way's  Retired  & 
Senior  Volunteer  Program  (RSVP),  Americorps  VISTA  Summer  Associates  project  of  the 
MA  Department  of  Education,  and  Bridgewater  Savings  Bank.  The  six-week  program  was 
offered  free  to  local  children  and  met  two  times  a  week  at  the  library.  Thirty  children  partic- 
ipated in  the  program  led  by  the  VISTA  summer  associates  Pat  Lake  and  Chris  Sauve  with 
the  goal  of  maintaining  reading  levels  during  summer  vacation.  Thirty  senior  volunteers 
worked  with  the  second  and  third  grade  children  as  part  of  the  program  to  give  the  children 
the  tools  to  do  well  in  school.  Guest  speakers  were  invited  each  week,  and  activities  were 
developed  from  these  resources.  David  and  Barbara  Cohen  were  instrumental  in  conceptual- 
izing and  organizing  this  program. 

Children's  programs  were  conducted  throughout  the  year.  Story  hours  were  held 
throughout  the  year  for  children  ages  18  months  to  three  years  for  Toddler  Time  and  for  chil- 
dren ages  three  through  six  years  for  Preschool  Story  Time.  Bedtime  Story  Times  for  children 
ages  18  months  through  7  years  were  held  on  Tuesday  evenings  in  the  fall.  Another  success- 
ful Camp  Library  was  held  in  July  and  August  for  25  children  from  ages  5  through  8.  Theme 
oriented  meetings  were  held  on  topics  such  as  Interesting  Insects,  Wonders  of  the  Rain  Forest, 
Colonial  America,  Field  Day,  Community  Helpers,  and  Summer  Celebrations.  The  Sea 
Creatures  Club  gave  children  ages  3  through  6  years  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  stories,  songs, 
finger  plays,  and  crafts  based  on  a  "theme  of  the  week."  Toddlers  ages  18  months  to  3  years 
participated  in  a  6-week  program  of  songs,  finger  plays,  and  age  appropriate  crafts.  Great 
Books  Alive,  a  program  for  children  ages  7  through  10,  was  held  twice  during  the  summer  to 
discuss  the  exciting  parts  of  great  juvenile  books.  This  innovative  program  was  such  a  suc- 
cess it  will  be  held  again  next  summer.  Book  Talks  for  Teens  participants  read  chosen  books 
and  discussed  the  plot,  character  development,  and  theme  of  each  book.  The  independent 
Summer  Reading  Club  for  children  ages  3  through  12  revolved  around  the  theme  of 


Celebrations.  Children  checked  in  once  a  week  to  record  their  progress  on  tracking  sheets. 
Children  who  completed  the  program  qualified  for  the  Ice  Cream  Sundae  Celebration  with 
entertainment  by  John  Welch,  a  storyteller,  funded  by  the  West  Bridgewater  Cultural  Council. 

A  special  Halloween  celebration  was  held  with  children  ages  18  months  to  5  years  par- 
ticipating. Children  visiting  the  library  in  costume  listened  to  ghost  stories  and  received  tricks 
and  treats. 

During  the  holiday  season  children  ages  3  to  12  decorated  the  children's  room,  a  holiday 
ornament  workshop  was  held.  A  special  evening  story  time  featured  the  popular  holiday  sto- 
ries, The  Polar  Express  and  A  Visit  from  St.  Nicholas.  Prizes  of  holiday  books  were  awarded 
to  five  raffle  winners. 

Professional  Development  Points  (PDP)  workshops  were  held  at  the  library  three  times 
in  the  year  organized  by  Chris  Altieri,  the  former  Children's  Librarian.  The  February  session 
was  on  101  exciting  ways  to  present  stories  to  children;  the  April  session  focused  on  changes 
in  Children's  Literature  in  today's  world;  the  August  workshop  focused  on  working  with  oth- 
ers. 

The  Library  Book  Discussion  group  met  monthly  to  have  lively  discussions  of  scholarly 
and  popular  titles  selected  by  the  members.  This  year  some  of  the  books  covered  were:  The 
Bone  People,  A  Summons  to  Memphis  "Adam  Bede,  The  English  Patient,  In  the  Skin  of  the 
Lion,  Fugitive  Pieces,  and  Cold  Mountain. 

A  very  special  thank  you  to  the  library  staff  who  have  done  a  fine  job  handling  the 
increased  workload  caused  by  increased  circulation  and  the  public's  interest  in  computers  and 
the  Internet:  April  McDermott,  Caroline  Hammond,  Susan  Dailey,  Ella  Adams,  Lydia 
Caffelle,  and  Betty  Turner. 

Many  volunteers  gave  their  time  generously  and  are  a  vital  part  of  the  success  of  Library 
operations.  Richard  Swann,  Betsy  Estrella,  Joanne  Kennedy,  and  Irene  White  worked  regu- 
larly on  various  tasks.  Thank  you  to  Mary  Ellen  Holden  for  watering  the  library's  many 
plants.  Thanks  to  Anne  Gillis  and  Elaine  Laughton  for  planting,  watering,  and  weeding  the 
lovely  English  flower  garden;  Holmes-McDuffy  Florists  for  the  lovely  weekly  floral  bou- 
quets; Bob  Smith,  Toby  O'Brien,  and  Jonathan  Pettanato  for  their  computer  advice  and  skills; 
the  Fuller  Museum  of  Art  for  the  gift  of  a  family  pass;  Warren  Turner  for  his  engineering 
assistance;  and  James  Almeida,  Jake  Chiasson,  and  Maggie  McPhail  for  their  spring  session 
library  volunteer  work  through  the  High  School's  community  service  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  year  of  1997  was  a  productive  and  fulfilling  year  for  our  educational  system.  The 
students  of  the  system  continue  to  excel  in  all  areas  of  their  educational  experience. 

Linn  Peterson  and  David  Gill  left  the  committee  after  many  years  of  dedication  and  com- 
mitment to  the  children  of  our  educational  system. 

The  1997  spring  election  welcomed  Lynne  Tartaglia  and  Daniel  West  to  the  committee. 
Both  Lyne  and  Dan  have  been  active  and  supportive  of  the  youth  of  our  community  by  assist- 
ing youth  serving  organizations  prior  to  coming  on  the  committee. 

Rena  G.  Shea  completed  her  first  year  as  our  Superintendent.  Ms.  Shea's  leadership  abil- 
ity and  vision  has  allowed  our  system  to  improve  in  many  areas. 

After  much  consideration  we  were  able  to  establish  our  own  in-house  Early  Childhood 
Program.  Although  there  was  financial  savings  for  the  town  in  doing  so,  the  committee  felt 
the  children  would  benefit  greater  from  a  program  that  was  within  our  educational  system. 

The  Middle/Senior  High  School  is  currently  involved  in  a  "self  study"  as  part  of  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  Accreditation  Process.  In  the  spring  of  1999  the 
officials  from  N.E.A.S.C.  will  complete  the  process.  Parents,  school  personnel  and  school 
committee  members  are  work  collaboratively  on  this  project. 

Within  the  last  twelve  months  under  Ms.  Shea's  leadership  the  School  Department 
secured  fourteen  grants  for  a  total  of  $269,213.  This  clearly  assisted  us  in  the  areas  of  com- 
puter technology  and  special  education.  We  remain  committed  in  our  efforts  to  seek  out  and 
secure  grants  to  supplement  the  dollars  allocated  from  the  town  budget 

The  graduating  class  of  1997  followed  the  great  tradition  of  continuing  their  education 
after  graduation  as  89%  of  its  graduates  went  on  to  post  secondary  education.  This  is  clearly 
a  credit  to  the  students  and  equally  to  their  parents  and  teachers. 

It  is  our  goal  to  have  each  building  wired  to  access  the  Internet.  The  School  Committee 
remains  committed  to  expanding  the  technology  opportunities  for  our  students  and  ensuring 
them  of  the  best  education. 

Our  sincere  thanks  to  the  people  of  this  wonderful  town  for  all  the  support  that  is  given 
to  our  children.  Our  kids  are  truly  an  element  of  this  town  we  should  all  be  proud  of.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  FOR  1997 

My  second  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  written  with  encourage- 
ment and  enthusiasm  for  a  bright  future. 

The  West  Bridgewater  Public  Schools  affirms  the  conviction  that  each  and  every  student 
in  the  system  has  human  talent  worthy  of  being  developed  for  the  individual's  and  society's 
best  interest.  We  will  continue  to  maintain,  learning  opportunities  that  enable  each  student  to 
become  and  remain  a  responsible  citizen  based  on  educational,  personal  and  social  needs. 

I  would  like  to  share  with  you  a  few  of  the  many  highlights  of  the  year. 

The  awarding  of  a  $58,000  grant  to  offset  the  spiraling  costs  associated  with  Special 
Education. 

The  awarding  of  a  $30,000  Technology  grant  to  assist  the  School  Department  in  the 
preparation  of  an  infrastructure  suitable  to  network  the  Town  and  to  provide  internet  access 
to  all  buildings. 

Another  grant  received  allowed  the  partnership  of  the  School  Department,  the  Town 
Library  and  the  Old  Colony  United  Way's  Retired  and  Senior  Volunteer  Program  to  provide 
a  summer  reading  program  for  elementary  students.  The  goal  of  the  R.E.A.D.  Fun  Club 
(Reading  Enrichment  and  Activity  Days)  was  to  prevent  regression  in  children's  reading  lev- 
els during  the  summer  vacation  and  matched  West  Bridgewater  senior  volunteers  with  our 
students.  Special  thanks  to  Mr.  Dave  Cohen  for  his  dedication  to  the  program. 

The  SPARKY  curriculum  LEARN  NOT  TO  BURN  was  introduced  by  Lt.  Paul  Golder 
in  cooperation  with  the  West  Bridgewater  Fire  Department  to  all  students  in  grades  K-3.  The 
program  was  funded  through  an  $8500  grant  from  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association. 

The  continuation  of  the  "SAVINGS  MAKES  CENTS"  program  in  partnership  with  the 
Bridgewater  Savings  Bank  and  the  17  week  DARE  Program  under  the  direction  of  Ann 
Savignano  and  the  West  Bridgewater  Police  Department. 

The  establishment  of  an  in-house  Financial  Aid  Night  for  parents  of  all  junior  and  senior 
students  co  sponsored  by  the  Mass.  Educational  Financing  Authority  and  the  reestablishment 
of  the  honors  breakfast. 

The  inside  painting  of  the  RLM  and  Middle  Senior  High  Schools  by  the  Plymouth 
County  Sheriffs  Office  work  release  program  brought  forth  a  much  needed  uplift  at  consid- 
erable savings. 

The  establishment  of  an  in-house  Early  Childhood  Program  housed  at  the  Spring  Street 
School  has  proven  to  be  a  worthwhile  venture.  We  are  better  able  to  serve  our  own  popula- 
tion. 

The  continued  relationship  that  exists  between  the  Council  on  Aging  and  the  School 
Department.  The  diversity  of  ages  and  the  services  at  the  Spring  Street  School  (4-94  years  of 


age)  brings  forth  a  sense  of  warmth,  family  unity  and  a  unique  character. 

The  joining  of  the  School  Department  and  the  Forestry  and  Parks  Department  has  pro- 
duced significant  changes  in  the  outside  appearance  of  all  school  buildings.  This  partnership 
will  be  of  benefit  to  the  entire  community. 

There  is  a  continuing  pride  in  West  Bridgewater  that  is  exhibited  by  the  School 
Committee,  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee,  Town  Committees  and  Departments,  citizens, 
town  employees,  parents  and  the  students  that  makes  our  town  a  special  place  to  live  and 
work.  The  spirit  of  cooperation  that  I  have  encountered  is  greatly  appreciated  as  we  go  about 
our  most  important  task  — the  education  of  our  young  people. 

My  sincere  thank  to  the  entire  staff  for  their  dedication  and  contribution  of  time,  energy, 
effort  and  resources  to  the  students  of  West  Bridgewater.

SPECIAL  EDUCATION  SERVICES 

Two  hundred  and  two  West  Bridgewater  students,  ages  three  to  twenty-two  and  who 
make  up  twenty  percent  of  the  school  population,  are  receiving  a  wide  range  of  services 
required  under  Chapter  766.  Students  who  experience  mild  and  moderate  academic  difficul- 
ties for  a  number  of  reasons  as  well  as  more  severely  and  often  multi  -  handicapped  students 
receive  a  variety  of  services  such  as  regular  classroom  academic  support  in  the  inclusion  pro- 
gram, developmental  skill  acquisition  and  academic  programming  in  the  resource  room  pro- 
gram, speech  and  language  therapy,  counseling  services,  adaptive  physical  education,  physi- 
cal therapy,  occupational  therapy,  vision  training  and  mobility  services  in  the  program  for  the 
blind  and  vision  impaired,  services  for  the  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing-and  behavior  manage- 
ment training  in  the  behavior  modification  program 

These  services  are  all  required  under  existing  state  law  and  are  provided  in  the  Pre-school 
and  Kindergarten  Programs  at  the  Spring  Street  School,  Grades  One  through  three  at  the  Rose 
L.  MacDonald  School,  Grades  four  through  six  at  the  Howard  Elementary  School  and  at  the 
West  Bridgewater  Middle/High  School.  The  public  schools  can  not  always  provide  appropri- 
ate educational  programs  and  services  within  its  own  buildings.  Team  evaluations  and  deci- 
sions often  require  that  certain  students  receive  their  programs  and  services  in  placements 
other  than  the  local  public  schools.  Four  West  Bridgewater  students  require  placement  in  out- 
of-district  day  schools.  Two  students  require  twenty-four  hour  residential  placements.  Eight 
students  with  low  incidence  disabilities  and  or  behavioral  disorders  are  placed  in 
Collaborative  Programs  which  serve  other  towns  in  the  region  as  well. 

As  the  Interim  Director  of  Special  Education  it  is  my  privilege  to  work  with  a  highly  ded- 
icated and  greatly  caring  team  of  school  administrators.  I  am  working  closely  with  special 
education  teachers,  specialists,  regular  education  teachers  and  counselors  whom  I  find,  for  the 
most  part,  thoroughly  professional,  well  trained  and  totally  committed  to  providing  the  best 
possible  services  to  their  students  .  I  am  most  grateful  to  the  administrative  support  staff  in 


the  special  education  office  and  the  superintendent's  office  and  especially  to  my  colleagues 
in  the  special  education  department  for  helping  us  all  keep  our  focus  on  the  needs  of  our  spe- 
cial education  students  while  at  the  same  time  preparing  for  the  up-coming  State  Dept.  of 
Education,  Div.  of  Special  Education  site  and  program  audit.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOWARD  SCHOOL 

Howard  School  began  the  school  year  on  September  3,  1997  with  255  students  in  grades 
four,  five,  and  six. 

Students  receive  daily  instruction  in  Reading,  Language  Arts  (written  and  spoken), 
Spelling,  Mathematics,  Science  and  Social  Studies.  In  addition,  students  receive  instruction 
in  Art,  Music  (vocal  or  instrumental),  Computer  Technology,  Health,  Library  Science  and 
Physical  Education  on  a  weekly  basis. 

This  year,  the  students  at  the  Howard  School  were  also  offered  the  opportunity  to  par- 
ticipate in  three  extra  curricular  programs.  These  programs  include:  an  After  School 
Intramural  Program  with  approximately  115  students  participating  for  twenty  weeks,  an  After 
School  Computer  Class  with  approximately  85  students  participating  in  two  ten  week  pro- 
grams, and  an  After  School  Enrichment  Math  Problem  Solving  Club  with  approximately  18 
students  participating  for  twenty  weeks. 

The  Reading  and  Language  Arts  curriculum  uses  a  wide  variety  of  materials  and 
approaches  in  order  to  enable  each  student  to  master  the  skills  needed  to  succeed  in  our  rap- 
idly changing  technological  society.  At  the  intermediate  level,  the  emphasis  is  on  reading  and 
writing  to  learn.  Throughout  the  year,  students  are  involved  in  many  and  varied  reading/writ- 
ing incentive  programs.  Some  of  these  are  Reading  Is  Fundamental  (RIF),  Book  It,  Read-A- 
Thon  for  Technology,  Young  Author's  Celebration  and  Pen  Pal  Letters. 

Based  on  the  school  system's  initiative  to  improve  our  mathematics  program  and  align  it 
with  the  new  state  standards  in  mathematics,  we  have  been  changing  one  grade  at  a  time  from 
the  D.C.  Heath  Math  Connections  program  to  the  Everyday  Math  program.  Last  year,  stu- 
dents in  kindergarten  through  grade  three  completed  the  change  to  the  Everyday  Math  pro- 
gram. This  year,  the  fourth  grade  teachers  made  the  transition  to  the  new  materials.  Mr.  Wolff, 
a  fourth  grade  teacher,  assisted  in  implementing  this  change  by  working  with  the  education- 
al consultant  and  the  fourth  grade  teachers  to  ensure  a  successful  transition.  The  focus  of  the 
Everyday  Math  program  is  to  promote  student  self  confidence  in  mathematics  by  teaching 
students  to  develop  problem  solving  strategies,  teaching  students  how  to  reason  mathemati- 
cally and  by  building  all  student's  number  sense.  Students  explore,  predict,  validate,  discuss 
and  investigate  until  they  become  proficient  learners  who  reason,  understand  and  remember 
math  concepts  and  facts. 


This  year  the  Howard  School  grounds  took  on  a  new  and  fresh  look  under  the  direction 
of  Christopher  Ianniteli.  Five  new  trees  were  planted  around  the  school  along  with  new 
shrubs  and  bushes.  The  grass  was  reseeded  in  several  areas  and  the  island  in  the  school  park- 
ing lot  was  regraded  and  planted.  We  thank  Chris  and  his  crew  for  making  our  school  grounds 
look  great. 

Mrs.  Beth  Smith  and  Mrs.  April  McDermott  from  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library 
again  continued  to  work  with  Mrs.  Joan  Keating  the  School  Librarian  to  provide  additional 
library  services  for  the  Howard  School  students.  Classes  visited  the  Public  Library  on  a  reg- 
ular basis  throughout  the  school  year. 

Once  again  the  West  Bridgewater  P.T.O.,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Michelle  Pepin, 
provided  the  Howard  School  students  with  many  enrichment  programs  that  tied  directly  to 
the  curriculum  that  students  worked  on.  These  programs  included:  Bats,  Native  Americans, 
An  Egyptian  Specialist,  A  Pilgrim  Visitor  as  well  as  funding  for  student  participation  in  the 
University  of  Delaware  Mathematics  Solve  It  program  and  various  other  necessary  educa- 
tional materials.  We  thank  them  once  again  for  their  dedication  and  efforts  on  behalf  of  the 
children  and  staff. 

This  year  the  Howard  School  staff  and  students  will  be  taking  on  new  challenge.  We  plan 
to  develop  a  school  garden.  Mr.  Wolff  received  a  grant  from  "Massachusetts  Agriculture  In 
The  Classroom  Inc."  for  approximately  $1039  to  establish  a  school  garden.  He  is  working 
with  the  Howard  School  Council  as  well  as  several  local  businesses,  Mr.  Iannitelli,  Forestry 
and  Parks  Superintendent  and  Mr.  Anderson,  a  local  farmer,  to  assist  the  staff  and  students  in 
this  project.  The  plan  is  to  have  all  classes  participate  in  this  project  by  planting  and  caring 
for  a  portion  of  the  garden. 

The  Howard  School  staff  continues  to  review  the  curriculum  to  ensure  that  we  are  meet- 
ing the  state  curriculum  frameworks  in  all  areas.  Our  goal  continues  to  be  to  provide  a  qual- 
ity education  for  all  our  students.  Students  are  involved  in  group  activities,  individual  learn- 
ing activities  and  cooperative  learning  activities.  All  instruction  is  geared  to  maximize  the 
learning  of  each  individual  student. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  faculty  and  staff  members  involved  with  the  students 
in  grades  4,  5,  and  6  for  their  dedication  and  effort  throughout  the  school  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  ROSE  L.  MACDONALD  SCHOOL 

AND 

SPRING  ST.  EARLY  LEARNING  CENTER 

The  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School,  housing  grades  1-3  in  an  elementary  setting,  enrolled 
264  students  as  of  January  5,  1998.  The  Spring  St.  Early  Learning  Center,  housing  Pre  K  -  K, 
in  an  early  childhood  setting,  enrolled  80  students  as  of  January  5,  1998. 

The  Rose  MacDonald  School  had  all  the  corridors  and  the  cafeteria  painted  during  the 
summer  as  well  as  the  completion  of  the  carpeting  project  started  in  1996.  Landscaping 
improvements  to  the  front  of  the  building  were  completed  by  Chris  Iannitelli  and  the  Park  and 
Forestry  Department.  The  grounds  and  fields  were  also  maintained.  The  building  improve- 
ments greatly  enhance  the  quality  of  the  educational  experience  at  RLM.  Spring  St.  grounds 
and  landscaping  were  improved  and  the  school  is  an  attractive  asset  to  the  town. 

Faculty  and  support  staff  continue  to  improve  the  educational  offerings  to  the  children  of 
West  Bridgewater.  Professional  development  and  collaboration  of  staff  have  improved  cur- 
riculum areas  as  mandated  by  the  Education  Reform  Law  of  1993  as  well  as  our  mandate  to 
meet  the  needs  of  all  the  children  of  West  Bridgewater. 

The  RLM  /  Spring  St.  School  Council,  reorganized  with  newly  elected  membership  of 
parents  and  teachers,  continues  its  work  of  advising  and  reviewing  the  School  Improvement 
Plan.

REPORT  OF  THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER 
MIDDLE/SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

During  the  1996-97  school  year,  440  students  were  enrolled  in  grades  7-12  at  the 
Middle/Senior  High  School.  This  number  reflects  a  6%  increase  in  the  student  population 
since  1993. 

West  Bridgewater  Middle/Senior  High  School  was  recognized  by  the  New  England 
School  Development  Council  (NESDEQ)  for  its  exemplary  programs  regarding  enhancing 
teaching  and  learning  through  time.  Educators  throughout  New  England  visited  our  school  to 
view  our  model  programs. 

At  the  middle  school  level,  students  from  Bridgewater  State  College  visit  our  classrooms 
and  observe  our  middle  teachers  at  work.  This  is  part  of  an  ongoing  partnership  with 
Bridgewater  State  College  and  West  Bridgewater  Middle/Senior  High  School.  Observations 
of  the  varied  teaching  methodologies  and  programs  at  the  middle  level  are  an  integral  com- 
ponent of  Bridgewater  State's  middle  level  educators  certification  process. 

"The  Wiz"  was  the  musical  production  of  the  1996-1997  school  year.  Each  year  student 
participation  in  our  fine  arts  programs  grows.  Six  art  students  received  honors  through  The 
Boston  Globe  art  competition.  Our  newly  formed  Jazz  Ensemble  performed  at  the  Senior 
Awards  Evening  and  our  High  School  and  Middle  School  choruses  performed  at  assemblies 
and  civic  events. 

One  June  8,  1997  58  seniors  received  their  diplomas  at  the  graduation  ceremony.  Of 
those  graduates  89%  furthered  their  studies  in  a  post-secondary  setting.  The  Class  of  1997 
also  participated  in  the  first  Community  Service  Learning  Program.  Members  of  the  Class  of 
1997  performed  over  20  hours  of  community  service  as  part  of  their  Contemporary  American 
Issues  (CAI)  curriculum.  This  was  a  most  rewarding  experience. 

The  school  to  career  program  was  integrated  into  the  curriculum.  Eight  students  enrolled 
in  Academic  Internship  Programs  for  the  next  academic  year.  The  next  school  year  should 
foster  even  greater  internship  possibilities. 

The  10  year  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC)  accreditation 
self-  study  began.  This  is  a  12  to  18  month  self-evaluation  process  that  will  culminate  in  the 
NEASC  visiting  team  assessing  our  compliance  with  accreditation  standards. 

Our  Mission  at  West  Bridgewater  Middle/Senior  High  School  is  to  provide  a  safe,  sup- 
portive learning  environment  in  which  each  student  will  acquire  the  knowledge,  skills,  and 
values  necessary  to  become  a  life-long  learner  and  responsible  citizen  in  our  diverse  and 
changing  society.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  West  Bridgewater,  the 
Conservation  Commission  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  of  activities  for  1997. 

The  Commission  held  twenty  (20)  regular  meetings  during  the  year  and  twenty-one  (21) 
Public  Hearings.  Members  issued  nine  (9)  Determinations  of  Applicability,  twelve  (12) 
Orders  of  Conditions,  eight  (8)  Certificates  of  Compliance,  three  (3)  Extension  Permits  and 
one  (1)  Enforcement  Order.

Road,  and  Meadow  Spring  off  Spring  Street. 

Commission  members  have  worked  closely  with  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health 
regarding  perk  tests  and  septic  repairs  to  ensure  that  the  Wetlands  remain  protected  and  intact. 
Perk  test  applications  now  require  the  approval  of  both  Boards.

We  would  thank  Mrs.  Marilyn  Gordon,  Town  Accountant,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Computer  Study  Committee,  as  well  as  John  Duggan,  Town  Treasurer,  for  their 
assistance.  Certainly  the  support  of  your  honorable  Board  and  your  Administrative  Assistant, 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Faricy,  helped  in  obtaining  the  results  of  our  requests.  Most  importantly,  the 
help  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  greatly  appreciated  by  our  Board.

WEST  BRIDGEWATER  COUNCIL  ON  AGING  ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  1997 

The  West  Bridgewater  Council  on  Aging  is  a  department  of  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater  and  is  funded  by  town  appropriations.  The  purpose  of  the  CO. A.  is  to  identify 
the  needs  of  the  elder  population  and  to  implement  programs  designed  to  meet  these  needs, 
wherever  possible.  In  January  1997  we  celebrated  our  first  anniversary  in  our  quarters  at  the 
Spring  Street  School.  Activities  and  programs  were  reinstated  and  business  became  as  usual. 

Our  senior  population  rose  from  1,345  to  1,440  and  continues  to  grow. 


The  Council  on  Aging  office  is  open  Monday  -  Friday  8:00  AM  to  4:00  PM  with  the 
exception  of  holidays.  Services  are  obtained  by  calling  584-8294  during  business  hours.  The 
C.O.A.  requests  residents  to  call  and  advise  us  of  any  person  who  might  benefit  from  any  of 
our  services. 

A  senior  lunch  program  is  held  in  the  cafeteria  at  the  Spring  Street  School  every  Monday, 
Wednesday,  and  Thursday  at  noon.  This  nutrition  program  is  made  possible  from  a  federal 
grant  thru  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging,  5,810  meals  were  served. 

Meals  on  Wheels  are  delivered  to  approximately  18  seniors  daily  and  3,582  were  deliv- 
ered last  year. 

Our  Social  Day  Care  Program  is  open  to  any  senior  age  60  or  older.  This  service  is  self 
supporting.  Clients  private  pay  or  if  income  guidelines  are  met  the  daily  cost  can  be  subsi- 
dized by  the  area  Home  Care  Agency.  These  programs  run  smoothly  under  the  direction  of 
staff  and  volunteers. 

The  Council  on  Aging  Board  meets  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  at  1:30  PM  at  the 
Senior  Center  located  at  the  Spring  Street  School.  Meetings  are  open  to  all  interested  resi- 
dents. The  C.O.A.  ten  paid  staff  people:  a  Director,  Joan  Johnson;  a  part-time  Secretary,  Janet 
Beaulieu;  a  Transportation  Coordinator,  Eleanor  Lindsay;  a  part-time  Social  Day  Care 
Coordinator,  Virginia  Michael;  a  Social  Day  Care  Assistant,  Shelly  Turski;  a  part-time  nutri- 
tion Manager/Cook,  Josephine  Burroughs;  a  part-  time  Assistant  Cook,  Mary  Ellen  Sherman. 

Also  two  Senior  Aides;  a  part-time  Computer  Programmer,  Willis  Dustin  and  a  Social 
Day  Care  Aide,  Barbara  Danforth.  These  two  positions  are  funded  by  a  Federal  Program  Title 
V  of  the  Older  American's  Act. 

A  part-time  Outreach  Worker,  Mary  Hogan  who  also  provides  Shine  Counseling  and 
Fuel  Assistance;  this  position  is  funded  by  a  Formula  Grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of 
Elder  Affairs. 

In  addition  to  paid  personnel,  we  have  approximately  35  volunteers  who  volunteered 
9,806  hours  (in  kind  services  at  minimum  wage  equaling  $49,030.00).  Contributions  made  by 
these  volunteers  are  incalculable.  In  May  a  volunteer  recognition  luncheon  was  held  to  show 
our  appreciation  for  the  time  and  effort  these  people  give. 

Dial  -  A  -  Bat  is  available  to  seniors  and  handicapped  individuals  for  medical  use 
Monday  thru  Friday.  3,905  were  transported  this  past  year. 

A  special  thanks  goes  to  the  local  merchants  who  support  our  "Capen  Caller"  newsletter; 
the  advertisements  pay  the  cost  of  printing.  This  newsletter  is  a  vehicle  of  communication  to 
every  senior  in  West  Bridgewater.  It's  contents  are  informational  on  services  and  resources 
available  to  senior  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater. 

J.O.Y,  Inc.  is  a  non  profit  group  whose  sole  purpose  is  to  raise,  hold,  accept,  and  expend 
monies  to  assist  in  the  needs  of  the  elderly  of  West  Bridgewater  in  various  ways.  Many 
fundraisers  are  being  planned  for  this  year. 

The  Senior  Center  Building  Committee  is  working  diligently.  An  R.F.P.  was  posted  for 


Architecture  and  Engineering  Plans.  Town  Meeting  approval  was  given  and  a  contract  was 
signed  with  Shevalier  Associates  of  Taunton.  A  grant  application  was  submitted  to  the  State 
Department  of  Communities  and  Development  for  funds.  Our  goal  continues  to  be  building 
a  Senior  Center  for  the  seniors  of  West  Bridgewater. 

The  Council  on  Aging  works  closely  with  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs,  the 
Bridgewater  Visiting  Nurse  Association;  West  Bridgewater  Housing  Authority;  Old  Colony 
Planning  Council;  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services;  South  Eastern  Legal  Assistance  Corp.; 
Jewish  Family  Services;  Self  Help,  Inc.,  all  Town  Departments  and  other  groups  who  assist 
the  Town's  elderly  population,  the  Lion's  Club,  Community  Lions,  the  Police  and  Fire 
Associations,  and  the  MA  Cultural  Council.  Our  warm  appreciation  goes  to  these  groups  for 
their  help  extended  to  the  Elder  Services  Director. 

As  a  Council  we  would  like  to  thank  the  community  and  voters  for  their  support  of  our 
programs  and  request  your  continued  cooperation  of  our  efforts. 

This  year  our  Director  celebrated  ten  years  of  service  to  the  town's  senior  population. 

One  Board  member  chose  not  to  seek  reappointment:  Jackie  Barber,  thank  you  for  the 
time  and  support  you  gave  to  the  town's  senior  citizens. 

We  also  had  a  volunteer  retire.  Helen  Nelson  moved  to  New  Hampshire,  she  delivered 
meals  for  21  years,  this  is  dedication!  We  thank  her  for  her  dedication,  and  for  pursuing  grants 
for  programs  which  not  only  benefit  our  seniors,  but  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  With  her 
help  and  perseverance  we  will  continue  to  provide  quality  programs  for  our  senior  population 
in  1998.

AGENCY  ON  AGING 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater:  The  Delegate  and  Alternate  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency 
on  Aging  (OCPC-  AAA)  Advisory  Committee  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Area 
Agency  on  Aging  activities  for  fiscal  year  1997. 


NARRATIVE  STATEMENT:  The  OCPC-AAA  is  responsible  for  planning,  coordinat- 
ing and  funding  elder  services  under  the  Older  Americans  Act  in  the  23  community  region 
served  by  the  program.  The  OCPC-AAA,  in  conjunction  with  input  from  the  23  community 
Advisory  Committee,  has  focused  its  efforts  on  developing  a  comprehensive  network  of  serv- 
ices and  programs  to  serve  the  unmet  needs  of  elders  from  throughout  the  region.  In  fiscal 
year  1997,  the  OCPC-AAA  provided  grant  funding  to  Councils  on  Aging  and  other  service 
provider  agencies  for  the  following  services  and  programs: 

•  Senior  Center  and  Outreach  Programs 

•  Personal  Care  and  Respite  Services 

•  In-Home  Mental  Health  Services 

•  Services  for  disabled  elders 

•  Transportation  Services 

•  Legal  Services 

•  Emergency  Intervention  Services 

•  Nutrition  Education  and  Counseling 

•  Congregate  and  Home  Delivered  Meals 

•  Prostate  Cancer  Awareness 

•  Long-Term  Care  Ombudsman  Program 

•  Senior  Aide  Employment  Program 

The  OCPC-AAA  Advisory  Committee  Delegates  and  Alternates  play  a  key  role  in  the 
development  and  support  of  elder  services  and  programs  in  the  region.  Committee  members 
from  each  of  the  23  communities  assist  the  AAA  in  assessing  elder  needs,  recommending 
funding  priorities,  and  recommending  sub-grantee  awards  to  the  Planning  Council.  The  sup- 
port and  cooperation  of  local  communities  is  acknowledged  with  gratitude  by  the  Old  Colony 
Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging.  The  OCPC-AAA  also  extends  sincere  gratitude  to 
Advisory  Committee  Chairwoman  Doris  Grindle  of  Hanson  and  Vice-Chairwoman  Mary 
Pelaggi  of  Avon  for  their  leadership  during  the  past  fiscal  year.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT  &  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR 

Fiscal  year  '97  was  very  eventful  for  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services  (OCES).  OCES  con- 
tinued to  provide  the  comprehensive  array  of  in-home  services  our  clients  require  to  remain 
secure  and  at  home.  In  fact,  OCES  brought  needed  home  care  to  over  2,000  seniors  in  each 
of  the  past  twelve  months.  This  "Report"  describes  these  services  in  some  detail  and  profiles 
the  seniors  served  during  the  year. 

While  OCES  worked  to  fulfill  this  essential  and  ongoing  service  commitment,  staff 
members  were  also  involved  in  a  concerted  effort  to  address  the  challenges  of  a  rapidly 
changing  service  network;  notably  the  imminent  implementation  of  the  Aging  Services 
Access  Points  (ASAP)  legislation  and  the  expected  finalization  of  the  Division  of  Medical 
Assistance's  "Senior  Care  Plan." 


Throughout  FY  97,  OCES  took  pro-active  measures  to  refine  and  change  its  management 
systems  in  order  to  build  a  service  model  which  would  meet  ASAP  specifications  and  pro- 
vide the  flexibility  to  shift  emphasis  as  client  needs,  contractual  requirements  or  the  intro- 
duction of  the  "Senior  Care  Plan"  might  require. 

With  respect  to  OCES'  technical  capabilities,  new  hardware  was  purchased,  software 
was  updated  and  additional  computer  training  was  provided.  These  steps  increased  the  orga- 
nization's ability  to  serve  clients  and  enhanced  the  infrastructure  necessary  for  continued 
effective  response  as  OCES'  role  in  the  elderly  service  delivery  system  evolves. 

In  addition  to  these  technological  improvements,  a  pragmatic  analysis  and  reconfigura- 
tion of  OCES'  service  delivery  structure  was  undertaken.  Additional  staffing  has  been  made 
available  for  Case  Management  Supervision,  Protective  Services,  Nursing  and  Clerical  sup- 
port. The  Client  Service  Department's  staffing  pattern  was  realigned  to  support  specific  geo- 
graphic areas.  A  new  Assessment  Unit  was  created.  The  role  of  Information  and  Referral  was 
expanded  and  given  departmental  status. 

Taken  together,  these  changes: 

•  improve  internal  communication  and  supports 

•  provide  greater  access  to/for  local  communities 

•  enhance  the  ability  to  market  service  and  conduct  outreach 

•  strengthen  the  inter-disciplinary  approach  to  service;  and 

•  assure  a  more  comprehensive,  consistent  and  timely  service  response. 

In  conjunction  with  this  internal  process  of  review  and  refinement,  OCES  joined  a 
statewide  corporate  partnership,  ACCESS  Community  Care,  and  has  actively  participated  in 
a  formal  planning  process  with  the  five  other  Home  Care  agencies  of  Southeastern 
Massachusetts.  The  purpose  of  both  of  these  initiatives  is  to  explore  ways  agencies  can  work 
together  to  improve  the  quality  of  services,  avoid  duplicative  efforts,  identify  economies  of 
scale,  and  join  such  activities  that  will  enhance  program  effectiveness  and  increase  service 
capacity. 

Late  in  FY  97,  OCES  committed  a  significant  amount  of  staff  time  and  energy  to  devel- 
op a  "Proposal"  to  gain  formal  ASAP  designation.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  this  submis- 
sion was  positively  received  and  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder.  Affairs  unconditionally  des- 
ignated OCES  the  ASAP  for  this  service  area.  This  designation  was  critically  important  for 
OCES  and  stands  as  a  concrete  acknowledgment  of  OCES'  value  to  the  elderly  service  net- 
work. 

Each  member  of  OCES  can  be  justifiably  proud  of  all  that  has  been  accomplished  in  FY 
97.  However,  it  is  important  to  remember  that  this  is  a  dynamic  situation.  In  order  to  insure 
that  seniors  will  continue  to  receive  the  services  they  require,  we  must  remain  actively 
engaged  and  seek  to  build  upon  the  firm  service  foundation  we  have  worked  so  diligently  to 
establish.

REPORT  OF  VETERAN'S  SERVICES 

The  year  1997  saw  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  veterans  applying  for  aid  and  also 
an  increase  in  the  number  eligible  to  receive  direct  cash  assistance.  Inquiries  regarding  ben- 
efits have  also  increased  dramatically  in  the  past  year. 

The  most  significant  factor  in  actual  costs  has  come  from  a  change  in  the  insurance  car- 
rier providing  the  Medicare  supplement  policy  offered  eligible  veterans  and  their  widows. 
This  change  resulted  in  a  better  than  50%  reduction  in  premiums  for  the  last  part  of  1997,  but 
unfortunately  a  proposal  for  a  rate  increase  that  the  carrier  has  filed  with  the  Massachusetts 
Division  of  Insurance  may  reverse  this  saving  for  1998.  We  will  continue  to  compare  policies 
and  rates  to  determine  the  most  cost  effective  vehicle  for  the  Town  which  still  provides  ade- 
quate coverage  for  the  elderly  veterans  and  widows  who  are  eligible. 


Reimbursement  by  the  Commonwealth  in  1997  amounted  to  $16,165  which  represents 
75%  of  approved  expenditures  through  December,  1996.  There  is  still  a  considerable  lag 
between  outlay  and  reimbursement.

REPORT  OF  THE  FORESTRY  AND  PARKS  DEPARTMENT 


The  Forestry  Department  continues  its  efforts  in  areas  of  tree  work,  park  restoration, 
grounds  maintenance  and  recreation.  Listed  below  are  some  of  the  areas  in  which  the  depart- 
ment is  currently  involved: 


Town  greens  and  lawns  are  continuously  upgraded  and  monitored  for  insect  and  disease 
problems.  During  1996,  there  were  96  Town  trees  removed  a  trimmed  out  due  to  disease  or 
public  safety. 

Poison  ivy  and  hornet/wasp  eradication  was  carried  out  this  past  summer  for  Town  resi- 
dents. 

We  have  continued  the  process  of  tree  trimming  and  brush  clearing.  A  3-foot  walking 
area  on  each  side  of  every  public  road  is  our  goal.  Residents  are  urged  to  call  if  they  have  an 
obstructed  area  near  their  home. 

The  Town  no  longer  has  a  bucket  truck.  A  private,  contracted  crane  or  bucket  truck  is 
brought  in  for  large  trees.  Eastern  Edison  helps  the  Town  remove  any  dead  trees  near  wires. 
This  co-op  program  has  been  very  successful  with  Edison  giving  the  Town  a  yearly  $1,000 
grant  for  planting  new  trees.  Our  Town  was  also  recognized  again  this  year  as  a  "Tree  City 
USA"  recipient.  With  the  support  of  local  donors,  an  Arbor  Day  program  was  conducted  at 
the  Rosel  School,  Howard  School  with  all  students  receiving  trees. 

We  maintain  contact  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Management,  Division  of 
Forest  and  Shade  Trees.  With  their  aid,  assessment  of  gypsy  moth  severity  is  carried  out. 

Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  was  contacted  a  number  of  times.  Spraying  was 
done  at  the  Town  playgrounds,  ballfields,  park,  swamp  areas  and  private  homes.  Any  Town 
residents  can  have  their  yard  sprayed  in  the  spring  for  larvae  or  during  the  summer  for  adult 
mosquitoes.

Six  concerts  were  pre- 
sented, free  to  the  public  on  Monday  evenings  throughout  the  summer.  Plans  are  now  being 
made  for  the  1997  summer  program.  Many  thanks  goes  to  the  area  businesses  and  civic 
groups  that  totally  sponsored  this  program. 

Our  2nd  Annual  "Culture  for  Children"  summer  entertainment  program  was  held  at 
Friendship  Park  Playground  this  summer  on  Tuesday  evenings.  This  program  sponsored  by 
West  Bridgewater  DARE  and  Rodman  Ride  for  Kids  was  a  great  success.  Plans  are  now 
being  made  for  the  1998  Summer  Series.  Engraved  Bricks  are  still  being  sold  to  raise  money 
for  expansion  of  Friendship  Park. 

An  Eagle  Scout  piogram  provide  the  town  with  a  Christmas  Village  to  be  displayed  at 
Central  Sq.  during  the  Holidays,  our  thanks  to  the  Scout  Thomas  Calef.  Our  Town  Skating 
Rink  continues  to  get  much  use.  Efforts  by  many  town  businesses  and  organizations  donat- 
ing time  and  money  has  made  this  a  success. 

In  September  we  took  over  maintenance  of  the  school  properties.  Plantings  and  fields  are 
being  removed.  New  gardens  have  been  planted  at  each  school. 

As  budgets  become  tighter  each  year,  new  ways  have  to  be  created  to  fund  projects.  To 
allow  the  Park,  trees  or  Town  properties  to  decline  is  not  sound  for  a  town  that  has  invested 
so  much  in  maintaining  these  things  over  the  years.  We  always  need  fresh  ideas  by  employ- 
ees, townspeople  and  volunteers  to  keep  things  moving  forward  in  a  positive  direction.

ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  COUNTY  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 

County  Extension  programs  are  carried  out  in  Plymouth  County  in  cooperation  with 
UMass  Extension  (Amherst)  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  Extension 
System  is  supported  by  County,  Federal  and  State  funds,  and  operates  under  Federal  and  State 
laws  and  agreements.  Educational  programs  focus  on  four  major  program  areas: 
Agroecology;  Natural  Resources  and  Environmental  Conservation  (grant  funds);  4-H  youth, 
volunteer  and  family  development;  and  federally  funded  Nutrition  Education  initiatives. 
Volunteer  advisory  groups  work  with  staff  on  developing  specific  programs.  Local  citizens, 
appointed  by  the  County  Commissioners,  serve  as  County  Extension  Trustees,  directing  the 
overall  program.  Extension  staff  serve  as  a  direct  link  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
Amherst.  New  research  findings  are  translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared  with 
people  and  communities  through  workshops,  conferences,  field  demonstrations,  technical 
assistance,  newspaper  articles,  radio  and  television.  Publications  such  as  regular  newsletters 
and  booklets,  fact  sheets,  and  home  study  courses,  bring  information  directly  to  those  who 
need  it. 

In  Plymouth  County,  the  Extension  outreach  office  is  located  on  High  St.,  Hanson.  There 
is  a  satellite  office  in  the  City  of  Brockton,  for  the  grant-funded  Family  Nutrition  Program. 
In  Southeastern  Massachusetts  regional  programs  are  often  conducted.  UMass  Extension  also 
operates  the  Cranberry  Experiment  Research  Station,  located  in  Wareham.  Currently  the 
Plymouth  County  field  staff  consists  of  a  County  Director,  two  4-H  Youth  Development 
Specialists,  a  Food  Safety/Family  Development  Specialist,  and  a  Landscape/Nursery 
Specialist.  A  federally  funded  Expanded  Food  and  Nutrition  Education  Program  and  the  new 
Family  Nutrition  Program  is  run  under  the  auspices  of  Extension.  Currently,  one  supervisor, 
and  three  outreach  educators  work  in  this  program.  A  three-year  Water  Quality  Grant  recent- 
ly concluded  work  in  the  Taunton  River  Watershed  Connections  Project.  For  more  detailed 
information  on  Cooperative  Extension  programs  contact  the  county  office  at  Box  658, 
Hanson,  MA  02341.

REPORT  OF  THE  ANIMAL  CONTROL  DEPARTMENT 

January  16,  1998 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater, 
as  the  Chief  of  Police,  I  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  Animal  Control  Department  for  the 
year  1997. 

As  a  result  of  a  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  effective  July  1,  1997,  the  position  of 
Dog  Officer  was  eliminated  and  the  position  of  Animal  Control  Officer  was  established  under 
the  Chief  of  Police.  With  a  budget  limited  to  $6,447.00  it  was  necessary  to  go  to  a  system  of 
part  time  animal  control  officers  who  are  paid  by  the  call. 


When  the  police  department  assumed  responsibility  for  animal  control  there  were  238 
known  outstanding  unlicensed  dogs  in  the  town.  Some  of  these  were  outstanding  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  As  of  this  writing  all  but  eight  have  been  brought  into  compliance.  The  eight  out- 
standing licenses  are  now  being  handled  through  the  court  system. 


REPORT  OF 

THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

January  16,  1998 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater, 
as  the  Chief  of  Police,  I  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  West  Bridgewater  Police  Department 
for  the  year  1997. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee 
for  their  help  in  my  first  year  as  police  chief.  But  most  of  all  I  would  like  to  thank  the  voters 
who  supported  the  police  department  at  all  of  the  town  meetings.  Your  support  of  the  police 
department  requests  made  my  job  easier. 

In  the  Spring,  the  police  department  sent  out  two-thousand  survey  forms  with  your  water 
bills.  One  thousand  and  forty-three  were  returned  filled  out.  The  main  concern  of  the  people 
seems  to  be  burglaries  and  traffic.  The  traffic  problem  is  one  that  the  police  deparment  has 
worked  very  hard  to  eliminate  as  indicated  by  the  over  six-thousand  citations  given  out  in  the 
past  year.  Truck  traffic  has  diminished  since  the  inception  of  our  own  commercial  vehicle 
enforcement  program,  a  program  that  is  being  copied  by  surrounding  towns  who  have  now 
seen  an  increase  in  truck  traffic. 

Burglaries  are  down  for  the  year  with  our  town  showing  an  over  all  drop  in  crime  which 
is  the  national  trend.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

January  9,  1998 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are  pleased  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1997. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957,  and  is  now  com- 
posed of  25  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in 
Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a  regional  problem  and  provides  a  way 
of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  pro- 
fessionals into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

The  1997  season  began  with  an  above  normal  water  table  which  produced  large  numbers 
of  spring  brood  mosquitoes  throughout  the  County.  Efforts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes 
starting  with  the  spring  brood.  Ground  larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an  envi- 
ronmentally selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  adult  mosqui- 
toes, ultra-low  volume  adulticiding  began.  The  Project  responded  to  a  record  number  of  res- 
idential complaints  during  the  summer.  All  sprayers  and  trucks  performed  well  with  little  time 
lost  to  breakdowns. 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  virus  was  first  isolated  from  Culiseta  melanura,  a  bird  bit- 
ing species,  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  from  collections  in  Kingston 
on  August  8,  1997.  Of  the  season's  total  of  twenty  three  EEE  isolates,  nineteen  were  from 
Plymouth  County  as  follows:  Kingston  (8/3  (2),  8/26,  9/1,  9/14  and  9/28),  Halifax  (8/10  and 
8/24),  Carver  (8/10,  8/17,  9/1  (3),  9/7  (3)  and  9/14)  and  Lakeville  (9/7  and  9/14).  Based  on 
guidelines  defined  by  the  "Vector  Control  Plan  to  prevent  EEE"  in  Massachusetts, 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  will  be  at  a  "moderate  level  of  EEE  risk"  beginning  the  1998  sea- 
son. The  recurring  problem  of  EEE  continues  to  ensure  cooperation  between  this  Project  and 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

During  the  summer  of  1997,  this  Project  continued  cooperating  with  the  Harvard  School 
of  Public  Health  on  a  Lyme  disease  surveillance  program  in  Plymouth  County  Towns. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  are  given  below.  While  mosqui- 
toes do  not  respect  town  lines,  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a  tally  of  the  activ- 
ities which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and  comfort  of  West  Bridgewater  res- 
idents. 
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Insecticide  Application.  1,980  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted  sprayers  for  con- 
trol of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made  to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes 
reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in  May  and  the  last  in  September. 

Aerial  Application.  Larviciding  woodland  swamps  by  airplane  before  the  leaves  come 
out  on  the  trees  continues  to  be  very  effective.  In  West  Bridgewater  this  year  we  aerially  lar- 
vicided  1,140  acres. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage,  which  can  be 
found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing  water  areas.  Inspectors  con- 
tinually gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific  larvicides  when  immature 
mosquitoes  are  present. 

Water  Management.  During  1997  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and  other  obstruc- 
tions from  765  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  overflows  or  stagnation  that  can 
result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often  car- 
ried out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time,  that  is  the  time  between  notice 
of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The  complaint  response  time 
in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  was  less  than  two  days  with  more  than  165  complaints 
answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  West  Bridgewater  indi- 
cates that  Coquillettidia  perturbans  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important  species 
collected  included  Culex  pipiens  and  Culiseta  melanura. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  information  about  mos- 
quitoes, mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or  any  other  matters  of  concern.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year 
1997. 

PERSONNEL 

The  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  the  permanent  Chief,  One  (1)  perma- 
nent Deputy  Chief,  One  (1)  permanent  Captain,  two  (2)  permanent  Lieutenants,  six  (6)  per- 
manent firefighters,  eighteen  (18)  call  firefighters  and  two  (2)  call  Chaplains. 

APPARATUS 

Engine  #1,  a  1978  Hendrickson/Farrar  1250  GPM  pumper,  Engine  #2,  a  1986 
Emergency  One/GMC  1000  GPM  pumper,  Rescue  #1,  a  1994  KME  1250  GPM 
rescue/pumper,  Ladder  #  1,  a  1974  Seagrave  100'  aerial  device,  Forest  Fire's  #  I  and  #2,  both 
1977  Dodge  4  wheel  drives  (government  surplus),  Forest  Fire  #3,  a  1974  American  Motors  6 
wheel  drive  (government  surplus),  Ambulance  #1,  a  1993  Ford/Horton,  and  the  Chief  s  vehi- 
cle, a  1995  Ford  4  wheel  drive  Bronco. 

STATISTICAL  REPORT 

During  1997,  the  fire  and  rescue  department  responded  to  a  total  of  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  eighty  two  (1,582)  calls.  Of  this  figure,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  nine  (759)  calls 
were  for  fire  related  incidents.  The  remaining  calls,  eight  hundred  and  twenty  three  (823), 
were  for  emergency  medical  services.  Our  annual  run  statistics  continue  to  increase  on  a  year- 
ly basis  and,  so  far  in  1998,  there  is  no  indication  that  this  trend  will  change.  Between  January 
and  December  the  ambulance  returned  just  under  one  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  dollars 
($180,000.00)  in  revenue.  For  the  same  time  period,  we  have  processed  or  billed  well  over 
two  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($220,000.00). 

TRAINING 

We  continue  to  have  an  ongoing  training  program  for  both  our  full  time  professional  fire- 
fighters as  well  as  our  part  time  call  firefighters.  An  additional  responsibility  that  came  about 
this  year  was  the  re-introduction  of  high  speed  rail  service  to  the  south  shore.  Although  the 
Town  of  West  Bridgewater  does  not  have  a  train  station  in  our  community,  we  do  have  a  fair- 
ly good  size  area  of  commuter  rail  property  and  crossings  to  protect.  All  members  of  the 
department,  in  conjunction  with  our  surrounding  communities,  have  been  trained  to  handle 
rail  emergencies.  To  date  we  have  had  no  incidents  involving  these  trains,  but  I  feel  that  we 
will  eventually  be  faced  with  an  incident.  I  urge  all  townspeople  to  use  extreme  caution  when 
approaching  any  rail  property  and  to  please  instill  in  our  children  the  dangers  of  playing  in 
these  areas.  Some  of  us  our  old  enough  to  remember  the  commuter  rail  of  years  past,  but  there 
is  a  whole  generation  of  people  who  have  dealt  with  nothing  but  freight  trains  in  this  area. 
Commuter  rail  of  today  is  entirely  different  than  freight  traffic  and  I,  again,  urge  you  to  please 
be  careful. 


INSPECTIONS 


All  inspections,  as  required  by  law,  have  been  accomplished  by  this  office,  as  well  as  an 
on  going  joint  inspection  program  with  the  office  of  the  Building  Inspector. 

SPECIAL  RECOGNITION 

I  would  like  to  take  just  a  moment  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  former 
Selectman  Judith  A.  Kinney.  In  all  the  years  that  ""Judy"  served  the  office  of  Selectman,  she 
was  always  extremely  supportive  of  this  department  and  of  public  safety  in  general.  I  don't 
believe  you  will  ever  find  a  person  more  dedicated  to  the  well  being  of  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater.  We  may  not  have  always  agreed,  but  even  when  we  didn't  agree,  we  left  that 
particular  "meeting"  as  friends.  I  wish  her  all  happiness  in  whatever  the  future  brings. 

YEAR  IN  REVIEW 

The  year  1997  saw  several  projects  come  to  fruition  in  the  fire  department.  For  the  first 
time  since  1977,  we  were  able  to  hire  two  (2)  additional  full  time  firefighters. 
Firefighter/EMT  C.  Douglas  Fell,  Jr.,  whose  late  father  was  also  a  member  of  the  department 
for  many  years,  was  hired  on  April  1.  He  attended  the  recruit  training  class  of  the  Brockton 
Fire  Department,  held  in  the  City  of  Brockton.  Firefighter  Hill  finished  #1  in  his  class  and 
should  be  commended  for  his  accomplishment.  On  December  1st,  Firefighter/EMT  David  L. 
Niklason  was  hired  and  is  now  attending  the  same  recruit  training  class  in  Brockton  and 
should  finish  during  the  month  of  February.  Firefighter  Niklason  also  comes  from  a  fire- 
fighting  tradition  as  his  father  is  a  retired  member  of  the  Brockton  Fire  Department. 

The  Towns  fuel  depot,  located  at  the  fire  station,  was  also  finished  in  the  month  of 
December  and  is  now  operational.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  all  underground  storage  tanks  on 
the  property  have  been  removed  and  that  there  was  no  contamination  of  any  kind  to  the 
immediate  or  surrounding  soil.  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  take  the  opportunity  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  Highway  Superintendent  Thomas  Green  and  Water  Superintendent 
Richard  Krugger  for  their  assistance  in  the  removal  of  these  tanks  and  completion  of  the  proj- 
ect. Both  departments  were  extremely  helpful  in  reducing  costs  related  to  this  project  and 
should  be  recognized. 

Early  in  the  fall  season,  it  became  necessary  to  take  Eng.  #3,  the  1969  Farrar,  out  of  serv- 
ice. Eng.  3  had  been  purchased  as  a  "used"  vehicle  from  the  Hyannis  Fire  Department  in  1992 
for  the  sum  of  $  1000.  00.  With  serious  pump  problems  becoming  evident,  and  the  fact  that 
none  of  the  manufacturers  of  this  vehicle,  both  pump  and  chassis,  still  exist,  I  did  not  feel  that 
it  was  fiscally  responsible  to  continue  to  spend  the  towns  money  on  a  truck  that  is  almost  thir- 
ty years  old.  The  department  is  still  able  to  protect  the  citizens  and  property  of  the  town,  but 
we  will  need  to  begin  to  take  a  serious  look  at  replacing  an  aging  fleet  of  fire  apparatus. 

It  also  became  necessary  to  take  our  1984  Chevrolet/Horton  Ambulance  out  of  service 
due  to  severe  wiring  problems  in  the  "patient  module".  This  vehicle  could  no  longer  be  cer- 
tified for  use  as  an  ambulance.  The  chassis  of  this  vehicle  is  presently  being  reconfigured  to 
be  used  as  a  service  truck  by  the  town  mechanic  in  those  instances  where  town  owned  equip- 
ment needs  to  be  serviced  or  repaired  away  from  the  repair  facility. 


REQUESTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  stated  previously,  we  have  been  able  to  increase  the  number  of  permanent  firefight- 
ers this  year.  However,  I  still  believe  that  we  need  to  hire  at  least  two  more  to  give  us  ade- 
quate coverage. 

I  am  also  requesting  that  we  continue  our  multi  year  programs  of  replacing  and  upgrad- 
ing our  paging  system,  hose  and  fittings,  protective  clothing  and  portable  electrical  equip- 
ment. Along  these  same  lines,  and  as  stated  previously,  we  need  to  take  a  serious  look  at 
beginning  the  process  of  replacing  our  aging  fleet  of  fire  apparatus  and  at  least  upgrading  the 
station.  The  newest  truck  in  the  fleet,  purchased  by  the  town,  is  twelve  years  old.  Our  front 
line  pumping  engine  is  twenty  (20)  years  old  ,  and  our  aerial  device  is  twenty  four  (24)  years 
old.  All  housed  in  a  facility  that  was  built  in  1955  and,  except  for  cosmetics,  has  not  been 
upgraded  or  enlarged  since  that  time.  Clearly  this  facility  was  never  meant  to  house  a  twen- 
ty four  hour  operation  or  emergency  medical  services. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  your  staff, 
and  all  the  other  town  departments  that  we  work  with  on  a  daily  basis.  We  get  a  lot  accom- 
plished when  we  all  work  together  and  I  hope  that  we  can  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  a  sincere  thank  you  to  all  of  my  officers  and  firefighters  for 
their  continued  support  and  cooperation  with  this  office.  I  have  always  told  you  that  we  have 
the  finest  fire  and  rescue  department  in  the  area.  I  continue  to  be  proud  of  their  efforts  and 
accomplishments  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN 
REGIONAL  SERVICES  GROUP 


The  Southeastern  Regional  Services  Group  (SERSG)  is  a  consortium  of  sixteen  cities 
and  towns  located  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts  who  have  signed  an  Inter-Municipal 
Agreement  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  voluntary  regional  association.  Members  pay  a  year- 
ly assessment  of  $3,100.00  per  year.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  SERSG  design  a  yearly  work 
plan  of  shared  services  that  member  communities  will  receive.  Continuing  SERSG  projects 
include:  cooperative  purchasing  (which  continues  to  save  members  thousands  of  dollars), 
shared  personnel  training,  monitoring  of  the  deregulation  of  the  electric  utility  industry,  draft- 
ing of  a  model  street  opening  by-law  for  the  purpose  of  assuring  that  public  ways  are  prop- 
erly restored  following  excavations,  and  grant  writing  for  joint  applications.  The  Boards  of 
Health  of  the  Towns  of  Easton,  East  Bridgewater,  Raynham  and  Stoughton  asked  SERSG  to 
organize  a  Board  of  Health  collaborative  and  to  write  a  grant  application  on  their  behalf  for 
a  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Tobacco  Control  Program  This  collaborative  was  funded  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  for  three  years.  These  communities  will  benefit  from  shared 
tobacco  cessation  services,  health  education  and  technical  assistance  with  drafting  regula- 
tions. 

SERSG  is  assisted  with  its  mission  by  three  advisory  Councils.  The  SERSG  Academic 
Council  is  composed  of  distinguished  political  scientists  from  area  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation. It  met  twice  during  1997  at  Stonehill  College  in  March  and  at  Northeastern  University 
in  September.  We  shared  our  luncheon  at  NU  with  former  Gov.  Michael  Dukakis  who  now 
teaches  in  their  political  science  department.  Our  Legislative  Council  consists  of  those  mem- 
bers of  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives,  the  Mass.  State  Senate  and  the  Mass.  House  of 
Rep.  whose  districts  include  SERSG  communities.  Our  Legislative  Council  met  once  in  May 
with  our  featured  speaker  being  Congressman  Barney  Frank  who  spoke  about  the  changes 
that  will  result  from  balancing  the  federal  budget.  The  SERSG  Executive  Council,  consisting 
of  all  of  the  serving  chief  executive  officers  of  each  SERSG  member  community,  had  its  inau- 
gural meeting  in  October  at  The  Martin  Institute.  Our  speaker  at  that  meeting  was  Paul  Trane, 
former  Communications  Director  for  the  City  of  Somerville,  who  spoke  about 
Telecommunications  Planning. 

The  SERSG  program  is  flourishing  and  your  municipality  is  receiving  great  value  for  its 
investment.  We  look  forward  to  new  and  additional  opportunities  to  serve  your  co  .  in  the  up- 
coming year.

REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  COLONY  PLANNING  COUNCIL 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  W.  Bridgewater: 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  (OCPC),  we  are  pleased  to 
present  this  report  on  behalf  of  the  Council  for  1997. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  is  one  of  thirteen  regional  planning  agencies  in 
Massachusetts,  authorized  by  state  statute  to  prepare  plans  for  the  physical,  social  and  eco- 
nomic development  of  their  respective  regions.  OCPC  is  the  only  regional  planning  agency 
in  Massachusetts  to  be  designated  as  an  Area  Agency  on  Aging.  In  this  responsibility,  the 
OCPC  manages  federal  Older  Americans  Act  funding  for  elder  services  in  the  fifteen  com- 
munities in  the  Council's  regular  planning  district  plus  eight  additional  municipalities  that 
constitute  the  elderly  services  planning  and  service  area.  The  OCPC  is  also  designated  as  an 
Economic  Development  District  by  the  U.S.  Secretary  of  Commerce  for  coordinating  eco- 
nomic development  activities  within  the  OCPC  District.  Lastly,  the  OCPC  is  designated  as 
the  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  (MPO)  for  Transportation  and  Transit  Planning  for 
the  region.  We  are  proud  to  report  that  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  has  the  distinction 
of  being  the  only  regional  council  in  New  England  to  hold  all  of  these  official  designations 
at  the  same  time. 

In  addition  to  the  designated  responsibilities,  the  Council  is  concerned  with  a  wide  vari- 
ety of  area  wide  and  inter-municipal  concerns  as  they  pertain  to  the  development  of  the 
Planning  District.  The  Council  also  assists  its  member  municipalities  with  technical  planning 
assistance,  grant  application  preparation  assistance  and  with  information  on  local  and  region- 
al trends  by  maintaining  current  socio-economic  information.  Each  member  community  of 
the  Council  is  represented  by  one  delegate  and  one  alternate  member.  The  Council  members 
establish  policy,  develop  the  work  program,  and  employ  and  oversee  the  activities  of  the  pro- 
fessional staff.  The  Council  meets  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  PM  in  the 
OCPC  offices  located  at  70  School  Street,  Brockton,  MA. 

In  1997,  the  Council  elected  Eldon  F.  Moreira  of  West  Bridgewater  as  President  of 
OCPC;  Joseph  P.  Landolfi  of  Stoughton  as  Council  Secretary;  and,  David  A.  Johnson  as 
Council  Treasurer.  Daniel  M.  Crane  serves  as  Executive  Director  of  the  Council. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and  cooperation  of  its  mem- 
ber communities,  the  participation  and  involvement  of  the  members  of  the  Joint 
Transportation  Committee  chaired  by  Stephen  Baker;  the  Overall  Economic  Development 
Committee  chaired  by  Joseph  P.  Joseph;  and,  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory  Committee 
chaired  by  Doris  Grindle.  The  Council  also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards  and  com- 
missions and  the  government  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  individuals  who 
assisted  its  efforts.

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SELF  HELP  INCORPORATED 
REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  WEST  BRIDGEWATER 


During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1997,  Self  Help,  Inc.,  received  a  total 
funding  of  approximately  $10.5M  and  provided  direct  services  to  16,251  limited  income 
households  in  the  area.  In  the  town  of  WEST  BRIDGEWATER,  SHI  provided  services  total- 
ing $46,136  to  93  households  during  program  year  1997. 

The  total  funding  of  $10,525,610  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  services  delivered 
to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $1,189,088 
of  other  community  resources  such  as,  volunteers,  donations  of  space,  and  private  donations 
in  the  form  of  goods  and  services.  Therefore,  the  gross  value  of  Self  Help,  Inc.,  during  the 
past  program  year  was  $11, 714,698. In  addition,  Self  Help  currently  employs  255  individuals, 
many  of  whom  are  of  limited  income,  minorities,  and  who  reside  in  our  service  area.We  feel 
that  October  1,  1996  through  September  30,  1997  was  a  successful  program  year  for  us 
because  we  were  able  to  assist  as  many  limited  income  individuals  and/or  families  as  we  did, 
in  spite  of  the  challenges  with  which  we  were  faced,  such  as  the  elimination  and/or  down-siz- 
ing of  programs  and  the  decreases  in  funding  we  experienced. We  thank  all  the  volunteers, 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  Mr.  Frederick  Watson,  your  representative  to  our  Board  of  Directors, 
Mr.  John  Caliri,  representative  of  the  limited  income  sector,  and  representatives  of  the  private 
sector,  for  helping  to  make  Fiscal  Year  1997  a  success.

Of  the  assessed  fees,  all  were  collected  and  turned  in  to  the  Town  Treasurer  before  the 
end  of  the  calendar  year.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to 
the  personnel  in  the  various  Town  Offices  for  their  continued  cooperation  in  assisting  me  in 
carrying  out  my  assigned  duties. 


Southeastern  offers  22  high  school  technical  training  programs  and  eight  technical  insti- 
tute post-secondary  programs.  On  October  1,1997,  1,134  students  were  enrolled  in  the  high 
school  and  154  students  were  enrolled  in  the  technical  institute. 

West  Bridgewater's  share  of  the  total  FY98  $3,699,467  assessment  represents  37  stu- 
dents at  a  total  cost  of  $171,029. 

Federal  grants  from  a  variety  of  sources  were  used  to  offset  personnel  and  equipment 
costs.  The  school  district  participated  in  a  Brockton  My-Turn  grant,  won  a  statewide  tech- 
nology literacy  challenge  consortium  grant,  also  participated  in  Title  I,  Eisenhower 
Professional  Development  grant  special  education  entitlement  grant,  Perkins  secondary  and 
post-secondary  occupational  education  vocational  skills  grants,  Safe  and  Drug-Free  grant, 
Title  VI  and  additional  competitive  Perkins  Single  Parent  and  Tech  Prep  Consortium  grants. 

Southeastern  also  received  a  Goals  2000  Preservice  Grant  for  beginning  teachers.  A  men- 
toring grant  which  will  enable  the  district  and  partners  to  work  together  to  recruit,  prepare  and 
support  a  diverse  group  of  teachers  who  qualify  to  help  students  to  meet  the  learning  of  the 
statewide  curriculum  frame  works  and  accompanying  student  assessments.

SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
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We  are  excited  about  these  innovative  and  progressive  grants  that  have  the  potential  for 
sustained  and  profound  impact  on  the  performance  of  teachers  in  the  commonwealth. 

Curriculum  revision  and  staff  development  continues  to  improve  the  quality  of  instruc- 
tion Many  staff  members  have  participated  in  the  evaluation  process  of  other  schools  in  the 
Commonwealth  to  better  evaluate  our  current  programs  and  comply  with  the  recent  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  five-year  focus  visit.  We  continue  to  integrate 
technology  computer  instruction  into  our  academic  programs.  Word  processing  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  English  language  arts  program,  and  the  mathematics  and  science  programs  use 
computers  to  re-enforce  basic  skills  and  provide  practical  applications  of  mathematical  prin- 
ciples that  have  been  introduced  over  the  past  year. 

Some  on-campus  summer  projects  included  re-roofing  of  various  warehouses  new  side- 
walks for  handicap  access,  and  general  maintenance  within  the  building.  Off-campus  projects 
included  installing  handicap  ramps  cabinets,  countertops  and  conference  tables  for  various 
town  halls.  Currently  we  are  now  involved  in  constructing  a  40  x  80  addition  to  the  Brock- 
ton High  School  Fieldhouse. 

Student  organizations  continue  to  thrive  and  increase.  Students  participate  in  Distributive 
Education  Club  of  America  (DECA)  program,  the  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America 
(VICA)  program  and  this  past  spring,  state  gold  medal  award  winners  in  Cosmetology  and 
Graphic  Arts  competed  in  the  national  VICA  competition  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri. 

In  June  of  1997,  the  school  district  graduated  approximately  200  students.  Placement 
records  indicate  that  over  90%  of  the  Class  of  1997  were  placed  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elect- 
ed to  further  their  education. 

Southeastern  is  always  seeking  new  and  different  ways  of  conducting  its  educational  pro- 
grams at  minimal  costs  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  district.  We  are  very  appreciative  for  the  coop- 
eration and  the  support  received  from  the  residents  of  the  school  district.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  West  Bridgewater,  I  respect- 
fully submit  this  annual  report  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Winter  Conditions 

Many  thanks  to  Mother  Nature  for  the  mild  winter  weather  that  was  kind  to  our  equip- 
ment and  snow  plowing  budget. 

Accomplishments 

Our  department  staff  has  continued  to  plan  and  implement  projects  to  upgrade  and  serv- 
ice the  roads  of  the  Town  as  well  as  the  equipment  and  facilities  of  the  department. 

Diamond  Hill  Estates:  After  long  hours,  much  paperwork  and  countless  trips  to  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Department,  the  Road  Reclamation  project  for  the  streets  of 
Diamond  Hill  Estates:  Hartshorn,  Brewster,  Goldie,  Joseph,  and  Bonnie  is  complete.  The 
Town  has  received  100%  of  the  Chapter  90  funding  for  the  project. 
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Manley  Street:  The  Manley  Street  Reconstruction  project  is  slated  for  FY99.  Meetings 
for  the  project  will  begin  this  spring  and  we  have  received  assurances  from  Senator  Keating 
and  Representative  Christine  Canavan  for  State  funding  for  part  of  the  project. 

Construction  of  new  Highway  I  Forestry  Facility:  With  the  support  and  approval  of  the 
residents,  the  plans  for  this  needed  facility  are  moving  forward.  With  the  completion  of  the 
architectural  plans,  ground  breaking  will  occur  this  spring. 

Transfer  Station:  The  reconstruction  of  the  new  building  is  complete.  Due  to  the  efforts 
of  the  men  in  the  department  who  worked  on  the  project,  the  cost  of  the  building  amounted 
to  only  half  of  the  $15,000  appropriation.  In  addition,  a  grant  for  $5000  for  the  construction 
of  a  new  paint  shed  was  received  from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection. 

Because  of  the  increasing  recycling  efforts  and  cooperation  of  all  the  Town  residents,  the 
Town  has  received  a  recycling  grade  of  A  from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
for  the  first  time.  We  encourage  all  residents  to  continue  their  good  work. 

TIPS  List  Projects:  I  continue  to  look  ahead  to  other  major  road  projects  that  need  to  be 
addressed.  Some  of  these  include:  South  Street  Bridge,  the  center  of  Town,  Scotland  Street 
and  the  Scotland  Street  Bridge,  West  Center  Street  and  Walnut  Street. 

New  Equipment:  I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  residents  for  their  support  in 
acquiring  the  1997  1  ton  350  4x4  and  the  1998  F-800  diesel  Dump  truck.  By  using  State  fund- 
ing and  the  State  bid  list,  the  savings  amounted  to  over  $20,000. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  in  my  department  for  their  dedication  to  the 
Town  and  their  cooperation  with  me.  Richard  Chisholm,  Kenneth  Berry,  William  Kovatis, 
Shawn  Anderson,  and  Brian  York  frequently  go  beyond  the  call  of  duty  to  be  sure  that  the 
roads  in  the  Town  are  the  best  possible. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  their  staff  for  all  their  help  and  support  as 
we  carry  out  the  job  everyday.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  hereby  submits  its  177th  Annual  Town  Report. 

The  vear  1998  saw  much  action  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  and  forward  motion  on  numerous 
projects.  Richard  Freitas  retained  his  seat  on  the  Board  and  Eldon  Moreira  was  re-elected 
Chairman. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  Michael  Hutchinson  to  the  Forestry  Department. 

One  of  the  major  accomplishments  of  the  Board  this  year  was  the  construction  of  the  new 
Fleet  Maintenance  Center,  a  60'  x  200'  modular  structure  erected  judiciously  on  the  Town 
Land  to  the  rear  of  Town  Hall  property.  A  handsome  addition  to  Town  Buildings,  the 
facility  will  be  the  home  of  the  Highway,  Forestry  and  Fleet  Maintenance  Departments  for 
many  years.  The  Selectmen  wish  to  especially  thank  the  Municipal  Building  Needs 
Committee  and  Superintendents  Tom  Green,  Chris  Iannitelli  and  Len  Graf  for  their  help  in 
keeping  the  project  on  track.  An  Open  House  was  held  December  4  for  all  Town  residents 
to  view  this  spanky  clean  facility.  The  Selectmen  also  thank  the  Townspeople  for  their 
financial  support  of  this  long  overdue  project. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  Selectmen's  support  for  a  Senior  Center.  Due  to  Town 
Meeting  support  for  money  for  Architectural  and  Engineering  plans  for  such  a  facility,  a 
complete  set  of  plans  was  presented  to  the  Selectmen  in  September.  These  were  submitted 
for  our  3rd  attempt  at  winning  a  Community  Block  Grant  for  this  4,630  square  foot 
structure.  Though  our  application  was  not  successful,  the  Board  is  constantly  seeking 
additional  avenues  to  explore  to  secure  funding. 

Also  this  year,  the  Selectmen  forwarded  the  cause  of  bringing  the  Town  Hall  into 
compliance  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act.  New  ADA  bathrooms  were  installed 
on  the  first  and  second  floor  of  Town  Hall  with  a  minimum  of  disruption  to  Town  Hall's 
dairy  operation.  With  the  installation  of  the  upstairs  bathrooms,  the  Selectmen  forward  their 
future  plans  to  expand  the  use  of  the  building  to  more  areas  of  the  second  floor.  A  second 
means  of  egress  and  an  ADA  elevator  will  be  next  on  our  agenda. 

Chairman  Moreira  began  holding  monthly  department  meetings  this  year  and  one  outcome 
was  successful  passage  of  a  new  Personnel  By-Law  at  the  June  Town  Meeting.  Other  issues 
discussed  include  better  utilization  of  the  Assessor's  GIS  Mapping  System  by  all 
departments;  cooperative  review  of  major  Town  developments;  and  finding  solutions  to 
multi  department  problems. 
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In  addition  to  all  of  this,  our  office  continues  to  be  the  Local  Licensing  Authority  and 
Appointing  Authority.  The  Board  represents  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  in  connection 
with  the  activities  of  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  Brockton  Area  Transit  Authority, 
Plymouth  County  Advisory  Board,  Plymouth  County  Selectmen's  Association  and  the 
Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Association.  In  September,  Richard  Freitas  was  again  appointed 
to  the  volunteer  position  of  Parking  Clerk.  The  Selectmen  also  contribute  a  great  deal  of 
their  time  to  volunteer  projects  such  as  the  Beautification  Committee  and  the  Stars  and 
Stripes,  the  Memorial  and  Veterans  Day  Celebration  and  many  other  activities. 

The  Selectmen,  once  again,  wish  to  thank  our  Administrative  Assistant,  Beth  Faricy.  As  our 
liaison  to  the  community  and  the  many  employees,  boards  and  commissions  that  serve  the 
Town,  she  has  the  responsibility  of  getting  our  votes  and  messages  out  and  to  meet  the 
needs  and  wishes  of  this  Board.  She  is  also  responsible  for  keeping  this  Board  informed  of 
the  day  to  day  business  that  keeps  our  office  running  smoothly.  She  works  coundess  hours 
and  has  shown  dedication  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty.

Section  I  -  Authorization  and  Application 

1.1 

The  Personnel  By-Law  is  hereby  established  for  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  The  provisions 
of  this  By-Law,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  herein,  shall  apply  to  all  employees  of  the  Town, 
except  employees  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  School  Committee,  employees  governed 
by  Collective  Bargaining  Agreements  and  employees  with  separate  employment  contracts  where 
these  provisions  are  regulated.  Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  31  and  Chapter  150E  of  the  General  Laws  and  any  rules  and  regulations 
promulgated  thereunder. 

Section  II  -  Definitions 

2.1 

As  used  in  this  By-Law,  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  or  unless  a  different  construction  is 
clearly  required  by  the  context  or  by  the  provisions  of  the  General  laws,  the  following  words  and 
phrases  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Town  -  Town  of  West  Bridgewater. 

Administrative  Authority  -  The  elected  official  or  board  or  the  appointed  official 
having  jurisdiction  over  a  function  or  activity. 

Benefit  Eligible  Employee  -  An  Employee  who  works  20  hours 
or  more  a  week. 

Board  -  The  Board  of  Selectmen  who  shall  be  the  enforcement  authority  of  this 
By-Law. 

Department  -  Any  department,  board,  committee,  commission,  or 

other  agency  of  the  Town  employing  persons  who  are  subject  to  this  By-Law 
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Department  Head  -  The  board,  committee,  commission  or  person  having 
supervision  and  control  over  a  department. 

Full-Time  Employees  -  A  full-time  employee  is  one  who  is  appointed  as  a  full- 
time  employee.  The  employee  will  work  on  a  regularly  scheduled 
basis  for  not  less  than  thirty-five  hours  a  week  for  fifty-two  weeks  per  year. 

Part-Time  Employees  -  A  part-time  employee  is  one  who  is  employed  to  work  for 
periods  of  time  less  than  that  prescribed  for  a  full-time  employee. 

Seasonal  Employees  -  A  seasonal  employee  is  one  who  is  employed  in  a  position 
which  is  filled  only  on  a  seasonal  basis. 

Continuous  Employment  -  Full-time  or  part-time  employment  which  is 
uninterrupted,  except  for  absences  on  military  leave,  vacation  leave,  sick  leave, 
court  leave  and  other  authorized  leaves  of  absence  provided  for  herein. 

Overtime  -  Hours,  authorized  by  a  Department  Head,  worked  by  a  full-time 
employee  in  excess  of  a  40-hour  workweek. 

Holiday  Pay  -  Pay  authorized  for  holidays  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  By-Law. 

Veteran  -  A  person  who  is  a  veteran  within  the  meaning  of  Section  1  of  Chapter 
31  of  the  General  Laws. 

Employee  Organization  -  Any  lawful  association,  organization,  federation  or 
council  having  as  a  primary  purpose  the  improvement  of  wages,  hours  and  other 
conditions  of  employment. 

Probationary  Period  -  The  first  six  (6)  months  of  continuous  employment  of  an 
employee  shall  constitute  his/her  probationary  period.  No  transfer,  layoff, 
suspension,  discipline  or  discharge  made  during  an  employee's  said  probationary 
period  shall  be  construed  as  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 

Section  III-  Duties  of  Enforcement  Authority. 

The  Board  shall  perform  the  following  duties: 
3.1- 

Administer  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  except  for  such  duties  as  may  be  specifically  assigned 
by  statute  or  by  Town  By-Laws  to  other  town  officers  or  boards,  and  decide  all  questions  relating 
to  the  interpretation  and  application  of  this  By-Law. 
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3.2- 

Oversee  the  maintenance  of  personnel  records  of  all  Town  employees,  including  elected  and 
appointed  officials.  Said  records  shall  contain  all  the  vital  statistics  and  other  pertinent  data  on 
each  such  employee  and  may  be  kept  in  the  Town  Hall.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Town  official 
and  employee  to  furnish  to  the  board,  upon  its  request,  such  information  as  is  required  for  the 
completion  of  personnel  reports. 

3.3- 

Recommend  to  the  Town  any  changes  in  this  By-Law,  which  it  considers  necessary  and 
desirable. 

Section  IV  -  Hours  of  Duty 

4.1 

The  administrative  workweek  for  employees  of  the  Town  shall  be  Sunday  through  Saturday. 
The  regular  workweek  of  the  full-time  employees  shall  be  scheduled  within  said  administrative 
workweek  by  the  department  head. 

4.2  -  The  starting  and  ending  times  of  the  daily  work  schedules  of  all  employees  shall  be 
determined  and  fixed  by  the  department  head,  and  such  schedules  may  be  changed  from  time  to 
time  to  meet  changing  conditions  of  operations. 

Section  V-  Overtime 

5.1  - 

Each  full-time  employee,  except  department  heads,  who  shall  be  required  to  be  on  duty  in  excess 
of  40  hours  in  a  workweek  shall  be  paid  for  such  overtime  duty  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half 
times  his  regular  hourly  rate  of  compensation. 

5.2- 

Overtime  work  shall  be  required  only  when  necessary  operations  cannot  be  performed  by  on  duty 
employees  during  their  regular  workweek.  Overtime  shall  be  distributed  on  a  seniority  basis 
among  employees  qualified  to  do  the  work. 

Section  VI  -  Longevity  Pay 

6.1- 

A  full-time  employee,  including  department  heads,  who  completes  the  number  of  years  indicated 
below  of  creditable  service  shall  be  granted  a  longevity  lump-sum  payment  in  the  amount  set 
forth  below  for  the  number  of  years  of  such  service  he  has  completed. 

Ten  (10)  Years  250.00 

Fifteen  (15)  Years   350.00 
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Twenty  (20)  Years   550.00 

Twenty-Five  Years   1,000.00 


6.2- 

The  longevity  pay  to  which  an  employee  is  entitled  shall  be  paid  in  a  lump-sum  payment  by 
means  of  a  check  separate  from  his  regular  compensation  check  in  the  first  pay  period  next 
following  the  date  on  which  he  completes  the  number  of  years  of  service  and  shall  continue  to  be 
so  paid  each  year  thereafter  on  the  anniversary  of  such  pay  period. 

Section  VII  -  Holiday  Pay 

7.1 

The  following  days  shall  be  considered  holidays: 

New  Year's  Day  Columbus  Day 

Martin  Luther  King's  Birthday  Veteran's  Day 

Washington's  Birthday  Thanksgiving  Day 

Patriot's  Day  Day  after  Thanksgiving 

Memorial  Day  XA  Day  Christmas  Eve. 

The  Fourth  of  July  Christmas  Day 

Labor  Day  54  Day  NewYear's  Eve  Day 

7.2- 

Each  benefit-eligible  employee  whose  presence  on  duty  is  not  required  to  maintain  essential 
services  shall  be  excused  from  duty  on  said  holidays  and  shall  receive  holiday  pay  at  his  regular 
hourly  rate  for  the  number  of  hours  equal  to  his  regular  daily  work  schedule. 

7.3- 

Each  benefit-eligible  employee  who  is  required  to  work  on  any  of  said  holidays  shall  be  paid  in 
addition  to  the  holiday  pay  for  which  he  is  entitled  as  set  forth  in  paragraph  7.2  above,  his  regular 
hourly  rate  for  each  hour  worked  not  to  exceed  the  number  of  hours  in  his  regular  daily  work 
schedule. 

7.4- 

Holiday  pay  is  in  lieu  of  other  paid  leave  to  which  an  employee  might  otherwise  be  entitled  on 
his/her  holiday.  Accordingly,  an  employee  who  is  on  vacation  leave  or  sick  leave  on  any  of  the 
aforementioned  holidays  shall  not  be  charged  such  leave  but  shall  receive  holiday  pay  in  lieu 
thereof. 

7.5- 

To  be  eligible  for  holiday  pay,  an  employee  must  be  in  a  pay  status  on  his  scheduled  workday 
immediately  prior  to  and  his  scheduled  workday  immediately  after  the  holiday. 
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7.6- 

The  department  head  will  determine  the  number  and  categories  of  employees  needed  for  holiday 
work.  Any  employee  who  is  scheduled  to  work  on  a  holiday  and  who  does  not  report  for  work 
on  said  day  shall  not  receive  holiday  pay,  but  shall  be  charged  as  being  absent  without  leave 
unless  such  absence  is  based  on  an  extreme  emergency  situation  and  is  excused  by  the 
department  head. 

Section  VIII-  Vacation  Leave 

8.1  - 

Vacation  leave  with  pay  will  be  granted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  to  each 
full-time  employee,  including  department  heads,  commensurate  with  the  length  of  his  continuous 
employment  with  the  Town.  Benefit  eligible  employees  will  be  granted  vacation  leave  on  a  pro- 
rated basis. 

8.2- 

Employees  shall  be  entitled  to  vacation  leave  as  follows: 

A.  An  employee  with  one  (1 )  year  but  less  than  five  (5)  years  of  continuous  employment 
with  the  Town  shall  be  entitled  to  ten  (10)  days  of  vacation  leave. 

B.  An  employee  with  five  (5)  years  but  less  than  twelve  (12)  years  of  continuous 
employment  with  the  Town  shall  be  entitled  to  fifteen  (15)  days  of  vacation  leave. 

C.  An  employee  with  twelve  (12)  years  but  less  than  twenty  (20)  years  of  continuous 
employment  with  the  Town  shall  be  entitled  to  twenty  (20)  days  of  vacation  leave. 

D.  An  employee  with  twenty  (20)  or  more  years  of  continuous  employment  with  the  Town 
shall  be  entitled  to  twenty-five  (25)  days  of  vacation  leave. 

8.3  - 

The  department  head  shall  determine  the  time  when  any  employee  shall  be  granted  his 
vacation  leave.  Seniority  as  well  as  work  requirements  will  be  the  determining  factors  in 
granting  of  vacation  leave. 

8.4- 

Vacation  leave  may  be  taken  at  any  time  during  the  year  after  which  it  has  been 
earned.  It  shall  not  be  accumulated  from  employment  year  to  employment  year,  except 
for  department  heads,  who  will  be  allowed  to  carry  over  a  maximum  of  ten  (10)  days  of 
vacation  leave,  subject  to  prior  approval  of  Board  of  Selectmen. 


Section  IX  -  Personal  Days 
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9.1  - 

Each  employee,  who  has  completed  his  6-month  probationary  period  of  employment 
with  the  Town,  shall  be  granted,  at  the  discretion  of  the  appropriate  department  head, 
days  off  without  loss  of  pay,  hereinafter  called  personal  leave  days,  to  attend  to  personal 
matters  that  cannot  reasonably  be  attended  to  outside  of  the  regular  workday.  Personal 
leave  days  shall  not  exceed  three  (3)  in  number  in  any  one  employment  year  and  shall  not 
be  granted,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  on  the  day  before  or  the  day  after  a 
holiday  or  a  vacation  period,  or  a  day  on  which  the  employee  is  not  in  a  pay  status. 

9.2- 

Requests  for  personal  leave  days  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  appropriate 
department  head  with  the  reasons  for  the  request,  forty  eight  hours  in  advance  of  the  day 
for  which  the  personal  leave  is  requested,  except  in  cases  of  emergency. 

Section  X  -  Sick  Leave 

10.1- 

Full-time  employees  shall  be  granted  sick  leave  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section  and  benefit-eligible  part-time  employees  shall  be  granted  a  proportionate 
amount  thereof  in  the  ratio  that  their  part-time  employment  bears  to  full  time 
employment  and  when  the  employee: 

A.  Is  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  by  non-occupational  sickness  or 

or  injury,  except  any  sickness  or  injury  resulting  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  voluntary 
use  of  intoxicating  liquor,  drugs  or  narcotics  and  any  injury  which  is 
incurred  in  gainful  employment  or  self-employment  other  than  as  an  employee  of  the 
Town;  or 

B.  Is  required  to  give  care  and  attendance  to  his  spouse,  child,  parent  or  other  member  of  his 
immediate  household  who  is  afflicted  with  a  contagious  disease;  and;  or 

C.  Would  jeopardize  the  health  of  others  by  his  presence  on  duty  because  of  exposure  to  a 
contagious  disease. 

10.2- 

Each  employee  shall  accrue  sick  leave  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-quarter  (1  lA)  days 
for  each  month  of  actual  work  performed  up  to  a  total  of  fifteen  days  per  employment 
year.  Leave  shall  be  accumulative  from  one  employment  year  to  the  next  subject  to  a 
maximum  accumulation  of  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days. 

10.3- 

For  absenteeism  greater  than  five  working  days  a  certificate  from  the  doctor  must  be 
furnished  to  the  department  head  or  administrative  authority. 


10.4- 

The  department  head  is  authorized  to  approve  or  disapprove  requests  for  sick  leave.  An 
employee  who  is  absent  from  duty  on  account  of  sickness  or  injury  shall  notify  the  person 
authorized  to  approve  sick  leave  of  the  reason  of  his  absence  before  or  at  the  beginning  of  his 
scheduled  tour  of  duty.  Sick  leave  not  in  excess  of  five  (5)  consecutive  days  will  ordinarily  be 
approved  without  a  medical  certificate  from  the  employee's  attending  physician.  However,  in 
those  cases  that  indicates  excessive  absence  on  account  of  sickness  or  where  there  appears  to  be 
an  abuse  of  the  sick  leave  privilege,  a  medical  certificate  may  be  required  for  any  absence 
attributable  to  sickness  absences  on  sick  leave  in  excess  of  five  (5)  consecutive  days.  In  those 
cases  where  an  employee's  request  for  sick  leave  is  not  approved,  his  absence  shall  be  considered 
to  be  unauthorized,  and  he  shall  receive  no  pay  for  the  period  of  such  abuse.  Disciplinary  action 
may  follow. 

10.5- 

An  employee  who  is  unable  to  work  because  of  an  occupational  injury,  which  is  incurred  in  the 
course  of  his  employment  by  the  Town  and  which  is  compensable  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Massachusetts  Workers'  Compensation  Act,  Chapter  152  of  the  General  Laws,  shall,  upon  his 
written  request  to  his  department  head,  receive  as  a  charge  against  his  accrued  sick  leave  the 
difference  between  his  current  salary  and  the  amount  he  receives  as  workmen's  compensation. 

10.6- 

Not  withstanding  any  provisions  of  this  by-law,  the  1 993  Federal  Family  Medical 
Leave  Act  shall  be  followed  in  accordance  with  its  provisions. 

Section  XI  -  Personal  Injury  Sustained  in  the  Line  of  Duty 

11.1  - 

Each  employee  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  152  of  the  General  Laws,  who  is 
incapacitated  for  duty  by  reason  of  any  injury  or  illness  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his 
employment  by  the  Town  shall  receive  the  benefits  of  said  chapter. 

Section  XII-  Group  Health  and  Life  Insurance 

12.1  - 

The  Town  will  provide  each  benefit-eligible  employee,  including  Department  Heads,  with  group 
health  insurance,  said  plan  to  be  determined  by  the  Plymouth  County  Commissioners  subject  to 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  The  Town  shall  pay  a  minimum  of  50%  percent  of  the 
premiums  for  said  plans. 

12.2- 

Any  claims  or  disputes  concerning  eligibility  for  or  payment  of  benefits  under  said  insurance 
plans  shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  insurance  polices  and  contracts. 
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12.3- 

The  Town  will  provide  and  pay  for  life  insurance  upon  the  death  of  each  full-time  employee  in 
the  face  amount  of  ten  thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars,  whole  life.  Each  employee  shall  retain  the 
right  to  designate  and  change  the  beneficiary  thereof.  The  Town  shall  pay  fifty  (50)  percent  of 
the  premium  for  said  plan. 

Section  XIII  -  Court  Leave 

13.1- 

A  benefit-eligible  employee  called  for  jury  duty  shall  be  paid  the  difference  between  his  regular 
pay  and  the  compensation  received  by  him  as  a  juror,  exclusive  of  travel  allowances. 

13.2- 

An  employee  summoned  as  a  witness  on  behalf  of  the  Town  shall  be  granted  leave  and  shall  be 
paid  the  difference  between  his  regular  pay  and  his  witness  fees,  exclusive  of  travel  allowances. 

13.3- 

An  employee  who  is  required  to  appear  in  court  as  a  defendant  or  litigant  in  other  than  Town 
matters  shall  be  granted  leave  without  pay  for  such  purpose.  An  employee  may  use  vacation  or 
personal  time  to  attend  court  for  matters  other  than  Town  matters. 

Section  XIV  -  Military  Leave 

14.1 

A  full-time  employee,  who  has  been  employed  by  the  Town  for  a  period  of  six  (6)  consecutive 
months  and  who  is  ordered  into  temporary  acting  duty  with  the  military  reserves  or  the  National 
Guard  shall  be  paid  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  fourteen  (14)  days  the  difference  between  his 
regular  pay  and  that  which  he  receives  from  the  Federal  or  State  Government  during  the  period 
of  his  temporary  active  duty.  For  any  period  of  such  absence  in  excess  of  fourteen  (14)  days 
such  employee  shall  be  granted  leave  without  pay. 

14.2- 

A  full-time  employee  who  is  inducted  or  enlists  in  any  branch  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
States  during  any  wartime  emergency  shall  be  granted  a  military  leave  of  absence  without  pay. 
Within  sixty  (60)  days  of  his  separation  from  the  armed  forces  he  shall  be  reinstated,  if  he  so 
requests,  to  the  same  or  a  comparable  position  and  will  have  restored  to  him  all  benefits  as  if  his 
service  had  been  continuous. 

Section  XV  -  Bereavement  Leave 

15.1- 

All  employees  may  be  granted,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Department  Head,  leaves  of  absence 
without  loss  of  pay  for  periods  not  in  excess  of  three  (3)  days  in  the  event  of  a  death  in  their 
immediate  families.  Immediate  family  shall  include  parent,  brother,  sister,  husband,  wife,  child,

father-in-law ,  mother-in-law,  grandparent,  sister-in-law,  and  brother-in-law  and/or  a  member  of 
the  employee's  household. 

Section  XVI  -  Leave  of  Absence  without  pay 

16.1  - 

A  full-time  employee,  who  is  subject  to  the  Civil  Service  Law,  may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  a  leave  of  absence  without  pay  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  (3) 
months  in  any  period  of  twelve  (12)  consecutive  months.  Requests  for  such  leave  of  absence 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  through  the  Department  Head  and  shall  contain  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  reasons  for  the  request. 

16.2- 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  31,  Section  37  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  followed  in  approving 
leaves  of  absence  without  pay  for  full-time  employees,  subject  to  the  Civil  Service  Law,  for 
periods  in  excess  of  three  (3)  months,  in  reinstating  such  employees  at  the  end  of  the  period  of 
approved  absence,  and  in  terminating  the  employment  of  an 
employee  who  does  not  return  to  duty  at  the  end  of  the  period  of  approved  absence. 

16.3- 

Employees  not  subject  to  the  Civil  Service  Law  and  covered  by  this  By-Law  may  be  granted 
leaves  of  absence  without  pay  by  the  Administrative  Authority.  Requests  for  leave  of  absences 
without  pay  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Administrative  Authority  in  writing  and  shall  contain  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  reasons  for  the  request  and  a  projected  return  to  work  date.  All  requests 
must  be  received  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  requested  start  date. 

Section  XVII  -  Absence  without  Leave 

17.1 

In  addition  to  receiving  no  pay  for  a  period  of  absence  without  leave,  an  employee  may  be 
subject  to  disciplinary  action  for  such  unauthorized  absence. 

Section  XVIII  -  Retirement  Policy 

18.1 

All  regularly  scheduled  full-time  or  part-time  employees  are  eligible  for  membership  in  the 
Plymouth  County  Retirement  System.  Temporary,  provisional,  seasonal  or  substitute  employees 
are  to  participate  in  the  Town's  457  deferred  compensation  plan  unless  excluded  by  law. 

18.2 

In  the  event  an  employee's  employment  is  terminated  by  his  retirement  in  accordance  with  and 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Plymouth  County  Retirement  Association  or  by  his  death,  he  or  his 
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spouse  or  designated  beneficiary  shall  be  paid  in  a  lump-sum  for  the  unused  sick  leave  which  has 
accumulated  to  his  credit  at  time  of  termination  of  his  employment. 

SECTION  XIX:  Sexual  Harassment  Policy. 

19.1 

In  accordance  with  M.G.L  15 IB,  Section  4,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  adopted  a  Sexual 
Harassment  Policy  applicable  to  all  Town  Employees.  Its  tenets  are  incorporated  herein  by 
reference.  Copies  are  available  in  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  Office. 

Section  XX  -  Drug  and  Alcohol  Policy. 

20.1 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  adopted  a  Drug  and  Alcohol  Policy.  Its  tenets  are  incorporated 
herein  by  reference.  Copies  are  available  in  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  Office. 

Section  XXI  -  Amendment  and  Severance 

21.1  -  Repeal  and  Amendment  of  Bylaw 

These  by-laws  may  be  altered,  repealed,  or  amended  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  annual  meeting  or 
any  other  Town  Meeting  specially  called  for  that  purpose,  an  article,  or  articles  for  such  purpose 
having  been  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  such  meeting. 

21.2- 

The  provisions  of  this  by-law  are  hereby  declared  to  be  severable,  and  if  any  such  provisions  or 
the  application  of  any  such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid, 
illegal  or  unconstitutional,  such  invalidity,  illegality  or  unconstitutionality  shall  not  be  construed 
to  affect  the  validity,  legality,  or  constitutionality  of  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  the 
application  of  said  by-law  to  persons  or  circumstances  other  than  those  to  which  it  is  held 
invalid,  illegal  or  unconstitutional.

Art.  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town's  By-Laws  by  adding  a  new  By- 
Law  entitled  Article  XL VI  "Street  Openings". 

STREET  OPENING  BY-LAW 

L  INTRODUCTION 

From  time  to  time,  it  is  necessary  to  excavate  in  a  Public  Way  in  order,  for  example,  to  install, 
repair,  or  remove  utilities  or  install  or  realign  a  driveway  including  the  possible  removal  or  re- 
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alignment  of  curbing  and/or  fencing.  Excluded  from  the  operation  of  this  by-law  is  the  general 
reconstruction  or  repair  of  Public  Ways  by  the  municipal  or  state  agency  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  and  repair  of  such  Public  Ways.  This  Street  Opening  By-Law  is  necessary  to 
protect  the  health  and  safety  of  all  persons  traveling  on  public  ways  and  is  adopted  in  accordance 
with  the  authority  granted,  inter  alia,  by  Art.  89,  section  6  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Massachusetts  Constitution,  M.G.L.  Chapter  40  section  21,  MGL  Chapter  165  section  20,  MGL 
Chapter  166  section  25  and  MGL  Chapter  166A. 

II.  DEFINITIONS 

ADA:  The  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  of  1990,  as  amended  (42  USC  12101-12213), 

and  the  Accessibility  Guidelines  for  Buildings  and  Facilities  (Appendix  to  Part  1 191)  of  the  U.S. 

Architectural  and  Transportation  Barriers  Compliance  Board,  as  amended. 

Applicant:  Any  Public  Utility,  municipal  department,  person  or  entity  who  owns  or  exercises 
general  responsibility  and  control  over:  (i)  utility  or  other  pipes,  ducts,  lines  or  other  thing  buried 
in  or  under  a  Public  Way,  or  (ii)  real  property  abutting  a  Public  Way,  or  (iii)  real  property  served 
by  the  Public  Way  or  by  items  of  the  type  specified  in  (i)  above  and  who  wishes  to  perform 
Street  Opening  Work. 

Application  Fee:  A  fifty  dollar  ($  50.00)  non-refundable  processing  fee  which  shall  accompany 
each  application  for  a  Street  Opening  Permit. 

Architectural  Access  Board  Regulations:  The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Architectural  Access 
Board,  Mass.  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety  (521  CMR),  as  amended. 

Awarding  Authority:  The  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  has  authority  to 
exercise  the  powers  granted  by  this  by-law. 

Awarding  Authority  Representative:  That  municipal  officer  or  employee  to  whom  the  Awarding 
Authority  in  a  writing  has  delegated  some  of  its  powers  hereunder  so  that  the  process  of  permit- 
granting,  inspection,  and  administration  will  proceed  expeditiously. 

Cold  Patch:  A  dense  graded  or  open  graded  mix  with  cutback  asphalt  as  the  binder  with  1%  of 
the  mix  being  hydrated  lime  based  on  the  total  weight  of  the  aggregate.  The  mineral  aggregates 
and  bitumen  shall  be  proportioned  and  combined  to  meet  the  limits  specified  in  Table  A, 
Subsection  M  3.1 1.03  and  M  3.1 1.04  of  The  Standard  Specifications.  Bituminous  material  shall 
be  either  cutback  asphalt,  Grade  MC-250  or  MC800  conforming  to  Section  M3.02.0  of  the 
Standard  Specifications. 

Compaction:  Compressing  of  suitable  material  and  gravel  that  has  been  used  to  backfill  a  trench 
by  means  of  mechanical  tamping  to  within  95%  of  maximum  dry  density  as  determined  by  the 
modified  Proctor  Test  in  accordance  with  ASTM  1557  method  D. 
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Contractor:  All  officers  or  employees  of  Applicant  performing  Street  Opening  Work  or  any 
person  or  entity  engaged  by  or  on  behalf  of  Applicant  to  perform  Street  Opening  Work.  The 
Contractor  for  purposes  of  this  by-law  and  for  all  questions  of  liability  in 
connection  with  any  Street  Opening  Work  shall  be  conclusively  deemed  agents  of  Applicant  for 
whom  Applicant  is  fully  responsible. 

Controlled  Density  Fill:  Also  called  flowable  fill,  CDF  is  a  mixture  of  portland  cement,  flyash, 
sand  and  water.  It  shall  contain  a  minimum  of  250  pounds  of  class  F  flyash  or  high  air  (25%) 
and  will  be  self-leveling.  It  is  hand-tool  excavatable. 

Default:  The  failure  of  the  Permit  Holder  (including  all  Contractors  or  other  agents  of  Permit 
Holder)  to  (i)  comply  fully  with  provisions  of  applicable  laws  and  regulations,  (ii)  comply  fully 
with  all  of  the  applicable  provisions  of  this  by-law  and  the  Street  Opening  Permit  including 
written  supplemental  instructions,  the  municipality's  General  By-Laws  or  other  applicable  law, 
and  (ii)  keep  its  Certificate  of  Insurance  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Emergency  Repair  Work:  Street  Opening  Work  which  must  be  commenced  immediately  to 
correct  (i)  a  hazardous  condition  which  could  reasonably  be  expected  to  result  in  injury,  loss  of 
life,  property  damage  or  (ii)  a  condition  which  has  resulted  in  the  catastrophic  failure  of  a  utility 
transmission  trunk  line. 

Gas  Company:  A  Public  Utility  to  which  C.  164  section  70  of  the  M.G.L.  applies. 

Highway  Department:  The  municipal  agency  generally  responsible  for  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  Public  Ways  within  the  municipality. 

Infra-Red  Process:  That  restorative  procedure  whereby  an  infrared  heater  softens  existing 
pavement  to  a  depth  of  one  and  one  half  inches,  the  softened  area  is  treated  with  a  penetrating 
asphalt  emulsion,  uniformly  scarified  and  raked  to  a  workable  condition,  and  the  treated  surface 
then  compacted  by  use  of  a  steel-wheeled  roller  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  smooth  driving 
surface  consistent  with  adjacent  pavement. 

Licensed  Contractor:  A  Contractor  who  holds  a  current  and  valid  Public  Works  Construction 
License  issued  by  the  Awarding  Authority. 

Newly  Paved  Road:  A  road  that  has  been  re-paved  (binder  and  top)  within  the  past  five  years. 

Normal  Working  Hours:  7:30am  to  3:30  pm  Monday  through  Friday  excluding  holidays. 

Permit  Holder:  An  Applicant  to  whom  a  Street  Opening  Permit  has  been  granted. 

Permanent  Patch:  A  final  repair  of  Street  Opening  Work  to  be  performed  in  accordance  with  this 
By-Law  and  intended  to  return  permanently  the  opened  portion  of  the  roadway  to  as  good  a 
condition  as  it  was  in  prior  to  the  performance  of  the  Street  Opening  Work. 
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Permanent  Patch  Window:  That  period  of  time  commencing  twelve  months  and  up  to  eighteen 
months  from  the  date  of  installation  of  the  Temporary  Patch. 

Processed  Gravel:  Inert  material  that  is  hard,  durable  stone  and  coarse  sand,  free  from  loam  and 
clay,  surface  coatings  and  deleterious  materials  and  which  meets  Ml. 03.1  of  The  Standard 
Specifications. 

Public  Utility:  Includes  a  Gas  and  Electric  Company  as  defined  in  M.G.L.  C.  164  section  1, 
telephone  and  telegraph  company  subject  to  Chapter  159  section  12,  and  cable  TV  companies  or 
other  telecommunication  providers  regulated  by  the  Dept.  of  Telecommunications  and  Energy. 

Public  Way:  Any  road,  including  such  appurtenances  as  berms,  curbs,  drains,  sewers,  water 
mains,  sidewalks  and  paved  and  unpaved  shoulders  within  the  paper  lay-out  to  which  the  public 
has  access  and  the  Town  is  responsible  for  maintaining.  Also  referred  to  as  a  street. 

Public  Works  Construction  License:  A  license  required  of  all  Contractors  who  are  not  officers  or 
employees  of  a  Public  Utility  or  municipal  department  who  wish  to  perform  work  including 
Street  Opening  Work  on  Public  Ways. 

Refundable  Deposit:  That  amount  of  cash  or  money  represented  by  a  certified  bank  check 
deposited  by  Applicant  with  its  Application  to  secure  Applicant's  performance  of  Street  Opening 
Work  in  accordance  with  this  By-Law. 

Standard  Specifications:  The  Mass.  Highway  Department's  Standard  Specifications  for 
Highways  and  Bridges,  1995  metric  edition. 

Street  Opening  Permit:  A  permit  granted  by  the  Awarding  Authority  to  an  Applicant  for 
permission  to  do  Street  Opening  Work  in  a  Public  Way. 

Street  Opening  Work:  Any  cutting,  excavating,  Compacting,  construction,  repair  or  other 
disturbance  in  or  under  a  Public  Way  together  with  restoration  of  the  Public  Way  in  accordance 
with  this  By-Law  following  such  disturbance  but  excluding  the  location  or  re-location  of  utility 
poles  for  which  a  grant  of  location  has  been  obtained  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  Chapter  166  section  27. 

Temporary  Patch:  The  application  of  either  Cold  Patch  or  two  separate  gradations  of  bituminous 
concrete  consisting  of  binder  and  top  layers  and  compaction  to  achieve  a  density  equal  to  that  of 
the  surrounding  pavement  following  excavation  and  Compaction. 

IQ.  GENERAL 

No  work  (except  the  commencement  of  Emergency  Repair  Work  in  accordance  with  paragraph 
VII  hereof)  in  or  under  a  Public  Way  shall  commence  until  the  Applicant  shall  have  applied  for 
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in  accordance  with  Paragraph  IV,  and  obtained  from  the  Awarding  Authority,  a  Street  Opening 
Permit.  All  work  contemplated  by  this  By-Law  shall  be  done  in  a  good  and  workmanlike 
manner  using  best  engineering  and  construction  practices  and  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with 
(i)  all  applicable  laws  and  regulations,  (ii)  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  (iii)  any 
conditions  contained  in  the  Street  Opening  Permit,  and  (iv)  such  reasonable  supplemental 
instructions  not  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  as  the  Awarding  Authority  or  its  Representative 
may  from  time  to  time  issue.  A  Permit  Holder  shall  cause  to  be  restored  those  portions  of  a 
Public  Way  disturbed  by  the  Permit  Holder  to  as  good  a  permanent  condition,  in  the  reasonable 
judgment  of  Awarding  Authority  or  its  Representative,  as  they  were  in  when  Permit  Holder  made 
application  thereunder. 

No  person  or  entity  may  perform  any  work  (including  Street  Opening  Work  or  Emergency 
Repair  Work)  in  or  under  a  Public  Way  unless  it  is  a  Permit  Holder  and  (i)  is  a  municipal 
department  or  Public  Utility  or  their  respective  officers  or  employees  (ii)  is  the  holder  of  a 
current  and  valid  Public  Works  Construction  License,  or  (iii)  has  engaged  such  a  holder  and  such 
holder  performs  all  such  Street  Opening  Work  or  Emergency  Repair  Work  as  agent  of  Permit 
Holder. 

IV.  APPLICATION  PROCEDURE 

The  Applicant  shall  file  on  forms  designated  by  the  Awarding  Authority  a  completed  and  signed 
application  at  the  office  of  the  Awarding  Authority  (with  a  copy  delivered  simultaneously  to  the 
Highway  Department)  each  time  it  desires  to  perform  Street  Opening  Work.  The  Application 
shall  be  accompanied  by  any  and  all  plans,  certifications,  certificates  of  insurance  and  other  items 
specified  in  the  Application  or  reasonably  requested  by  the  Awarding  Authority.  If  the  Applicant 
does  not  intend  to  perform  the  Street  Opening  Work  itself,  it  must  in  the  Application  designate  a 
Licensed  Contractor  to  perform  the  work  as  its  agent.  The  Application  shall  also  be 
accompanied  by  the  Application  Fee  and  the  Refundable  Deposit. 

The  Highway  Department  shall  promptly  review  the  Application  and  make  written 
recommendations  concerning  approval  to  the  Awarding  Authority  and,  if  appropriate,  shall 
include  recommendations  concerning  permit  conditions  and  supplemental  instructions. 

The  Awarding  Authority  shall  make  a  prompt  determination  on  the  Application  taking  into 
account  the  following  and  such  other  facts  as  it  may  reasonably  consider: 

1 )  the  recommendation  of  the  Highway  Department 

2)  the  reason  for  the  Street  Opening  Work 

3)  whether  the  street  is  recently  constructed  or  repaved 

4)  whether  there  are  other  reasonable  means  adequate  to  accomplish  the  purpose  for 
which  the  Street  Opening  Permit  is  sought. 

If  the  application  is  considered  favorably,  a  Street  Opening  Permit  containing  such  conditions 
and  supplemental  instructions  as  the  Awarding  Authority  reasonably  deems  appropriate  shall 
promptly  issue.  If  the  Application  is  not  favorably  considered,  the  Awarding  Authority  shall 
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communicate  in  writing  to  Applicant  the  reasons  its  application  was  not  favorably  considered. 

V.  REFUNDABLE  DEPOSIT  AND  ACCOUNT 

The  amount  of  the  Refundable  Deposit  to  secure  proper  restoration  of  a  Public  Way  after  Street 
Opening  Work  is  determined  in  the  reasonable  judgment  of  the  Awarding  Authority  based  on  the 
extent  of  the  Work.  (A  current  schedule  of  deposits  for  standard  work  is  attached.) 

Following  notice  given  by  Permit  Holder  that  final  permanent  repairs  to  the  Public  Way  have 
been  completed,  the  Awarding  Authority  or  Representative  will  make  a  final  inspection.  Once 
the  Awarding  Authority  or  Representative  has  concluded  that  permanent  repair  work  has  been 
satisfactorily  concluded  and  that  Applicant  has  no  other  uncured  defaults  under  Street  Opening 
Permits,  it  shall  release  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  deposit  serving  as  security  for  the  Street 
Opening  Permit  related  to  the  inspected  work. 

All  Refundable  Deposits  that  an  Applicant  submits  for  Street  Opening  Permits  shall  be  held  by 
the  Awarding  Authority  in  one  account  which  shall  be  designated  as  the  Applicant's  Refundable 
Deposit  Account.  Applicants  upon  request  may  receive  periodic  reports  as  to  the  balance 
standing  within  this  account.  Should  a  deposit  associated  with  a  specific  permit  be  insufficient  to 
secure  the  proper  repair  of  a  Public  Way  following  a  Default  by  the  Permit  Holder,  the  Awarding 
Authority  without  limitation  to  other  remedies  available  to  it  can  deduct  the  cost  of  the  proper 
repair  from  Applicant's  Refundable  Deposit  Account  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  proper 
repairs.  To  the  extent  required  by  C.  164  of  the  General  Laws  applicable  to  Gas  Companies,  the 
provisions  of  this  section  and  Section  VI  hereafter  shall  not  be  applied  to  Gas  Companies  which 
in  their  application  for  Street  Opening  Permits  claim  the  exemption  set  out  herein. 

VI.  FEE  AND  DEPOSIT  CHANGES;  MUNICIPAL  EXEMPTION 

From  time  to  time  hereafter  the  Awarding  Authority,  after  public  notice  and  hearing,  may  amend 
the  schedule  of  deposits,  the  application  fee,  the  hourly  after-hours  inspection  charges  or  any 
other  amounts  due  under  this  by-law.  A  reasonable  hourly  charge  for  inspectional  services  which 
must  be  performed  outside  of  Normal  Working  Hours  in  accordance  with  a  posted  schedule 
established  by  the  Awarding  Authority  will  be  billed  to  Permit  Holder  and  due  and  payable 
fifteen  days  after  billing.  In  extraordinary  situations  where  extensive  installation  or  renewal  of 
utility  lines  overburden  the  normal  capacity  of  the  municipal  departments  to  conduct  inspections, 
the  Awarding  Authority  can,  after  notice  to  Permit  Holder  or  as  a  condition  of  the  Permit,  elect  to 
treat  all  inspections  as  after-hours  inspections  and  bill  Permit  Holder  accordingly.  Applicants 
which  are  municipal  departments  are  exempt  from  payment  of  all  fees  and  deposits  hereunder. 
Public  Utilities  to  the  extent  exempted  as  provided  in  Paragraph  V  above  are  exempt  from 
payment  of  all  fees  except  the  Application  Fee. 

VII.  EMERGENCY  REPAIR  PROCEDURE 

If  the  conditions  for  Emergency  Repair  Work  exist,  then  an  Applicant  after  giving  oral,  faxed  or 
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electronic  notice  to  the  Police  and  Highway  Departments  may  commence  Street  Opening  Work. 
All  such  Emergency  Repair  Work  shall  be  done  in  strict  compliance  with  this  By-Law  except  for 
compliance  with  any  notice  provision  inconsistent  with  such  emergency  action. 

On  the  business  day  following  the  commencement  of  Emergency  Repair  Work,  the  Applicant 
shall  file  with  the  Awarding  Authority  (i)  a  written  statement  setting  forth  in  detail  the  facts  and 
circumstances  constituting  the  conditions  for  Emergency  Repair  Work,  (ii)  an  Application  for  a 
Street  Opening  Permit  covering  the  Street  Opening  Work  already  commenced  in  accordance  witr 
Paragraph  IV,  (iii)  the  filing  fee  and  required  Refundable 

Deposit.  If  all  of  the  materials  such  as  plans,  etc.  are  not  then  available  to  Applicant,  Applicant 
will  supply  them  as  soon  as  available.  Awarding  Authority  will  promptly  process  the 
Application  and  grant  the  Street  Opening  Permit  with  such  conditions  and  supplemental 
instructions  as  it  may  reasonably  require. 


VIII.  INSURANCE 


The  Permit  Holder  and/or  each  Licensed  Contractor  shall  acquire  and  continuously  maintain 
while  it  possesses  any  Street  Opening  Permits  liability  insurance  coverage  on  all  personnel  and 
equipment  to  be  used  in  the  Street  Opening  Work  which  insurance  is  to  be  with  insurance 
companies  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  shall  contain  the 
following  coverages  and  be  in  the  following  minimum  amounts: 

Commercial  General  Liability  Insurance-  including  operation,  independent  contractors,  complete 
operations  for  a  period  of  one  ( 1 )  year  from  completing  the  street  opening  work,  XCU  hazards, 
broad  form  property  damage  and  personal  injury.

Certificates  of  Insurance  shall  provide  for  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  notice  to  the  Awarding

Authority  of  cancellation  or  material  change.  The  name  of  the  municipality  shall  be  listed  as  an 
additional  insured  on  the  Certificate  of  Insurance. 

IX.  LICENSED  CONTRACTORS 

Any  Contractor  or  other  person  or  entity  that  wishes  to  perform  work  on  a  Public  Way  and  which 
is  not  either  a  municipality  or  a  Public  Utility  (including  their  respective  officers  or  employees) 
must  be  licensed  by  the  Awarding  Authority.  Application  for  a  Public  Works  Construction 
License  must  be  made  on  a  yearly  basis.  (See  appropriate  sections  of  the  General  By-Laws.) 

X.  TERMS  OF  THE  STREET  OPENING  PERMIT 

1 .  Term  of  Permit.  All  Street  Opening  Permits  shall  be  valid  for  thirty  days  and,  upon  written 
request  to  the  Awarding  Authority,  renewable  for  an  additional  thirty  days.  Permits  must  be 
present  at  the  work  site.  Permits  can  be  revoked  by  the  Awarding  Authority  if  the  Applicant  is  in 
Default. 

2.  Inspections.  Inspections  may  take  place  at  the  following  events: 

a.  prior  to  backfilling  the  trench 

b.  following  completion  of  Temporary  Patch  placement 

c.  during  the  Permanent  Patch  Window 

d.  following  completion  of  Permanent  Patch  placement 

Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  will  notify  Awarding  Authority  Representative  when  an  inspection 
is  desired  and  co-ordinate  the  timing  of  such  inspection. 

3.  Working  Hours.  Except  in  emergency  situations,  Street  Opening  Work  will  occur  during 
Normal  Working  Hours.  The  Permit  Holder  must  give  notice  of  the  intended  Street  Opening 
Work  seventy-two  hours  in  advance  to  the  Highway  Superintendent,  and,  unless  the  requirement 
for  a  police  detail  is  waived  by  the  Police  Chief  of  the  municipality,  must  arrange  for  and  pay  for 
a  police  detail  to  be  present  throughout  the  period  of  time  that  Street  Opening  Work  is  being 
conducted. 

4.  Dig-Safe.The  Permit  Holder  shall,  in  accordance  with  all  current  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  notify  all  Public  Utilities  seventy-two  hours  in  advance  of  making  any 
excavation  in  a  street.  Such  notification  shall  be  made  by  means  of  obtaining  a  DIG-SAFE 
number.  Said  number  shall  be  provided  on  the  Street  Opening  Permit  application.  The  Permit 
shall  not  be  issued  until  this  information  is  provided. 

5.  Existing  Utilities.  Before  starting  any  excavation,  the  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  must 
confer  with  all  Public  Utilities  to  obtain  information  from  each  as  to  the  horizontal  and  vertical 
locations  of  existing  utilities  and  other  conditions  that  may  affect  the  excavation.  The  Permit 
Holder  or  Contractor  shall  not  interfere  with  any  existing  utility  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  Awarding  Authority  Representative  and  the  owner  of 

the  utility.  If  if  becomes  necessary  to  relocate  an  existing  utility,  this  shall  be  done  by  its  owner 
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and  the  cost  of  such  work  shall  be  borne  by  the  Permit  Holder.  The  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor 
shall  inform  itself  as  to  the  existence  and  location  of  all  underground  utilities  and  protect  the 
same  against  damage. 

6.  Protection  of  Existing  Lines  and  Structures.  The  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall 
adequately  support  and  protect  by  timbers,  sheeting,  etc.  all  pipes,  conduits,  poles,  wires,  cables 
or  other  appurtenances  which  may  be  in  any  way  affected  by  the  excavation  work  and  shall  do 
everything  necessary  to  support,  sustain  and  protect  them  under,  over,  along  or  across  such  work 
area.  The  excavation  work  shall  be  performed  and  conducted  in  such  a  manner  that  it  shall  not 
interfere  with  access  to  fire  stations,  fire  hydrants,  water  gates,  underground  vaults,  catch  basins 
or  any  other  public  structure. 

7.  Adjoining  Property.  The  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall,  at  all  times  and  at  its  own 
expense,  preserve  and  protect  from  injury  any  adjoining  property  by  providing  proper 
foundations  and  shall  take  such  other  precautions  as  may  be  necessary  for  this  purpose.  The 
Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall  at  all  times  and  at  its  own  expense  shore  up  and  protect  all 
buildings,  walls,  fences,  trees  and  other  property  likely  to  be  damaged  during  the  progress  of  the 
Street  Opening  Work  and  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  to  public  or  private  property  or 
streets  resulting  from  its  failure  to  properly  protect  and  carry  out  said  work.  The  Permit  Holder 
or  Contractor  shall  not  remove,  even  temporarily,  any  trees  or  shrubs  which  exist  in  planting  strip 
areas  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Highway  Superintendent. 

8.  Damaged  trees.  In  the  event  a  tree  is  either  accidentally  destroyed  by  the  Permit  Holder  or 
Contractor  or  is  authorized  for  removal  by  the  Awarding  Authority  Representative,  the  Permit 
Holder  or  Contractor  shall  remove  the  tree,  stump  and  debris  from  the  work  site,  and  replace  the 
tree  with  an  identical  species  with  a  minimum  caliper  of  two  inches  in  the  identical  location. 

9.  Pedestrian  Crossings,  Open  Trenches.  The  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall,  where 
possible,  maintain  safe  crossings  for  two  lanes  of  vehicle  traffic  at  all  public  intersections  as  well 
as  safe  crossings  for  pedestrians  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  three  hundred  (300)  feet.  If  any 
excavation  is  made  across  a  Public  Way,  it  shall  be  made  in  sections  to  assure  maximum  safe 
crossing  for  vehicles  and  pedestrians.  An  open  trench  may  not  exceed  three  hundred  (300)  feet 
unless  specifically  permitted  by  the  Awarding  Authority  or  its  Representative.  If  the  Public  Way 
is  not  wide  enough  to  hold  the  excavated  material  for  temporary  storage,  the  material  shall  be 
immediately  removed  from  the  location. 

10.  Traffic.  The  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall  take  appropriate  measures  to  assure  that 
during  the  performance  of  the  Street  Opening  Work,  so  far  as  practicable,  normal 

traffic  conditions  shall  be  maintained  at  all  times  so  as  to  cause  as  little  inconvenience  as 
possible  to  the  occupants  of  the  adjoining  property  and  to  the  general  public.  The  Awarding 
Authority  Representative  may  permit  the  closing  of  streets  and  walks  to  all  traffic  for  a  period  of 
time.  Unless  the  requirement  for  a  police  detail  is  waived  by  the  Police  Chief  of  the 
municipality,  the  Permit  Holder  shall  engage  a  police  detail  to  maintain  traffic  control  and  public 
safety  at  the  project  site  while  Street  Opening  Work  is  in  progress.  Warning  signs  shall  be  placed 
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a  sufficient  distance  from  the  project  site  in  order  to  alert  all  traffic  coming  from  both  directions. 
Cones  or  other  approved  devices  shall  be  placed  to  channel  traffic.  Warning  signs,  lights  and 
such  other  precautions  shall  conform  to  the  Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices. 
Construction  materials  and  equipment  on  the  site  shall  be  limited  in  quantity  and  in  the  space 
they  occupy  so  that  they  do  not  unduly  hinder  and  block  traffic. 

1 1 .  Gutters  and  Basins.  The  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall  maintain  all  gutters  free  and 
unobstructed  for  the  full  depth  of  the  adjacent  curb  and  for  at  least  one  (1)  foot  in  width  from  the 
face  of  such  curb  at  the  gutter  line.  Catch  basins  shall  be  kept  clear  and  serviceable. 

12.  Excavated  Material.  The  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall  remove  all  excess  excavated 
material,  surplus  water,  muck,  silt,  residue  or  other  run-off  pumped  or  removed  from  excavations 
from  the  site. 

13.  Temporary  Repairs.  At  the  end  of  each  day,  all  trenches  must  be  plated  if  repair  work  is 
not  completed  and/or  back-filled,  Compacted  and  Temporarily  Patched  on  the  day  repair  work  is 
completed.  No  open  un-plated  trenches  are  permitted  overnight  and  work  in  plated  trenches 
must  be  continually  prosecuted  to  completion  to  minimize  the  time  trenches  are  plated. 

14.  Noise.  The  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall  perform  the  work  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid 
unnecessary  inconvenience  and  annoyance  to  the  general  public  and  occupants  of  neighboring 
property.  During  the  hours  from  10:00pm  to  7:00am.  the  Permit  Holder  or 

Contractor  shall  not  use,  unless  otherwise  specifically  permitted  by  the  Awarding  Authority  or 
Awarding  Authority  Representative  any  tool,  appliance  or  equipment  producing  noise  of 
sufficient  volume  to  disturb  the  sleep  or  repose  of  occupants  of  the  neighboring  property. 

15.  Debris  and  Litter.  All  debris  and  litter  remaining  from  the  Street  Opening  Work  site  shall 
be  removed  by  the  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  in  a  timely  manner. 

16.  Restoration  of  Pavement  Markings.  All  permanent  pavement  markings  (crosswalks, 
center  lines,  fog  lines)  which  are  damaged  during  Street  Opening  Work  shall  be  restored  in  kind 
by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Permit  Holder. 

17.  Lawn  Surfaces  and  Plantings.  All  lawn  surfaces  which  are  disturbed  during  Street 
Opening  Work  shall  be  replaced  with  sod  or  six  (6)  inches  of  screened  loam,  lime,  fertilized  and 
re-seeded  with  good  quality  lawn  seed.  Any  areas  containing  plantings  shall  be  restored  to  their 
original  condition  with  the  same  or  similar  plantings. 

1 8.  Erosion  Control.  The  Permit  Holder  shall  be  responsible  for  all  erosion  control  and  for 
obtaining  any  necessary  permits  from  the  Conservation  Commission.  The  Permit  Holder  or 
Contractor  shall  protect  drainage  structures  from  siltation  by  whatever  means  required  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  installation  of  hay  bales  and/or  filter  fabric.  In  the  event  that  a  drainage 
structure  becomes  damaged  from  siltation  as  a  result  of  the  Street  Opening  Work,  the  Permit 
Holder  or  Contractor  shall  clean  the  structure  before  completing  the  Temporary  Patch. 
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XI.  REQUIRED  CONSTRUCTION  TECHNIQUES 


All  Street  Opening  Work  and  materials  used  therein  must  conform  to  the  Mass.  Highway 
Department's  Standard  Specifications  for  Highways  and  Bridges,  1995  edition,  and  with  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  and  the  Architectural  Access  Board  Regulations  as  currently  in 
effect.  In  addition,  the  following  specific  requirements  also  apply.  Exceptions  to  these 
requirements  may  be  made  in  the  discretion  of  the  Awarding.  Authority  or  Awarding  Authority 
Representative  at  the  time  that  the  Street  Opening  Work  is  in  progress. 

1.  Excavation 

Existing  pavement  shall  be  cut  in  neat,  true  lines  along  the  area  of  the  proposed  excavation. 
Unstable  pavement  shall  be  removed  over  cave-outs  and  breaks  and  the  sub-grade  treated  as  the 
main  trench.  Pavement  edges  shall  be  trimmed  to  a  vertical  face  and 

neatly  aligned  with  the  center  line  of  the  trench.  Cut-outs  beyond  the  limits  of  the  trench  lines 
must  be  normal  or  aligned  parallel  to  the  center  line  of  the  trench.  Excavations  shall  be  made  in 
open  cut.  Trenches  and  excations  shall  be  braced  and  sheathed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Act  (OSHA).  Sections  of  bituminous  or 
cement  concrete  sidewalks  shall  be  removed  to  the  nearest  scoreline  or  approved  cut  edge. 

2.  Back-Filling  and  Compaction 

Excavations  shall  be  filled  with  approved  backfill.  Approved  backfill  consists  of  either 
Controlled  Density  Fill,  suitable  excavated  material  or  gravel  meeting  M  1.03.0  or  M  1.03.1  of 
The  Standard  Specifications.  The  Permit  Holder  may  select  which  of  these  three  to  use  in  the 
excavation.  Suitable  excavated  material  shall  mean  previously  excavated  granular  material  but 
which  does  not  include  blacktop,  clay,  silt,  organic  material,  concrete,  roots,  boulders  or  stones 
larger  than  four  inches  in  diameter.  If  the  hole  is  to  be  filled  with  suitable  excavated  material,  a 
backfill  course  shall  be  placed  in  approximately  twelve  (12)  inch  lifts  of  maximum  compaction 
to  four  inches  below  asphalt  grade  (See  Diagrams  1,  2,  and  3).  A  base  course  consisting  of  four 
inches  of  processed  gravel  or  equivalent  (i.e.  suitable  excavated  material  containing  no  stones 
larger  than  one  and  one-half  inch  in  diameter)  shall  then  be  placed  on  top  of  the  backfill  course. 
The  backfill  and  base  course  shall  be  compacted  to  not  less  than  ninety-five  (95)  percent  of 
maximum  dry  density  as  determined  by  the  modified  Proctor  Test  in  accordance  with  ASTM 
1557  Method  D.  The  Permit  Holder  if  directed  by  the  Awarding  Authority  or  its  Representative 
will  retain  at  its  expense,  a  professionally  qualified  geotechnical  consultant  to  perform  this  test. 
The  results  of  this  test  shall  be  given  to  the  Highway  Superintendent. 

If  Controlled  Density  Fill  is  used  as  back-fill  material,  it  must  contain  a  minimum  of  250  pounds 

of  class  F  flyash  or  high  air  (25%  plus)  and  be  self-leveling.  It  must  be  Type  IE  or  2E  (very 

flowable).  Flowable  fill  is  to  be  batched  at  a  ready  mix  plant  and  is  to  be  used  at  a 

high  or  very  high  slump  (1-M2").  In  lieu  of  the  slump  test,  a  6"  long,  3"  diameter  tube 

may  be  filled  to  the  top  and  then  slowly  raised.  The  diameter  of  the  resulting  "pancake"  may  be 

measured  and  the  range  of  the  diameter  shall  be  9"  to  14".  It  shall  be  flowable,  require  no 

vibration  and  after  it  is  placed  excavatable  by  hand  tools  and/or  small  machines. 
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The  ingredients  shall  comply  with 

Portland  cement 

Fly  Ash 

Sand 

Air 


the  following:

M  4.02.05 


Type  IE  and  2E  must  meet  the  following  requirements: 
Compressive     28  days  90  days 

Strength  30-80  psi  lOOpsima. 

Slump  10-12  inches 

Air  1-30% 


If  Controlled  Density  Fill  is  used  as  back-fill  material,  it  must  fill  the  excavation  to  immediately 
below  asphalt  grade.  The  Contractor  must  then  plate  the  excavation  with  a  heavy  duty  steel  plate 
adequate  to  carry  heavy  traffic  and  wait  twenty-four  hours  for  the  CDF  to  cure  prior  to  applying 
the  Permanent  Patch. 

If  an  excavation  is  back-filled  with  Controlled  Density  Fill  in  accordance  with  this  By-Law,  then 
a  Temporary  Patch  need  not  be  installed  but  a  Permanent  Patch  may  be  installed  immediately. 
Permanent  Patches  installed  over  Controlled  Density  Fill  shall  consist  of  four  (4)  inches  of 
bituminous  concrete  applied  in  a  two  and  one-half  inch  base  course  and  a  one  and  one-half  inch 
top  course  of  bituminous  concrete  all  installed  in  accordance  with  this  By-Law.  If  an  excavation 
in  a  cement  concrete  Public  Way  is  filled  with  Controlled  Density  Fill,  then  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  5  (a)  of  this  by-Law  may  be  omitted,  but  the  provisions  of  paragraph  5(b)  and  5(c) 
must  be  complied  with. 

3.  Temporary  Patches 

I  a.  Bituminous  Concrete 

Following  proper  Compaction,  a  Temporary  Patch  which  shall  be  the  thickness  of  the  existing 
asphalt  pavement  or  a  minimum  of  four  inches  whichever  is  greater  shall  be  applied.  It  shall 
consist  of  either  Cold  Patch  or  bituminous  concrete  plant-mixed  hot  asphalt  aggregate.  (See 
Diagrams) 

b.  Temporary  Patch  to  be  maintained  for  one  year. 

A  Temporary  Patch  that  has  been  back-filled  and  Compacted  shall  be  maintained  by  the  Permit 
Holder  or  Contractor  so  that  the  patched  surface  and  the  surrounding  area  remain  a  single  smooth 
|  unbroken  plane  for  a  period  of  time  no  shorter  than  one  year  after  placement  of  the  Temporary 
Patch. 


4.  Permanent  Patches 

Except  when  installed  over  Controlled  Density  Fill  as  described  in  paragraph  2  above,  Permanent 
Patches  shall  be  installed  not  less  than  twelve  nor  more  than  eighteen  months  from  the  date  of 
installation  of  the  Temporary  Patch.Upon  request  by  the  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor,  the 
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Awarding  Authority  Representative  will  inspect  the  Temporary  Patch  and  determine  if  final 
settlement  of  the  trench  has  occurred.  The  Awarding  Authority  Representative  will  notify  the 
Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  within  seven  days  of  the  inspection  whether  the  Permanent  Patch 
can  be  installed.  Public  Utilities  or  municipal  departments  may  schedule  Permanent  Patches  to 
replace  all  Temporary  Patches  then  within  the  Permanent  Patch  Window  without  receiving  prior 
approval  from  the  Awarding  Authority  but  must  give  the  Awarding  Authority  and  its 
Representative  not  less  than  seventy-two  hours  prior  notice. 

A  Permanent  Patch  shall  consist  of  one  of  the  following:  a)  cold  planing  the  Temporary  Patch  to 
a  depth  of  one  and  one-half  inches  and  then  installing  a  minimum  of  one  and  one  half  inches  of 
top  course  of  bituminous  concrete,  or  b)  the  excavation  of  the  Temporary  Patch  in  a  bituminous 
concrete  Public  Way  and  replacement  of  this  material  with  any  additional  processed  gravel 
needed  and  two  and  one  half  inches  of  base  course  and  one  and  one-half  inches  of  top  course  of 
bituminous  concrete  (See  Diagrams  1  and  2)  or  (c)  application  of  the  Infra-Red  Process  to  the 
Temporary  Patch,  or  d)  the  certification  by  the  Awarding  Authority  Representative  made  during 
the  Permanent  Patch  Window  that  the  Temporary  Patch  in  his  reasonable  judgment  meets  fully 
the  standard  of  a  Permanent  Patch  and  thus  requires  no  further  work. 

a.  Cold  Planing 

If  the  cold  planing  method  is  used,  the  area  to  be  cold  planed  must  extend  at  least  twelve  (12) 
inches  beyond  all  sides  of  the  existing  Temporary  Patch.  (See  Diagram  2)  This  area  must  be  cold 
planed  to  a  depth  of  one  and  one-half  inches.  Any  broken  or  irregular  edges  of  existing  pavement 
shall  be  cut  away  in  straight  lines  leaving  a  sound  vertical  face  at  least  twelve  (12)  inches  back 
from  all  edges  of  the  existing  pavement.  The  Permit  Holder  must  provide  a  dust  control  system 
capable  of  complying  with  environmental  air  quality  standards  during  cold  planing  and  sweep 
the  Public  Way  following  completion  of  the  cold  planing  work.  All  abutting  edges  of  the  existing 
pavement  will  be  painted  with  an  asphalt  emulsion  immediately  prior  to  the  placement  of  the 
Permanent  Patch.  The  Permanent  Patch  will  consist  of  the  application  of  a  top  course  of  a 
minimum  of  one  and  one-half  inches  of  bituminous  concrete  plant-mixed  hot  asphalt  aggregate. 
After  raking  and  rolling,  the  grade  of  the  Permanent  Patch  shall  match  the  existing  bituminous 
surface  of  adjacent  pavement  The  finished  Permanent  Patch  shall  be  level  having  no 
depressions  retaining  water  on  any  of  the  surface.  All  seams  of  the  finished  perimeter  shall  be 
sealed  with  penetrating  asphalt  emulsion. 

b.  Excavation 

Any  Temporary  Patch  that  has  been  patched  with  Cold  Patch  must  be  excavated  and  replaced 
with  a  bituminous  concrete  base  in  accordance  with  this  paragraph.  If  the  excavation  method  is 
chosen  and  if  additional  cutting  of  the  existing  pavement  is  required, 

it  shall  be  done  in  neat  straight  lines.  Any  broken  or  irregular  edges  of  existing  pavement  shall 
be  cut  away  in  straight  lines  leaving  a  sound  vertical  face  at  least  twelve  (12)  inches  back  from 
all  edges  of  the  existing  pavement.  (See  Diagram  1  and  3).  All  abutting  edges  of  the  existing 
pavement  shall  be  painted  with  an  asphalt  emulsion  immediately  prior  to  the  placement  of  the 
Permanent  Patch.  The  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall  remove  and  dispose  of  all  excavated 
material  and  thoroughly  compact  the  surface  of  the  sub-base. 
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Following  excavation  the  Permanent  Patch  shall  consist  of  a  bituminous  concrete  base  and  top 
laid  and  rolled  in  two  (2)  courses.  The  binder  (base  course)  shall  be  a  minimum  of  two  and  one 
half  (2  1/2)  inches  in  depth  and  the  top  course  shall  be  one  and  one  half  (1  1/2)  inches  in  depth. 
The  minimum  total  thickness  of  both  courses,  measured  after  rolling,  shall  be  four  (4)  inches  or 
equal  to  the  material  that  was  previously  excavated.  If  after  compaction,  more  than  four  inches 
of  Permanent  Patch  is  needed  in  order  to  restore  the  excavated  area  to  finish  grade,  additional 
bituminous  concrete  shall  be  used  in  the  base  course.  The  base  course  shall  be  placed  and 
carefully  raked  and  thoroughly  rolled  to  the  required  thickness.  The  top  course  shall  be  placed  to 
a  grade  that  will  match  the  existing  bituminous  surface  after  rolling.  All  seams  of  the  finished 
perimeter  shall  be  sealed  with  penetrating  asphalt  emulsion.  The  finished  Permanent  Patch  shall 
be  level  having  no  depressions  retaining  water  on  any  of  the  surface. 

c.  Infra-Red  Process 

If  the  Infra-Red  Process  is  utilized  to  install  the  Permanent  Patch,  the  area  to  be  repaired  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  to  eliminate  all  potential  contaminants.  An  infrared  heater  shall  be 
positioned  over  the  area  to  be  repaired  for  a  period  of  time  required  to  plasticize  the  existing 
pavement  to  a  depth  of  one  and  one  half  inches.  Oxidation  of  the  pavement  caused  by  improper 
heating  techniques  must  be  avoided.  If  this  condition  occurs,  all 

oxidized  material  must  be  removed  and  replaced  with  Class  I  bituminous  concrete  meeting  the 
Standard  Specifications  of  the  Mass.  Highway  Dept. 

The  softened  area  shall  be  inwardly  reworked  from  approximately  one  foot  beyond  all  sides  of 
the  original  Temporary  Patch.  This  designated  area  shall  be  treated  with  a  penetrating  asphalt 
emulsion,  uniformly  scarified  and  raked  to  a  workable  condition.  For  street  crossings  and/or 
trenches  with  jogs,  the  reworked  area  will  be  extended  beyond  the  outermost  jog  in  a  straight  line 
parallel  with  the  opposite  outermost  jog.  Under  no  circumstances  may  the  infrared  heat  treatable 
patching  mix  that  is  used  register  a  temperature  under  200  degrees  F. 
After  the  paving  mixture  has  been  properly  admixed  and  raked  to  grade,  compacting  shall  be 
obtained  by  use  of  a  steel-wheeled  roller  of  sufficient  weight  to  establish  a  uniform  density 
comparable  to  that  of  the  surrounding  pavement  surface  within  the  work  area.  The  finished 
Permanent  Patch  shall  be  level  having  no  depressions  retaining  water  on  any  of  the  surface.  All 
seams  of  the  finished  perimeter  shall  be  sealed  with  penetraing  asphalt  emulsion. 

A  petroleum  resin  sealant  shall  be  applied  consistently  to  the  entire  heated  area  by  mechanical 
means  or  hand  application  at  an  approximate  rate  between  .1  and  .25  gallons  per  square  yard. 
Actual  rate  will  be  determined  on  site  by  an  approved  absorption  test  method.  A  mineral  filler 
will  then  be  broadcast  over  the  newly  sealed  area  to  absorb  any  excess  liquid  and  prevent 
tracking  and  the  area  immediately  opened  to  traffic. 

d.  Certification 

If  a  Permit  Holder  seeks  to  qualify  a  Temporary  Patch  as  a  Permanent  Patch,  it  must  make  the 
application  for  inspection  set  out  above  and  specify  in  it  its  request  for  certification.  The 
Awarding  Authority  Representative  will  notify  the  Permit  Holder  within  thirty  days  of  the 
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request  whether  the  Temporary  Patch  has  been  certified  as  a  Permanent  Patch.  If  it  is  not  so 
certified,  the  Permit  Holder  shall  forthwith  cause  a  Permanent  Patch  utilizing  one  of  the  three 
remaining  methods  set  out  above  to  be  utilized. 

e.  Newly  Paved  Roads 

On  Newly  Paved  Roads,  the  Awarding  Authority  Representative  may  require  in  addition  to  the 
placement  of  the  Permanent  Patch,  that  the  Permanent  Patch  shall  be  treated  by  a  process  (infra- 
red, microwave  or  equivalent)  that  will  ensure  that  the  Permanent  Patch  is  integrated  into  the 
existing  bituminous  surface  in  a  seamless  manner. 

f.  Final  Inspection  of  Permanent  Patch 

Following  completion  of  the  Permanent  Patch,  the  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  Awarding  Authority  Representative  who  shall  inspect  the  Permanent  Patch.  If  the 
Awarding  Authority  Representative  is  satisfied  that  the  road  has  been 

restored  to  as  good  a  condition  as  existed  prior  to  the  Street  Opening  Work,  he  shall  so  note  on 
the  Street  Opening  Permit  and  any  Refundable  Deposit  securing  that  Street  Opening  Work  shall 
be  refunded  promptly  to  Applicant.  If  the  Awarding  Authority  Representative  determines  that 
the  Permit  Holder  is  in  Default,  the  Awarding  Authority  may  proceed  in  accordance  with 
Paragraph  XIII,  Remedies,  of  this  By-Law. 

5.  Special  Rules  for  Cement  Concrete  Roadways 

Any  excavation  in  a  cement  concrete  Public  Way  or  Public  Way  with  a  cement  concrete  base 
with  a  bituminous  concrete  surface  shall  be  backfilled  as  described  in  paragraph  2  and 
Temporarily  Patched  as  described  in  paragraph  3.  Immediatly  prior  to  the  installation  of  a 
Permanent  Patch,  the  following  shall  be  done: 

(a)  the  Temporary  Patch  and  sufficient  back-filled  material  shall  be  removed. 

(b)  a  six-inch  reinforced  concrete  slab  shall  be  laid  over  the  back-filled  trench  extending  one  (1 ) 
foot  beyond  all  edges  of  the  trench  surface  and  allowing  for  four  (4)  inches  of  bituminous 
concrete  to  be  installed  above  the  slab.  The  slab  shall  have  steel  reinforcing  for  tensile  strength 
in  accordance  with  good  engineering  practices.  The  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  shall  install  a 
temporary  heavy  duty  steel  plate  adequate  to  carry  heavy  traffic  over  the  trench  until  the  concrete 
slab  shall  have  adequately  cured. 

(c)  once  the  concrete  slab  shall  have  cured,  there  shall  be  installed  a  four  (4)  inch  layer  of 
bituminous  concrete  applied  in  a  two  and  one-half  inch  base  course  and  a  one  and  one-half  inch 
top  course  all  in  accordance  with  Diagram  3  and  generally  in  accordance  with  this  By-Law. 

6.  Shoulders 

Suitable  excavated  material  shall  be  placed  in  layers  not  to  exceed  six  (6)  inches  in  depth  and 
Compacted.  Shoulders  shall  be  re-constructed  to  their  existing  condition  and  either  loamed  with 
six  (6)  inches  of  loam,  limed,  fertilized  and  seeded  with  roadside  grass  mix  or  covered  with  four 
(4)  inches  of  wood  chips  as  directed  by  the  Awarding  Authority  Representative. 
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7.  Sidewalks 

Any  excavation  in  a  concrete  or  bituminous  concrete  sidewalk  shall  require  that  the  entire 
sidewalk  area  containing  the  trench  be  replaced.  Any  concrete  sidewalk  section  that  is  excavated 
or  damaged  by  the  excavation  must  be  replaced  in  its  entirety.  Suitable  excavated  material  or 
gravel  shall  be  placed  in  layers  not  to  exceed  six  (6)  inches  in  depth  and  Compacted.  All 
sidewalk  areas  will  be  installed  by  the  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor  in  conformance  with  the 
ADA  and  the  Architectural  Access  Board  Regulations  currently  in  effect.  Bituminous  concrete 
sidewalks  shall  have  two  courses  (two  inches  of  binder  and  one  inch  of  top)  of  bituminous 
concrete  plant-mixed  hot  asphalt  aggregate  applied  to  and  rolled  to  create  a  pavement  surface 
consistent  with  the  adjacent  bituminous  concrete  surface.  Concrete  sidewalks  shall  have  four 
inches  of  poured  concrete  applied  to  finish  grade.  The  concrete  shall  be  placed  in  alternate  slabs 
9  meters  in  length  except  as  otherwise  ordered.  The  slabs  shall  be  separated  by  transverse  pre- 
formed expansion  joint  filler  13  millimeters  in  thickness.  Concrete  driveway  openings  shall  have 
six  inches  of  poured  concrete  applied  to  finish  grade.  Pre-formed  expansion  joints  will  be 
installed  against  buildings,  walls,  steps,  foundations  or  existing  concrete  block. 

8.  Curb  and  Berm 

Any  curbing  or  berm  which  is  damaged  or  removed  as  part  of  the  Street  Opening  Work  shall  be 
properly  replaced  in  kind.  The  use  of  cast-in-place  concrete  curbing  is  prohibited. 
All  salvageable  granite  curb  that  is  removed  from  the  Public  Way  and  is  excess  is  the  property  of 
the  Town  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Highway  Department  by  the  Permit  Holder  or  Contractor. 

9.  Wheelchair  Ramps 

Existing  wheelchair  ramps  which  are  damaged  or  removed  under  Street  Opening  Work  shall  be 
reconstructed  in  kind  and  in  conformance  with  the  ADA  and  the  Architectural  Access  Board 
Regulations  that  are  currently  in  effect. 

10.  Curb  Cuts 

Any  curb  cut  within  a  Public  Way  cannot  exceed  the  following  dimensions  unless  specifically 
approved  by  the  Awarding  Authority  Representative: 

Single  Family  Dwelling-  16  feet 
Multi-  family  Dwelling-  1 8  feet 
Two  Family  Dwelling-  1 8  feet 
Commercial  Property-  24  feet 

Driveway  entrances  into  Public  Ways  must  butt  into  and  not  overlap  the  edge  of  the  existing 
roadway  hardened  surface.  The  driveway  must  be  graded  in  such  a  manner  that  no  ponding  of 
water  occurs  within  the  Public  way  and  in  accordance  with  the  Architectural  Access  Board 
Regulations.  Driveways  shall  not  be  located  on  small  radius  curves  and  shall  be  positioned  as  to 
provide  maximum  sight  distance  and  safety. 

XII.  SUSPENSION  AND  REVOCATION 
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The  Awarding  Authority  or  Awarding  Authority  Representative,  if  it  believes  a  Default  has 
occurred,  can  suspend  immediately  for  up  to  21  days  a  Street  Opening  Permit  by  communicating 
such  suspension  to  any  of  the  Permit  Holder,  Licensed  Contractor,  or  any  of  their  respective 
representatives  at  the  job  site. 

The  Awarding  Authority  may  revoke  a  Street  Opening  Permit  granted  hereunder  after  notice  and 
hearing  if  it  shall  reasonably  determine  that  a  Default  has  occurred.  Permit  Holder  shall  be  given 
not  less  than  five  days  prior  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
the  hearing  and  shall  have  the  opportunity  at  the  hearing  to  present  evidence.  Any  person 
aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Awarding  Authority  may  appeal  such  decision  to  the  appropriate 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  or  to  the  extent  applicable  law  provides,  to  the  Department  of 
Telecommunications  and  Energy. 

XIII.  REMEDIES 

If  a  Permit  Holder  or  Licensed  Contractor  shall  be  in  Default  as  defined  herein,  the  Awarding 
Authority  may: 

1 .  Suspend  or  revoke  the  Street  Opening  Permit  as  provided  in  XII  above.  If  the  Street  Opening 
Work  has  commenced  but  is  not  completed  at  the  time  of  a  suspension  or 

revocation,  the  Awarding  Authority  can  order  the  Street  Opening  Work  to  be  completed 
by  another  Licensed  Contractor  the  cost  of  which  is  paid  for  from  the  Permit  Holder's 
Refundable  Deposit  Account  or  by  Permit  Holder  if  the  Refundable  Deposit  is  insufficient  or 
does  not  exist. 

2.  Suspend  or  revoke  the  Licensed  Contractor's  Public  Works  Construction  License  pursuant  to 
the  Public  works  Construction  by-law. 

3.  Assert  the  Town's  legal  remedies.

L  INTRODUCTION 

From  time  to  time,  it  is  necessary  to  excavate  a  Public  Way  in  order  to  install,  repair,  or 
remove  utilities  or  install  or  realign  a  driveway  with  the  possibility  of  removing 
curbing  and/or  fencing.  It  is  desirable  that  persons  working  in  or  under  a  Public 
Way  are  maintained  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  all  persons  traveling  on 
them.  This  by-law  is  adopted  under  authority  granted  by  M.G.L.  Chapter  40, 
section  21. 

II.  DEFINITIONS 

Awarding  Authority:  The  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  has 
authority  to  exercise  the  powers  granted  by  this  by-law. 

Awarding  Authority  Representative:  That  municipal  officer  or  employee  to  whom  the 
Awarding  Authority  in  a  writing  has  delegated  some  of  it's  powers  hereunder  so 
that  the  process  of  license  granting  and  administration  will  proceed  expeditiously. 

Highway  Department:  The  municipal  agency  generally  responsible  for  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  public  ways  within  the  municipality. 

License  Applicant:  Any  person  or  entity  in  the  general  contracting  business,  qualified  to 
do  business  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  who  wishes  to  perform  Street 
Opening  Work  in  a  Public  Way  either  as  a  Permit  Holder  or  as  agent  for  one  or 
more  Permit  Holders. 

License  Application  Fee:  An  annual  $50.00  non-refundable  fee  payable  in  cash  or  by 
check  made  payable  to  the  Awarding  Authority  each  time  a  License  Application 
or  renewal  is  filed. 

Licensed  Contractor:  A  contractor  who  holds  a  current  and  valid  Public  Works 
Construction  License  issued  by  the  Awarding  Authority. 

Permit  Holder:  an  "Applicant"  as  defined  in  the  Street  Opening  by-laws  to  whom  a 
Street  Opening  Permit  has  been  granted. 

Public  Way:  Any  road,  including  such  appurtenances  as  berms,  curbs,  drains,  sewers, 

water  mains,  sidewalks  and  paved  and  unpaved  shoulders  within  the  paper  lay-out 
to  which  the  public  has  access  and  the  Town  is  responsible  for  maintaining.  Also 
referred  to  as  a  Street. 
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Public  Works  Construction  License:  That  license  required  of  certain  persons  or  entities 
who  wish  to  perform  street  opening  work  in  Public  Ways. 

Street  Opening  Permit:  A  permit  granted  pursuant  to  the  Street  Opening  By-aw 
conferring  permission  to  do  street  opening  work  in  a  Public  Way. 

Street  Opening  Work:  Any  cutting,  excavating,  compacting,  construction,  repair  or  other 
disturbance  in  or  under  a  Public  Way  together  with  restoration  of  the  Public  Way 
in  accordance  with  the  Street  Opening  by-law  following  such  disturbance,  but 
excluding  the  location  or  relocation  of  utility  poles  for  which  a  grant  of  location 
has  been  obtained  pursuan  to  M.G.L.  Chapter  166,  section  27. 

Violation:  The  failure  of  the  Licensed  Contractor,  it's  employees,  agents  and 

subcontractors  to  (i)  comply  fully  with  any  or  all  provisions  of  this  by-law,  the 
Street  Opening  by-law,  and  any  Street  Opening  Permits  or  supplemental 
instructions,  the  Town's  General  By-laws  or  other  applicable  law,  or  (ii)  to  keep 
its  Certificate  of  Insurance  in  full  force  and  effect. 

III.  GENERAL 

No  person  or  entity  may  become  Licensed  Contractor  unless  it  shall: 

1 .  be  in  the  general  contracting  business,  and 

2.  be  qualified  to  do  business  in  the  Commonwealth,  and 

3.  be  qualified,  in  the  reasonable  judgement  of  the  Awarding  Authority,  by 
experience,  training  of  personnel,  financial  resources,  and  previously 
demonstrated,  satisfactory  performance  of  the  entity,  and/or  those  individuals, 
who  control  it,  to  perform  Street  Opening  Work  in  Public  Ways  in  the 
municipality,  and 

4.  have  completed  the  licensing  process  described  below. 

A  License  Applicant  may  demonstrate  its  compliance  with  (3)  above  by  presenting  to  the 
Awarding  Authority  evidence  that  it  holds  a  current  "Pre-Qualification  Rating" 
issued  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  pursuant  to  720  CMR  5.00 
which,  in  the  reasonable  judgement  of  the  Awarding  Authority,  is  sufficient  in 
terms  of  Class  of  Work,  Maximum  Capacity  Rating  and  Single  Capacity  Rating 
(all  as  defined  in  720  CVMR  5.00)  to  demonstrate  sufficient  capacity  to  perform 
anticipated  Street  Opening  Work.  A  License  Applicant  whose  Public  Works 
Construction  License  has  been  suspended  or  revoked  in  the  three  year  period 
preceding  the  date  of  the  current  application  may  not  demonstrate  compliance 
with  (3)  above  using  this  method. 

Public  Works  Construction  Licenses  are  valid  from  the  date  issued  until  December  3 1  of 
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the  year  in  which  issued  unless  sooner  suspended  or  revoked.  A  Public  Works 
Construction  License  must  be  renewed  each  year. 

IV.  APPLICATION  PROCEDURE 

The  License  Applicant  shall  file  on  forms  designated  by  the  Awarding  Authority  a  completed 
and  signed  application  at  the  offices  of  the  Awarding  Authority  (with  a  copy 
delivered  to  the  Highway  Department).  The  License  Application  shall  be 
accompanied  by  any  and  all  certificates,  certificates  of  insurance  demonstrating 
compliance  with  (V)  hereafter,  and  other  items  specified  in  the  Application  or 
reasonably  requested  by  the  Awarding  Authority.  It  shall  also  be  accompanied 
either  by  evidence  that  License  Applicant  is  currently  and  appropriately  "pre- 
qualified"  pursuant  to  72-  CMR  5.00  or  by  such  evidence  of  License  Applicant's 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  III  (3)  above  as  Awarding  Authority  reasonably 
may  require.  The  License  Application  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  License 
Application  Fee. 

The  Highway  Department  shall  promptly  review  the  Application  and  make  written 
recommendations  thereon. 

The  Awarding  Authority  shall  make  a  prompt  determination  on  the  License  Application 
in  accordance  with  the  standards  set  out  in  III  above. 

If  the  License  Application  is  favorably  considered,  a  Public  Works  Construction  License 
shall  promptly  issue.  If  the  License  Application  is  not  favorably  considered, 
Awarding  Authority  shall  communicate  in  writing  to  License  Applicant  the 
reasons  its  application  was  not  favorably  considered.  The  Awarding  Authority 
may  establish  streamlined  procedures  for  renewal  applications. 

V.  INSURANCE 

Each  Licensed  Contractor  shall  acquire  and  continually  maintain  while  licensed 

hereunder  liability  insurance  coverage  on  all  personnel  and  equipment  to  be  used 
in  the  Street  Opening  Work  which  insurance  is  to  be  with  insurance  companies 
licensed  to  do  business  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  shall  contain 
the  following  coverage  and  be  in  the  following  minimum  amounts: 

Commercial  General  Liability  Insurance  including  operators,  independent  contractors, 
complete  operations,  XCU  hazards,  broad  form  property  damage  and  personal 
injury. 
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General  aggregate:  $1 .500,000.00 
Products  and  complete  operations: 

Aggregate  $1,000,000.00 

Each  occurrence  $  1 ,000,000.00 

Combined  single  limit  $2,000,000.00 

Automobile  Liability  Insurance  -  Covers  owned,  non-owned  &  hired  vehicles. 

Bodily  Injury  Liability  $  500,000.00  each  person 

$1,000,000.00  each  accident 
Property  Damage  Liability  $  300,000.00  each  accident 

Combined  Single  Limit  $2,000,000.00 

The  Licensee  agrees  to  maintain  at  the  Licensee's  expense  all  insurance  required  by  law 
for  its  employees,  including  disability,  workers  compensation  and  unemployment 
compensation. 

Certificates  of  Insurance  shall  provide  for  at  least  thirty  (30)  days'  notice  to  the  Awarding 
Authority  of  cancellation  or  material  change.  The  name  of  the  Awarding 
Authority  shall  be  listed  as  an  additional  insured  on  the  Certificate  of  insurance  to 
be  provided  by  the  Applicant.  The  Awarding  Authority  is  not  responsible  for  any 
loss  or  damage  whatsoever  to  the  property  of  the  Licensee. 

VI.  SUSPENSION  AND  REVOCATION 

The  Awarding  Authority  or  Representative,  if  it  believes  a  violation  has  occurred,  can 
suspend  immediately  for  up  to  21  days  a  Public  Works  Construction  License  by 
communicating  such  suspension  to  Licensed  Contractor  or  any  of  its 
representatives  at  the  job  site. 

The  Awarding  Authority  may  revoke  a  Public  Works  Construction  License  granted 

hereunder  after  notice  and  hearing  if  it  shall  reasonably  determine  that  a  violation 
of  this  by-law  has  occurred.  Licensed  Contractor  shall  be  given  not  less  than  five 
days  prior  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  and  shall  have  the 
opportunity  at  the  hearing  to  present  evidence.  No  License  Applicant  may  re- 
apply for  a  Public  Works  Construction  License  during  the  twelve  month  period 
following  a  revocation.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Awarding 
Authority  may  appeal  such  decision  to  the  appropriate  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction.

any  action  relative  thereto.

LAWS SET  FORTH  IN  ARTICLE  XXVI  OF  THE  TOWN'S  GENERAL 
BY-LAWS,  BY  ADDING  PROVISIONS  TO  REGULATE 
COMMUNICATIONS  TOWERS. 
ITEM  1. 

8.4.  WIRELESS  COMMUNICATION  FACILITIES 

8.4.1  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  Section  is  to  rninimize  the  visual  and  environmental 

impacts  of  wireless  communications  facilities  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Federal  Telecommunications  Act  of  1996.  The  Section  enables  the  review  and 
approval  of  wireless  communications  facilities  by  the  Town's  Planning  Board  in 
keeping  with  existing  by-laws  and  historic  development  patterns.  It  establishes 
reasonable  regulations  and  standards  which  are  intended  to  preserve  the  safety, 
character,  appearance,  property  values,  natural  resources  and  historic  sites  of  the 
Town;  to  mitigate  any  adverse  visual  effects  through  proper  design,  location  and 
screening  of  facilities  to  reduce  the  need  for  new  facilities. 

8.4.2  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  Section,  the  following  words  shall  have  the  following 

meanings: 

a.  Wireless  Communications  Facility.  A  structure,  including  a  tower,  antenna, 

monopole,  satellite  dish,  or  other  similar  devices  and  accessory  structures,  built 
for  the  providing  of  wireless  communications  services.  A  wireless 
communications  facility  may  include  accessory  mechanical,  electronic  or 
telephone  equipment  necessary  to  operate  such  facility. 

b.  Wireless  Communications  Services.  The  communications  services  provided  for  radio, 

television,  cellular  telephone,  personal  communications,  and  enhanced  specialized 
mobile  radio  via  wireless  communications  facilities. 

8.4.3  Applicability.  This  Section  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  apply  to  all 

wireless  communications  facilities,  including  any  modifications  made  thereto. 
This  Section  shall  not  prohibit  the  construction  or  use  of  an  antenna  structure  by  a 
federally  licensed  amateur  radio  operator,  but  may  reasonably  regulate  the 
location  and  height  of  such  antenna  structures  for  the  purposes  of  health,  safety,  or 
aesthetics,  provided,  however,  that  such  regulation  reasonably  allows  for 
sufficient  height  of  such  antenna  structures  so  as  to  effectively  accommodate 
amateur  radio  communications  by  federally  licensed  amateur  radio  operators. 
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8.4.4  Location.  All  land  located  in  the  Industrial  Zoning  District. 


8.4.5  Special  Permit.  No  wireless  communications  facility  shall  be  erected  or  installed 
unless  a  Special  Permit  therefor  has  been  granted  by  the  Planning  Board,  as  the 
Special  Permit  Granting  Authority.  Any  extension,  addition,  modification,  or 
replacement  of  an  existing  facility  shall  also  require  the  issuance  of  a  Special  Permit 
from  the  Planning  Board. 

8.4.6  General  Requirements.  The  following  are  the  general  requirements  for  the 
construction  and  erection  of  wireless  communications  facilities: 

a.  Any  tower  shall  be  set  back  from  property  lines  a  distance  at  least  equal  to  the 
height  of  the  tower. 

b.  The  clearing  of  natural  vegetation  shall  be  limited  to  that  which  is  necessary  for 
the  construction,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  the  tower. 

c.  Night  lighting  shall  be  prohibited  unless  required  by  Federal  authorities  and  shall 
be  the  minimum  necessary. 

d.  No  tower  or  other  structure  shall  be  more  than  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  feet 
above  the  natural  grade  unless  a  greater  height  is  specifically  permitted  by  the  Special 
Permit  Granting  Authority. 

e.  The  shared  use  of  towers  and  the  co-location  of  communication  devises  is 
encouraged.  All  towers  constructed  as  principal  uses  shall  be  designed  to 
accommodate  the  maximum  number  of  communications  facilities  possible. 

f.  Wherever  feasible,  wireless  communications  facilities  shall  be  located  on  existing 
towers  or  other  nonresidential  structures,  minimizing  the  construction  of  new  towers. 

g.  Wireless  communications  facilities  placed  on  existing  buildings  shall  be 
camouflaged  or  screened  and  designed  to  be  harmonious  and  architecturally 
compatible  with  the  building.  No  facility  shall  project  more  than  five  (5)  feet  above 
the  existing  roofline  of  the  building.  Any  equipment  associated  with  the  facility  shall 
be  located  within  the  building. 

h.  Towers  and  facilities  shall  be  painted  a  neutral,  non-reflective  color  designed  to 
blend  with  the  surrounding  environment. 

i.  A  facility  shall  not  be  erected  nearer  to  a  residential  lot  line  than  the  height  of  the 
tower  permitted  in  the  Special  Permit. 

j.  Antennas  shall  be  situated  on  a  structure  in  such  a  manner  as  to  screen  them  from 
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visibility  from  abutting  streets  or  shall  be  located  and  landscaped  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  minimize  their  visibility  from  abutting  streets  and  residences  and  to  limit  the 
need  to  remove  existing  vegetation.  All  equipment  shall  be  colored,  molded  and/or 
installed  to  blend  into  the  structure  and/or  the  landscape. 

k.  Antennas  or  dishes  located  on  a  structure  shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  feet  above  the 
level  or  its  attachment  to  the  structure. 

I.  No  structure  shall  extend  in  a  horizontal  distance  from  the  centerline  of  the  tower 
more  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  without  approval  of  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority. 

m.  There  shall  be  no  signs,  except  for  announcement  signs,  no  trespassing  signs,  and 
a  required  sign  giving  a  phone  number  where  the  owner  can  be  reached  on  a  twenty- 
four  (24)  hour  basis.  All  signs  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law 
governing  signs  which  are  contained  in  Section  6.6. 

n.  At  its  discretion,  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  require  the  applicant, 
at  some  time  between  the  submittal  of  the  Special  permit  application  and  the  date  of 
the  public  hearing  to  be  held  thereon,  to  simulate  the  proposed  wireless 
communications  facility  at  the  proposed  location,  through  the  use  of  some 
appropriate  devise.  Notice  of  the  time  of  the  proposed  simulation  shall  be  given  to 
the  public. 

8.4.7  Procedure  for  Special  Permit.  An  application  for  a  Special  Permit  under  the 

provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  set 
forth  in  Section  7.5.2  of  this  by-law. 

8.4.8  Site  Plan.  The  application  for  a  Special  Permit  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  site  plan 

prepared  and  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  7.2.  of  this 
by-law. 

8.4.9  Considerations  for  Approval  of  a  Special  Permit.  In  addition  to  the  findings 

required  by  Section  7.5.3.  of  this  by-law,  the  Special  permit  Granting  Authority 
shall  find  as  follows  before  approving  an  application  of  a  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  shall  find  as  follows  before  approving  an  application  of  a  Special 
Permit: 

a.  The  location  of  the  tower  or  device  is  suitable,  and  the  size,  height,  and  design 
are  the  minimum  necessary  for  the  purpose. 

b.  The  proposed  tower  or  device  will  not  adversely  impact  historic  structures  or  scenic 
views. 
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c.  There  are  no  feasible  alternatives  to  the  location  of  the  proposed  tower  or  device, 

including  co-location,  that  would  minimize  their  impact. 

d.  The  proposed  tower  or  device  is  in  compliance  with  Federal  and  State  requirements 

regarding  aviation  safety. 

8.4.0  Abandonment  or  Discontinuance  of  Use.  All  unused  towers  or  parts  thereof, 

including  accessory  structures,  shall  be  removed  within  one  (1)  year  of  cessation 
of  use,  and  the  property  shall  be  restored  to  substantially  the  same  condition  as  it 
was  in  prior  to  the  erection  of  the  tower.  All  unused  towers  or  parts  thereof, 
including  accessory  structures,  which  have  not  been  used  for  two  (2)  years  and 
have  not  been  removed  may  be  dismantled  and  removed  and  the  site  restored  by 
the  Town,  and  the  cost  of  such  removal  and  restoration  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town 
by  the  Owner.  A  bond  to  cover  the  cost  of  such  removal  and  restoration  shall  be 
posted  by  the  applicant  in  an  amount  determined  by  the  Planning  Board  at  the 
time  of  the  granting  of  a  Special  Permit. 

Item  2.  Amend  Section  4.4,  the  Table  of  use  Regulations,  by  deleting  the  present  item 
number  7  under  the  heading  "Commercial  and  Industrial  Uses"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  as  item  number  7: 

"7  Wireless  Communications  Facility    N         N  SPG* 

*  Wireless  communications  facilities  are  also  permitted  by  Special  Permit  on  land  owned 
by  the  Town  as  is  provided  for  in  Section  8.4.4.  hereof."

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To  the  residents  of  West  Bridgewater,  we,  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  submit  this 
annual  report  of  our  activities  for  1998. 

Twenty-four  (24)  regular  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  course  of  the  year.  One 
Special  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  getting  acquainted  with  the  new  Zoning  Bylaws  and 
the  Use  of  the  Site  Plan  Regulations.  There  were  seven  (7)  Form-A  plans  approved  and  two  (2) 
denied.  The  Planning  Board  approved  one  (1)  subdivision  with  two  (2)  lots.  Presently,  the 
Planning  Board  has  nine  (9)  subdivisions  under  construction  in  various  stages  of  completion  and 
one  (1)  subdivision  completed.  Eleven  (11)  new  site  plans  have  been  reviewed,  along  with  three

The  School  District  is  moving  in  a  most  positive  direction.  We  continue  to  provide  a  program  of  quality  education, 
which  emphasizes  school/community  climate,  effective  schools  and  the  pursuit  of  individual  talents. 

Many,  many  exciting  programs  and  events  took  place  including  the  development  of  a  Strategic  Plan.  The  purpose  of 
the  plan  is  to  establish  direction  for  improvements  in  the  district  and  provide  a  clear  focus  for  future  pursuits. 

The  plan  was  developed  by  a  32  member  planning  committee  consisting  of  teachers,  administrators,  parents, 
government  leaders,  business  representatives  and  community  members.  During  the  intensive  workshops,  the  team 
analyzed  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  school  district  and  the  impact  of  external  forces  such  as  population 
data,  economic  and  social  trends,  technology  developments  and  political  events.  Using  this  vital  information  as  a 
guide,  the  team  reached  consensus  and  developed  a  mission  statement,  belief  statements,  goals  and  objectives,  and  a 
vision  statement,  which  will  serve  as  a  blueprint  for  the  next  five  years.

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Report  of  the  West  Bridgewater  Middle/Senior  High  School 


The  Mission  of  West  Bridgewater  Middle/Senior  High  School  is  to  provide  a  safe  supportive  learning  environment 
in  which  each  student  will  acquire  the  knowledge,  skills,  and  values  necessary  to  become  a  life-long  learner  and 
responsible  citizen  in  our  diverse  and  changing  society. 

During  the  1997-98  school  year,  412  students  were  enrolled  in  grades  7-12  at  the  Middle/Senior  High  School.  On 
June  7,  1998,  55  seniors  received  their  diplomas  at  graduation.  Of  those  graduates,  93%  furthered  their  studies  in  a 
post-secondary  setting.  The  Class  of  1998  also  participated  in  the  Community  Service  Learning  Program.  Members 
of  the  Class  of  1998  performed  hours  of  community  service  as  part  of  their  Contemporary  American  Issues  (CAI) 
curriculum.  This  was  a  rewarding  and  mutually  beneficial  endeavor. 

Our  Middle/Senior  High  School  has  been  recognized  by  the  New  England  School  Development  Council  (NESDEC) 
for  its  schedule  and  programs  regarding  enhancing  teaching  and  learning  through  time.  Educators  throughout  New 
England  have  visited  our  school  to  view  our  model  programs. 

At  the  middle  school  level,  students  from  Bridgewater  State  College  and  Stonehill  College  visit  our  classrooms  and 
observe  our  middle  teachers  at  work.  This  is  part  of  an  ongoing  partnership  between  Bridgewater  State  College,  and 
West  Bridgewater  Middle/Senior  High  School.  Observations  of  varied  teaching  methodologies  and  programs  are 
central  to  Bridgewater  State's  middle  level  educators'  certification  process. 

The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  1 8  month  school  self  evaluation  process  draws  to  a  close  as 
the  school  welcomes  and  is  prepared  for  the  re-accreditation  visit  in  March  of  1999.  The  administration,  faculty, 
and  staff  have  diligently  prepared  for  the  upcoming  re-accreditation  team  visit,  which  will  test  the  extent  of  our 
adherence  to  NEASC  standards. 

The  school-to-career  program  was  integrated  into  the  curriculum.  Eight  students  enrolled  in  Academic  Internship 
Programs  for  the  1998-99  academic  year.  Greater  internship  possibilities  are  expected  in  the  future. 

Innovations  and  qualitative  program  expansions  are  positioning  the  forward-looking  Middle/Senior  High  School  for 
the  year  2000.  Recent  initiatives  include  the  creation  of  a  school  video,  a  school  profile  document,  a  student  leader 
work  group,  increased  internship  opportunities,  curriculum  revisions,  professional  re-certifications,  a  middle  school 
honor  society,  an  instrumental  music  initiative  at  the  middle  school,  an  annual  school  event  calendar,  student 
recognition  programs,  and  parent  open  houses.  Partnerships  with  Eastern  Utilities  and  MediaOne  are  established  j 
and  more  are  planned  for  the  future. 

Extra  curricular  participation  remains  extensive.  The  "Sound  of  Music"  was  the  fall  of  1998  musical  production  j 
playing  to  sell  out  crowds.  Winter,  spring  and  fall  teams  won  championships  and  qualified  for  tournament  entry. 
Three  students  were  recipients  of  the  Boston  Globe  Art  Awards. 

School-wide  student  academic  performance  is  on  the  rise.  Improved  aggregate  scores  were  registered  in  the  areas  of  | 
SAT  scores,  honor  roll  attainment,  Terra  Nova  standardized  scores  and  our  graduates  post-secondary  educational 
plans.  The  first  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  Scores  (MCAS)  indicated  our  student  performed  in  the 
top  third  of  the  district  in  the  state,  surpassing  several  nearby  districts  in  the  process. 

We  look  forward  to  the  promise  of  the  1999  year.

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Report  of  the  Howard  School 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  1998  as  principal  of  the  Howard  School.  The  enrollment  for 
the  beginning  for  the  school  year  was  265  students  in  grades  4,  5  and  6. 

First  and  foremost,  personnel  changes  had  a  significant  impact  on  the  Howard  School.  The  major  changes  came  at 
the  4th  grade  level  with  Mrs.  Jeanne  Mention  replacing  Mrs.  Debbie  Bellevue  and  Ms.  Joan  MacDonald  replaced  Mr. 
Jeffrey  Wolff.  Mrs.  Colleen  Dwyer  returned  as  the  school's  special  needs  teacher  following  a  year  leave  of  absence. 
Ms.  Jennifer  Wass  was  hired  as  the  new  Title  I  teacher.  Mrs.  Janet  Alger  was  hired  to  fill  in  for  Mrs.  Amy  Morse 
who  left  on  a  maternity  leave. 

Students  receive  daily  instruction  in  Reading,  Language  Arts  (written  and  spoken),  Spelling,  Mathematics,  Science, 
and  Social  Studies.  In  addition,  students  receive  instruction  in  Art,  Music  (vocal  or  instrumental),  Computer 
Technology,  Health,  Library  Science  and  Physical  Education  on  a  weekly  basis. 

The  Howard  School  students  were  offered  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  three  extracurricular  programs.  These 
programs  include:  an  After-School  Intramural  Program  with  approximately  117  students  participating  for  20  weeks, 
an  After-School  Computer  class  with  approximately  82  students  participating  in  2,  10-week  programs,  and  an  After- 
School  Enrichment  Math  Problem  Solving  Club  with  approximately  19  students  participating  for  20  weeks. 

The  Reading  and  Language  Arts  curriculum  uses  a  wide  variety  of  materials  and  approaches  in  order  to  enable  each 
student  to  master  the  skills  needed  to  succeed.  At  the  intermediate  level,  the  emphasis  is  on  reading  and  writing  to 
learn.  Throughout  the  year,  students  are  involved  in  many  and  varied  reading/writing  incentive  programs.  Some  of 
these  are  Reading  Is  Fundamental  (RIF),  Book  It,  Read-A-Thon  for  Technology,  Young  Author's  Celebration,  and 
Pen  Pal  Letters. 

Based  on  the  school  system's  initiative  to  improve  our  mathematics  program  and  align  it  with  the  new  state 
standards  in  mathematics,  we  have  been  changing  one  grade  at  a  time  from  the  D.C.  Heath  Math  connections 
program  to  the  Everyday  Math  program.  This  year,  the  5  grade  teachers  made  the  transition  to  the  new  materials. 
The  focus  of  the  Everyday  Math  program  is  to  promote  student  self  confidence  in  mathematics  by  teaching  students 
to  develop  problem  solving  strategies,  teaching  students  how  to  reason  mathematically  and  by  building  all  student's 
number  sense.  Students  explore,  predict,  validate,  discuss  and  investigate  until  they  become  proficient  learners  who 
reason,  understand  and  remember  math  concepts  and  facts. 

This  year  the  Howard  School  was  fortunate  to  have  Jonathan  Bandlow  perform  his  Eagle  Scout  project  at  the  school. 
He  designed  and  built  a  sand  volleyball  court  that  is  used  by  students,  both  at  recess  and  during  gym  classes. 

Mrs.  Beth  Smith  and  Mrs.  April  McDermott  from  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library  continue  to  work  with  Mrs. 
Joan  Keating,  the  school  librarian,  to  provide  additional  library  services  for  the  Howard  School  students.  Classes 
visited  the  Public  Library  on  a  regular  basis  throughout  the  school  year. 

The  West  Bridgewater  PTO,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Carol  Pigeon,  provided  the  Howard  School  students  with 
many  enrichment  programs  that  tied  directly  to  the  school  curriculum.  These  programs  included:  Bats,  Native 
American,  An  Egyptian  Specialist,  A  Pilgrim  Visitor,  as  well  as  funding  for  student  participation  in  the  University 
of  Delaware  Mathematics  Solve  It  program  and  various  other  necessary  educational  materials.  We  thank  them  for 
their  dedication  and  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  children  and  staff. 

Under  a  grant  from  "Massachusetts  Agriculture  in  the  Classroom,  Inc."  in  the  amount  of  $1039,  the  Howard  School 
built  a  school  garden.  Mr.  Leahy  assisted  in  the  school  project  by  constructing  3  raised  garden  beds.  Once  the  beds 
were  completed  and  the  soil  readied,  all  students  in  grades  4,  5  and  6  participated  in  the  planting,  care  and  harvesting 
of  the  garden. 

The  Howard  School  staff  continues  to  review  and  update  the  school  curriculum  to  ensure  that  we  are  meeting  the 
state  curriculum  frameworks  in  all  areas.  Our  goal  continues  to  be  to  provide  a  quality  education  for  all  our 
students.  Students  are  involved  in  group  activities,  individual  learning  activities,  and  cooperative  learning  activities. 
All  instruction  is  geared  to  maximize  the  learning  of  each  individual  student. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  faculty  and  staff  members  involved  with  the  students  in  grades  4,  5,  and  6  for 
their  dedication  and  effort  throughout  the  school  year.

As  the  new  director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services,  it  has  been  my  pleasure  and  delight  to  meet  and 
work  with  a  team  of  a  highly  professional  teachers.  They  are  well  educated,  trained  and  very 
caring.  Our  children  are  well  served  through  this  dedicated  staff.  The  Pupil  Personnel  Services 
staff  includes:  special  education  teachers,  teaching  assistants,  school  counselors,  nurses,  school 
psychologists,  adjustment  counselors,  speech  pathologists  and  an  adaptive  physical  education 
teacher. 

Students  receive  services  through  many  models  of  teaching.  The  majority  of  students  receive 
their  education  in  an  inclusion  classroom.  These  pupils  are  in  regular  education  classes  and  the 
special  education  services  are  delivered  there.  Resource  room  and  speech  and  language  therapies 
are  delivered  in  both  regular  and  special  education  classrooms.  Additionally,  there  are  some 
students  who  need  to  receive  their  education  in  a  separate  classroom  and  with  opportunities  for 
inclusion. 

Currently  we  have  10  pupils  who,  because  of  low  incidence  disabilities,  are  placed  out  of  district. 
They  are  educated  through  the  North  River  Collaborative,  or  the  READS  Collaborative,  or  in 
various  schools  sanctified  by  the  Department  of  Education,  which  are  chartered  to  service  certain 
disabilities. 

The  Department  of  Education  Program  Audit,  completed  in  the  spring  of  1998,  was  very 
favorable  and  indicated  that  the  special  education  children  in  West  Bridgewater  were  receiving  a 
sound  and  progressive  education  and  remediation. 

It  continues  to  be  my  privilege  to  work  with  the  teaching  staff,  school  administrators.  School 
Committee  and  the  community.  All  are  cognizant  of,  and  committed  to  excellence  in  education.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 


Southeastern  offers  21  high  school  technical  "training  programs  and  seven  technical 
institute  post-secondary  programs.  On  October  1,  1998,  1,156  students  were  enrolled  in  the  high 
school  and  166  students  were  enrolled  in  the  technical  institute. 

West  Bridgewater's  share  of  the  total  FY99  $3,889,573  assessment  represents  43  students 
at  a  total  cost  of  $176,573. 

Grants  from  a  variety  of  state  and  federal  sources  augment  local  funds  to  improve  and 
expand  the  education  services  we  provide.  Southeastern  Regional  received  funds  from  federal 
programs  such  as  IDEA-Special  Education  Entitlement,  Special  Education  -  Supporting  Access  to 
the  Curriculum,  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  -  Professional  Development,  Title  I  -  Safe  and  Drug  Free 
Schools,  Perkins  -Occupational  Education  Vocational  Skills,  and  Tech  Prep.  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  grants  for  Health  Protection,  Essential  Skills  and  Technical  Training  were  used  to 
improve  instruction.  Collaboration  with  MY  TURN  provided  students  with  increased  school  to 
career  and  English  acquisition  activities. 

Southeastern  continued  to  serve  as  project  manager  for  a  statewide  Technology  Literacy 
grant.  Additional  grant  funds  were  used  to  support  a  special  project  for  single  parents.  We  were 
able  to  continue  a  Goals  2000  Preservice  grant  for  beginning  teachers.  This  grant  enables  the 
district  and  partners  to  match  senior  teachers  with  new  teachers,  to  provide  mentoring.  In  concert 

We  are  excited  about  these  innovative  and  progressive  grants  that  have  the  potential  for 
sustained  and  profound  impact  on  the  performance  of  teachers  in  the  commonwealth. 

Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  grades  for  tenth  grade 
students  indicate  the  need  to  continue  the  development  of  curriculum  frameworks  in  core  courses 
offered  at  Southeastern.  Students  as  well  as  teachers  explore  new  teaching  strategies  that  promote 
more  problem-solving  criteria,  improving  the  quality  of  instruction,  both  academically,  as  well  as 
vocationally. 

Some  off-campus  projects  included  building  a  40  x  80-foot  addition  to  the  Brockton  High 
School  Sports  Complex.  Masonry,  carpentry,  electrical  and  plumbing  students  participated  with 
their  instructors  on  the  yearlong  project.  Over  50,000  feet  of  fiber  optic  and  Category  5  wire  were 
installed  in  the  school  for  the  Internet  backbone.  Electronic  students  continue  to  connect  hubs 
throughout  the  facility.  Hopefully,  the  entire  school  will  be  hardwired  and  up  and  running  on  the 
Internet  by  June  of  1999. 

Student  organizations  continue  to  thrive  and  increase.  Students  participate  in  Distributive 
Education  Club  of  America  (DECA)  program  and  the  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America 
(VICA)  program.  One  of  our  students  represented  the  state  in  the  national  VICA  conference  and 
placed  second  in  the  country  in  the  area  of  baking.  Southeastern  is  very  proud  of  its  Nationa 
Honor  Society.  We  are  in  our  second  year  as  a  chapter  and  have  inducted  over  75  students  to  date. 
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In  May  of  1998,  we  had  the  privilege  to  be  visited  by  Dr.  John  Silber,  Chairman  of  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Education.  Dr.  Silber  discussed  various  educational  issues  and,  in 
particular,  MCAS  testing  as  it  relates  to  technical  schools.  He  later  wrote  that  Southeastern  is  "a 
truly  superb  high  school  ...  that  is  not  only  outstanding  but  genuinely  inspiring".  Dr.  Silber 
nominated  Southeastern  as  one  of  the  best  technical  schools  in  the  country  to  the  editor  of  US. 
News  &  World  Report. 

In  June  of  1998,  the  school  district  graduated  210  students.  Placement  records  indicate  that 
98%  of  the  Class  of  1998  were  placed  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elected  to  further  their  education. 
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To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  residents  of  the  town  of  West  Bridgewater.  The 
Board  of  Assessors  submit  our  annual  report: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectman  and  the 
townspeople  for  authorizing  the  board  to  seek  and  select  a  person  to  handle  the  duties  of  a  Town 
Appraiser. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  together  with  the  Hiring  Team,  selected  Mr.  Edward  Fenochietti  as  the 
successful  candidate  after  interviews  and  the  applicant  selection  process.  Mr.  Fenochietti  comes 
well  qualified  with  17  years  of  experience  at  the  Department  of  Revenue  as  a  Supervisor  of 
Appraisals  and  Community  Advisor.  He  placed  values  on  state  owned  land  and  assisted  several 
communities  in  revaluation  work.  The  Board  of  Assessors  is  very  pleased  with  their  selection 
and  he  has  proven  that  he  can  handle  the  assignment  with  professionalism. 

The  State  mandated  town  wide  data  re-collection  is  continuing  with  a  net  gain  benefit  to  the  town. 
Our  new  Town  Appraiser's  efforts  and  overview  resulted  in  a  300%  increase  in  growth  revenue 
to  the  town  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  In  addition,  he  was  able  to  negotiate  very  fair  and  equitable 
Appellate  Tax  Board  case  resolutions  without  the  need  for  legal  counsel  or  consultant  services.  In 
addition,  those  efforts  resulted  in  maintaining  a  significant  overlay  account  balance  in  excess  of 
$80,000.00  for  FY98.  We  were  further  able  to  shift  $118,000  from  our  appropriated  FY99 
overlay  account,  and  pay  off  two  years  of  the  mandated  teacher's  deferral  account. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  and  Town  Appraiser  are  pleased  to  inform  you  that  most  of  the  new 
computer  hardware  and  appraisal  program  software  have  been  installed.  The  CAMA  system 
electronic  database  including  sketches  is  currently  being  created,  however,  it  has  become  obvious 
that  we  need  to  secure  additional  services  to  complete  the  process  timely.  We  are  in  the  middle  of 
our  mandated  Triennial  Revaluation  and  in-house  transition  making  this  database  essential. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  and  Town  Appraiser  take  this  opportunity  to  express  special  thanks  and 
to  Assistant  Assessor,  Jeanne  Russo  and  Principal  Clerk,  Donna  Cotter  for  their  continued  input 
and  effort  on  our  behalf. 

We  look  forward  to  your  continued  support  so  that  we  may  achieve  our  goals.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  COUNTY  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 

The  role  of  UMass  Extension,  Plymouth  County  is  to  deliver  research-based  information  to  specific 
groups  of  people  through  nonformal  methods.  The  local  staff  work  in  concert  with  UMass  Amherst 
faculty  and  staff  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  provide  valuable 
information  in  Extension's  four  program  areas.  The  Extension  System  is  supported  by  County, 
Federal  and  State  funds,  and  operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws  and  agreements.  Educational 
programs  focus  on  four  major  program  areas:  Agroecology;  Natural  Resources  and  Environmental 
Conservation  (grant  funds);  4-H  youth,  volunteer  and  family  development;  and  federally  funded 
Nutrition  Education  initiatives.  Volunteer  advisory  groups  work  with  staff  on  developing  specific 
programs.  Programs  include:  Pruning  demonstrations;  Pesticide  applicator  trainings  and  licensing 
exams;  The  Annual  UMass  Extension  Garden  Calendar;  Educational  resource  materials;  Training 
and  resources  for  agencies  serving  youth;  Accredited  overnight  summer  camps;  Teacher  workshops 
and  resources;  Food  Safety  Certification  Course;  Distance  education  opportunities.  Local  citizens, 
appointed  by  the  County  Commissioners,  serve  as  County  Extension  Trustees,  directing  the  overall 
program.  New  research  findings  are  translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared  with  people 
and  communities  through  workshops,  conferences,  field  demonstrations,  technical  assistance, 
newspaper  articles,  radio  and  television.  Publications  such  as  regular  newsletters  and  booklets,  fact 
sheets,  and  home  study  courses,  bring  information  directly  to  those  who  need  it. 

In  Plymouth  County,  the  Extension  outreach  office  is  located  on  High  St.  Hanson.  There  is  a  satellite 
office  in  the  City  of  Brockton,  for  the  grant-funded  Family  Nutrition  Program.  In  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  regional  programs  are  often  conducted.  UMass  also  operates  the  Cranberry 
Experiment  Research  Station,  located  in  Wareham.  Currently  the  Plymouth  County  field  staff 
consists  of  a  County  Director,  two  4-H  Youth  Development  Specialists,  a  Food  Safety/Family 
Development  Specialist,  and  a  Landscape/Nursery  Specialist.

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1998,  Self  Help,  Inc.,  received  a  total  funding 
of  approximately  SI  13M  and  provided  direct  services  to  13,967  limited  income  households  in 
the  area. 

In  the  town  of  WEST  BRIDGEWATER,  SHI  provided  services  totaling  $120,382  to  120 
households  during  program  year  1998. 

The  total  funding  of  SI  1,737,921  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  services  delivered  to  the 
area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  52,276,402  of  other 
community  resources  such  as,  volunteers,  donations  of  space,  and  private  donations  in  the  form  of 
goods  and  services.  Therefore,  the  gross  value  of  Self  Help,  Inc.,  during  the  past  program  year 
was  $14,014,323. 

In  addition,  Self  Help  currently  employs  255  individuals,  many  of  whom  are  of  limited 
income,  minorities,  and  who  reside  in  our  service  area. 

We  feel  that  October  1 ,  1997  through  September  30,  1998  was  a  successful  program  year  for  us 
because  we  were  able  to  assist  a-,  many  limited  income  individuals  and/or  families  as  we  did, 
regardless  of  the  challenges  with  which  we  were  faced. 

We  thank  all  the  volunteers,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  your  representative  to  our  Board,  Mr. 
Frederick  Watson,  III,  representative  of  the  limited  income  sector  Mr.  John  Caliri,  who  is  also 
the  Chairperson  of  our  Board  of  Directors,  and  all  the  representatives  of  the  private  sector,  for 
helping  to  make  Fiscal  Year  1998  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  COLONY  PLANNING  COUNCIL 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  (OCPC),  we  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  for  1998. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  is  one  of  thirteen  regional  planning  agencies  in  Massachusetts,  authorized  by 
state  statute  to  prepare  plans  for  the  physical,  social  and  economic  development  of  their  respective  regions.  OCPC  is  the 
only  regional  planning  agency  in  Massachusetts  to  be  designated  as  an  Area  Agency  on  Aging.  In  this  responsibility,  the 
OCPC  manages  federal  Older  Americans  Act  funding  for  elder  services  in  the  fifteen  communities  in  the  Council's 
regular  planning  district  plus  eight  additional  municipalities  that  constitute  the  elderly  services  planning  and  service  area. 
The  OCPC  is  also  designated  as  an  Economic  Development  District  by  the  U.S.  Secretary  of  Commerce  for  coordinating 
economic  development  activities  within  the  OCPC  District.  Lastly,  the  OCPC  is  designated  as  the  Metropolitan  Planning 
Organization  (MPO)  for  Transportation  and  Transit  Planning  for  the  region.  We  are  proud  to  report  that  the  Old  Colony 
Planning  Council  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  regional  council  in  New  England  to  hold  all  of  these  official 
designations  at  the  same  time. 

In  addition  to  the  designated  responsibilities,  the  Council  is  concerned  with  a  wide  variety  of  areawide  and 
inter-municipal  concerns  as  they  pertain  to  the  development  of  the  Planning  District.  The  Council  also  assists  its  member 
municipalities  with  technical  planning  assistance,  grant  application  preparation  assistance  and  with  information  on  local 
and  regional  trends  by  maintaining  current  socio-economic  information.  Each  member  community  of  the  Council  is 
represented  by  one  delegate  and  one  alternate  member.  The  Council  members  establish  policy,  develop  the  work 
program,  and  employ  and  oversee  the  activities  of  the  professional  staff.  The  Council  meets  on  the  last  Wednesday  of 
each  month  at  7:30  PM  in-the  OCPC  offices  located  at  70  School  Street,  Brockton,  MA 

In  1998,  the  Council  re-elected  Eldon  F.  Moreira  of  West  Bridgewater  as  President  of  OCPC;  David  A.  Johnson 
of  East  Bridgewater  as  Council  Secretary';  and,  Joseph  P.  Landolfi  of  Stoughton  as  Council  Treasurer.  Daniel  M.  Crane 
serves  as  Executive  Director  of  the  Council.  The  Council  publishes  a  more  complete  Annual  Report  of  its  activities 
which  is  sent  out  to  local  officials  and  is  available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and  cooperation  of  its  member  communities,  the 
participation  and  involvement  of  the  members  of  the  Joint  Transportation  Committee  chaired  by  Stephen  Baker;  the 
Overall  Economic  Development  Committee  chaired  by  Joseph  P.  Joseph;  and,  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory 
Committee  chaired  by  Doris  Grindle.  The  Council  also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards  and  commissions  and  the 
government  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  individuals  who  assisted  its  efforts.

REGIONAL  SERVICES  GROUP 


1998  was  a  productive  year  for  the  Southeastern  Regional  Services  Group.  A  major  project 
involving  SERSG  Highway  Superintendents,  the  Bay  State  Gas  Company  and  the  Regional 
Administrator  resulted  in  the  production  of  a  model  street  opening  by-law.  This  model  has  been 
adopted  by  the  Town  Meetings  in  six  SERSG  municipalities  so  far-  one  of  which  is  the  Town  of 
West  Bridgewater.  By  adopting  this  by-law  your  community  will  ensure  that  those  who  excavate 
in  the  public  ways  will  restore  the  public  way  to  as  good  a  condition  as  it  was  in  prior  to  the  street 
opening. 

SERSG  conducted  a  number  of  cooperative  procurements  for  its  member  municipalities  and 
once  again  significant  savings  were  realized.

The  Regional  Administrator  was  invited  this  past  year  to  speak  to  a  number  of  other 
municipalities  that  are  considering  forming  a  similar  organization  to  SERSG.  Addresses  were 
made  to  the  Minuteman  Advisory  Group  on  Interlocal.  Coordination  (MAGIC),  Worcester  Area 
Regional  Education  Project,  North  Shore  Regional  Managers,  South  Shore  Coalition,  and  the 
Plymouth  County  Water  Works  Association. 

SERSG  hosted  both  a  Fall  and  Spring  Academic  Luncheon  and  a  Spring  Legislative  Breakfast. 
SERSG  put  forward  legislation  that  it  thinks  is  needed  to  protect  local  governments  regarding 
road  restoration  and  the  siting  of  cellular  towers.  Several  of  our  state  Representatives  and 
Senators  have  agreed  to  cosponsor  this  legislation. 

As  the  year  comes  to  a  close,  SERSG  remains  committed  to  its  mission  of  providing  services  to 
is  members  so  that  savings  in  dollars  as  well  as  time  and  effort  can  be  realized.  We  look  forward 
to  new  and  additional  opportunities  to  serve  your  community  in  the  upcoming  year.

I  herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year 
1998. 

Personnel 

The  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  the  permanent  Chief,  one  (1)  permanent 
Deputy  Chief,  one  (1)  permanent  Captain,  two  (2)  permanent  Lieutenants,  six  (6) 
permanent  firefighters,  sixteen  (16)  call  firefighters  and  two  (2)  Call  Chaplains.  Of  the 
eleven  full  time  members,  ten  (10)  are  trained  at  the  EMT-Defibrillator  level  and  one  (1) 
is  trained  at  the  EMT-Intermediate  level.  In  the  call  department,  seven  (7)  members  are 
trained  at  the  EMT-D  level  and  two  (2)  are  trained  at  the  EMT-Paramedic  level. 

Apparatus 

Engine  #1,  a  1978  Hendrickson/Farrar  1250  GPM  pumper,  Engine  #2,  a  1986  Emergency 
One/GMC  1000  GPM  pumper,  Rescue  #1,  a  1994  KME  1250  GPM  rescue/pumper, 
Ladder  #1,  a  1974  Seagrave  100'  aerial  device,  Forest  Fire  #1  and  #2,  both  1977  Dodge  4 
wheel  drive  (government  surplus)  pick  up  trucks,  Forest  Fire  #3,  a  1974  American 
Motors  6  wheel  drive  (government  surplus),  Ambulance  #1,  a  1998  Freightliner/Horton, 
Ambulance  #2,  a  1993  Ford/Horton,  and  the  Chiefs  vehicle,  a  1995  Ford  4  wheel  drive 
Bronco. 

Statistical  Report 

During  1998,  the  fire  and  rescue  department  responded  to  a  total  of  One  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  nine  incidents.  Of  this  figure,  seven  hundred  and  eighty  four  (784)  calls 
were  for  fire  related  incidents.  The  remaining  calls,  nine  hundred  and  twenty  five  (925), 
were  for  emergency  medical  services.  For  the  third  year  in  a  row,  our  run  statistics 
continue  to  increase.  Between  January  and  December,  the  ambulance  returned  just  over 
two  hundred  and  nineteen  thousand  dollars  ($219,000.00)  in  revenue. 
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Training 


We  continue  to  have  an  ongoing  training  program  for  both  our  full  time  professional 
firefighters  as  well  as  our  part  time  call  firefighters.  These  duties  are  handled  by  Deputy 
Chief  Richard  W.  Gibson  and  Captain  Allen  A.  Breer.  Generally  speaking,  the 
department  trains  or  "drills"  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  with  our  firefighters, 
and  the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  for  our  emergency  medical  personnel.  These 
emergency  medical  training  sessions  are  conducted  by  Dr.  Henry  Crowley,  a  member  of 
our  department  and  one  of  our  paramedics. 

Inspections 

All  inspections,  as  required  by  law,  have  been  accomplished  by  this  office,  as  well  as  an 
on  going  joint  inspection  program  with  the  towns  Building  Inspector  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Office  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal. 

Requests  and  Recommendations 

I  am  again  requesting  that  we  add  at  least  two  more  full  time  firefighters  to  our  staff.  We 
must  come  to  realize  as  we  approach  the  21st  century,  that  the  days  of  relying  on  part  time 
firefighters  are  gone  forever.  These  individuals  are  no  longer  available,  at  a  moment's 
notice,  to  leave  their  primary  employer  and  come  to  work  for  the  town.  We  are  relying  on 
our  full  time  firefighters  to  come  back  to  duty  on  their  days  off,  if  they  are  home.  It  is  an 
extremely  uneasy  feeling  when  you  have  an  incident  that  requires  more  personnel  than 
those  on  duty,  and  there  is  no  one  available.  I  urge  you,  as  your  Chief,  to  give  serious 
consideration  to  this  request  so  that  we  may  continue  to  protect  our  townspeople  in  the 
professional  manner  in  which  they  have  become  accustomed. 

I  am  also  requesting  that  we  continue  the  upgrading  and  replacement  of  our  firefighters 
protective  clothing,  and  finish  the  multi  year  project  of  replacing  and  upgrading  our 
paging  system.  Also,  as  stated  in  previous  reports,  we  need  to  begin  to  replace  our  aging 
fleet  of  fire  apparatus  and  upgrade  the  fire  station. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
their  staff  for  the  continued  support  of  this  office,  as  well  as  all  the  other  department 
heads  and  their  personnel  for  their  continued  cooperation  with  this  department. 
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Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  a  sincere  thank  you  to  my  officers  and  firefighters  for  their 
continued  dedication  to  the  department  and  town.  As  I  tell  you  every  year,  you  have  the 
finest  fire  and  emergency  medical  services  department  in  the  area.  I  am  always  proud  of 
their  efforts  on  a  daily  basis  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.

The  Board  of  Library  Trustees  takes  great  pleasure  in  presenting  our  1998  annual  report  to  the  Town  of 
West  Bridgewater. 

This  past  year  has  been  another  exciting  and  productive  year  for  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library.  As 
Trustees  we  have  worked  with  the  Library  Director  Beth  Smith,  implementing  policies,  procedures  and 
planning  the  day  to  day  operations  of  the  Library.  With  the  support  of  the  Selectmen,  elected  officials, 
appointed  officials  and  residents  of  West  Bridgewater  we  have  been  able  to  put  together  an  Annual  Budget 
to  meet  the  library's  needs  and  goals.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DIRECTOR  OF 
THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  Library  is  committed  to  providing  excellent  service  to  library  users  of  all  ages. 
This  year  the  Library  focused  a  great  deal  of  energy  improving  services  to  our  many  school 
age  children  who  use  the  public  library  as  their  primary  source  of  information  to  complete 
class  assignments  and  reports.  The  efforts  culminated  in  the  opening  of  the  new  Homework 
Center.  The  project  began  as  a  grant  offering  through  the  federal  Library  Services 
Technology  Act  with  funding  allocated  to  the  Mass.  Board  of  Library  Commissioners.  Our 
Children's  Librarian,  Caroline  Hammond,  applied  for  the  grant  which  was  approved  in  July. 
The  center  opened  for  business  on  December  1  assisting  fourth  through  tenth  graders  with 
their  homework  and  special  projects.  The  library  provides  a  center  where  students  have 
access  to  space,  modern  computers,  age  appropriate  reference  material,  recent  software,  and 
assistance  from  homework  coaches  to  make  it  all  work.  The  success  of  this  approach  can  be 
seen  in  the  demands  being  made  on  the  homework  computer  stations.  They  are  in  constant 
use,  and  sign-up  sheets  and  time  limitations  have  become  necessary. 

The  Reading  Enrichment  Activities  Days  (R.E.A.D.)  Fun  Club  held  its  second  year 
of  programming  in  July  and  August.  This  program  is  sponsored  by  V.LS.T.A  AmeriCorp, 
R.S.V.P.,  Bridgewater  Savings  Bank,  Dunkin  Donuts,  The  West  Bridgewater  School 
Department,  and  the  Public  Library.  It  integrates  reading  and  language  activities  with 
indoor  and  outdoor  adventures  that  make  reading  "come  alive."  The  children  strengthened 
their  reading  skills  while  discovering  the  enjoyment  of  reading. 

During  the  year  the  library  upgraded  several  of  its  computers  from  simple 
workstations  by  the  addition  of  three  new  personal  computers.  The  Homework  Center 
purchased  two  additional  personal  computers  for  a  total  of  five  purchased  in  1998.  The 
Library  now  has  a  total  of  ten  personal  computers  and  two  terminals.  The  public  uses  seven 
of  the  personal  computers  while  the  library  staff  uses  three  personal  computers  and  two 
terminals  for  the  ABLE  system. 

With  the  growing  demands  made  upon  the  staff  to  offer  instruction  on  the  computers 
for  Internet  use,  CD-ROM  use,  periodical  and  reference  on-line  database  use,  and  to  perform 
technical  upkeep  of  the  computers,  the  Library  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  past  two  years  has 
asked  for  a  part  time  reference  and  computer  technology  librarian.  The  expansion  of  the 
staff  to  include  this  new  position  is  critical  to  the  ability  of  the  library  staff  to  meet  the 
developing  and  changing  needs  for  cyber  skills  of  our  patrons.  Internet  access  is  still  limited 
for  many  families,  and  the  Library's  commitment  to  offering  computer  access  and 
information  availability  for  everyone  may  help  to  bridge  this  gap  between  those  who  have 
and  those  who  do  not  have  cyber  skills. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  who  manage  the  book 
sales,  lecture  programs,  the  Reading  is  Fundamental  (R.I.F.)  program,  and  fundraisers  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public  library.  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  volunteers  who  have  participated  in 
the  success  of  the  library  throughout  the  year.  These  include  Pat  Cronin,  Richard  Forbes,  Jo 
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Ann  Kennedy,  Joe  Mardo,  the  Boy  Scouts  of  Troop  25  and  Eagle  Scout  Joey  Mardo,  John 
Van  Pelt,  and  Bob  Smith.. 

The  Library  Staff  joins  with  me  in  thanking  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  who 
continuously  support  the  Library  and  its  mission  to  serve.  We  appreciate  that  the  community 
recognizes  that  library  services  are  a  vital  part  of  our  community  life.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  West 
Bridgewater,  I  respectfully  submit  my  third  annual  report  for  the  Highway 
Department. 

Winter  Conditions 

Many  thanks  to  Mother  Nature  for  the  mild  winter  weather  that  was 
kind  to  our  equipment  and  the  snow  plowing  budget. 

Fleet  Center 

The  construction  of  the  new  Highway/Forestry /V ehicle  Maintenance 
Facility  was  completed  this  past  fall.  WHAT  A  WELCOME  SIGHT!  A 
great  big  thanks  to  all  the  residents  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their 
support  in  constructing  our  new  facility. 

As  the  contractor  was  erecting  the  building,  we  were  kept  busy  with  the 
following: 

♦  Installing  a  fiber  optic  cable  from  the  Fleet  Building  to  the  Town  Hall  for 
future  Town  networking  capability. 

♦  Assisting  the  Water  Dept.  in  extending  an  8"  water  main  from  Rte.  28  to 
new  Fleet  Building. 

♦  Digging  a  gas  line  trench  from  Rte.  28  to  new  Fleet  Building. 

♦  Installing  approximately  500  ft.  of  drainage  pipe  as  well  as  five  catch 
basins. 

♦  Installing  a  new  radio  communications  system  in  the  Fleet  Building. 

♦  Painting  the  building  offices. 

♦  Paving  the  parking  area  in  front  of  the  building 

Manley  Street  Reconstruction  Project 

This  project  is  continuing  forward.  Engineering  started  last  spring 
and  continues  at  this  time.  Full  construction  should  begin  in  spring  2000. 
The  funding  of  this  $3.3  million  project  will  be  federal  and  state  monies. 

Resurfacing 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced  this  past  year;  Plain  Street,  Pleasant 
Street,  West  Street,  Manley  Street,  and  a  section  of  Walnut  Street. 
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Transfer  Station 

The  Transfer  Station  was  resurfaced.  Compactors  were  painted  and 
finishing  touches  were  completed  on  the  new  building.  I  continue  to  seek 
innovative  ways  to  have  two  metal  collection  days.  Thanks  to  the  residents, 
we  should  score  high  on  our  recycling  again. 

Police/Fire  Stations 

This  fall,  we  took  on  the  task  of  resurfacing  the  parking  areas  of  the 
Police  and  Fire  Stations  as  well  as  installing  new  drainage.  The  septic 
systems  at  both  stations  were  repaired.  Fiber  optic  cable  was  installed  for 
future  Town  networking  capability. 

School  Zone  Lights 

New  school  zone  lights  were  installed  on  Spring  Street  and  on 
Howard  Street,  making  the  area  around  our  schools  safer  for  our  children. 

South  Street  Bridge 

With  20+  inches  of  rain  in  June,  we  had  an  emergency  situation  on  the 
South  Street  Bridge.  Working  in  conjunction  with  state  bridge  engineers,  we 
were  able  to  rectify  the  situation  using  Chapter  90  monies  for  the  sum  of 
$2000  and  this  bridge  can  remain  open. 

Library 

We  installed  a  new  drain  system  surrounding  the  entire  library.  This 
will  ensure  proper  drainage  away  from  the  building  for  years  to  come. 

Rose  L.  MacDonald  School 

After  removing  out-dated  playground  equipment,  we  graded  and 
seeded  the  old  playground  area.  We  are  continuing  with  plans  to  build  an 
emergency  access  road  to  the  school  and  construction  should  commence  this 
spring. 

Chapter  90 

With  the  Big  Dig  consuming  a  large  percentage  of  our  state  funds,  I 
am  constantly  seeking  alternative  funding  measures  to  address  our  aging 
bridges  and  infrastructure. 
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My  staff  has  continued  to  implement  projects  to  upgrade  and  service  the 
infrastructure  of  the  Town  as  well  as  the  equipment  and  facilities  of  the 
department.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  for  their  dedication  to  the  Town 
and  their  cooperation  with  me.  Many  thanks  to  Foreman  Bill  Kovatis,  and 
the  staff,  Richard  Chisholm,  Kenneth  Berry,  Shawn  Anderson  and  Brian 
York.  These  men  frequently  go  beyond  the  call  of  duty  to  as  they  carry  out 
the  many  varied  tasks  thrusted  upon  them  daily. 

I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Selectmen,  their  staff,  and  the  Department  Heads 
throughout  the  town  with  whom  I  work  daily  for  their  support.  A  special 
thanks  also  to  secretary  Lome  Mardo  for  her  clerical  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FORESTRY  AND  PARKS  DEPARTMENT 


The  Forestry  Department  continues  its  efforts  in  areas  of  tree  work, 
park  restoration,  ground  maintenance,  and  recreation.  Listed  below  are  some 
of  the  areas  in  which  the  department  is  currently  involved: 


School  Department  properties 

Town  greens  and  lawns  are  continually  upgraded  and  monitored  for 
insect  and  disease  problems.  During  1998,  71  town  trees  were  removed  or 
trimmed  due  to  disease  or  public  safety. 

Poison  ivy  and  hornet/wasp  eradication  was  carried  out  during  the 
summer  for  Town  residents. 

We  have  continued  the  process  of  tree  trimming  and  brush  clearing.  A 
3 -foot  walking  area  on  each  side  of  every  public  road  is  our  goal.  Residents 
are  urged  to  call  if  they  have  an  obstructed  area  near  their  home. 

A  private  crane  and/or  bucket  truck  was  contracted  for  large  tree 
maintenance.  Eastern  Edison  helps  the  Town  remove  any  dead  trees  near 
wires.  This  co-op  program  has  been  very  successful  with  Edison  giving  the 
Town  a  yearly  $1000  grant  for  planting  new  trees.  Our  Town  was  also 
recognized  again  this  year  as  a  "Tree  City  USA"  recipient.  With  the  support 
of  local  donors  an  Arbor  Day  program  was  conducted  at  the  Rose  L 
MacDonald  and  Howard  schools  which  included  a  wildlife  show  and  a  tree 
planting  at  each  school. 

We  maintain  contact  with  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Management,  Division  of  Forest  and  Shade  Trees.  With  their  aid,  assessment 
of  gypsy  moth  severity  is  carried  out. 

Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  was  contacted  a  number  of  times. 
Spraying  was  done  at  the  Town  playgrounds,  ballfields,  park,  swamp  areas,

Any  Town  resident  can  have  their  yard  sprayed  in  the 
spring  for  larvae  or  during  the  summer  months  for  mosquitoes.

We  have  five  (5)  funds  under  the  department  which  we  manage  and  to 
which  we  encourage  donations: 

1 .  Stars  and  Stripes  -  includes  funds  for  all  the  Town  flags; 

2.  Holiday  Decoration  Fund  -  used  to  supply  and  upgrade  holiday 
decorations  throughout  the  Town; 

3.  Beautification  -  to  supply  trees,  shrubs,  flowers,  mulch,  etc.  for  all 
public  areas  in  town; 

4.  Gazebo  Concert  Series  Fund  -  to  pay  for  the  entertainment  for  the 
concert  series; 

5.  Friendship  Park  Playground  Fund  -  to  supply  new  equipment  for 
the  town  playground. 

War  Memorial  Park  restoration  work  continues.  Many  volunteers 
gave  their  time  planting  and  maintaining  gardens  throughout  the  park. 

An  "adopt-an-island"  program  continues.  Six  volunteers  maintained 
flower  gardens  at  intersections. 

Our  6th  Annual  Gazebo  Concert  Series  was  held  in  summer  1998.  Six 
concerts  were  presented,  free  to  the  public,  on  Monday  evenings  throughout 
the  summer.  Plans  are  now  being  made  for  the  1999  summer  program.  Our 
thanks  are  extended  to  the  area  businesses  and  civic  groups  that  totally 
sponsored  this  program. 

Our  3rd  Annual  "Culture  for  Children"  summer  entertainment  program 
was  held  at  Friendship  Park  Playground  this  summer  on  Tuesday  evenings. 
This  program  sponsored  By  West  Bridgewater  DARE  and  Rodman  Ride  for 
Kids  was  a  great  success.  Plans  are  now  being  made  for  the  1999  Summer 
Series.  Engraved  bricks  are  still  being  sold  to  raise  money  for  the  expansion 
of  Friendship  Park.  Through  this  program,  new  equipment  totaling  $6500 
was  added  to  the  playground. 
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Restoration  of  school  properties  has  continued  concentrating  on  the 
upgrading  of  the  playing  fields  and  landscaping. 

Our  Town  Open  Space  Plan  is  in  the  process  of  being  revised. 
Residents  are  urged  to  become  involved  as  we  continue  to  increase  "open 
space"  recreational  areas  in  our  Town. 

In  December  1998,  we  moved  into  the  new  maintenance  building 
behind  the  Town  Hall.  This  is  truly  an  awesome  facility  that  we  are  grateful 
to  have. 

As  budgets  become  tighter  each  year,  new  ways  have  to  be  found  to 
fund  projects.  To  allow  the  Park,  trees,  or  Town  properties  to  decline  is  not 
sound  for  a  town  that  has  invested  so  much  in  maintaining  these  things  over 
the  years.  We  always  need  fresh  ideas  by  employees,  townspeople,  and 
volunteers  to  keep  things  moving  forward  in  a  positive  direction. 

I  truly  thank  all  of  my  co-workers  who  have  helped  me  over  the 

past  year.

The  end  of  the  calendar  year  1998  was  a  triumphant  step  into  the 
occupancy  of  the  new  maintenance  facility.  The  garage  is  fully  operational 
doing  countless  daily  repairs  from  a  simple  tire  plug  fix  on  a  police  cruiser 
to  rebuilding  the  front  end  on  a  1-ton  dump  truck.  I  am  in  the  process  of 
filing  permits  with  the  MA  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  applying  for  a  Class 
C  Fleet  Inspection  Station  license,  thus  making  the  yearly  inspection  of 
Town  vehicles  simplified  on  a  more  timely  fashion  and  also  at  a  cost  savings 
to  the  Town. 

Town  buildings  supplied  with  auxiliary  generator  units  were 
maintained  on  a  regular  basis,  All  repair  work  performed  in  this  department 
on  vehicles  has  been  recorded  on  repair  orders  stating  mileage,  part 
numbers,  and  the  cost  of  parts.  All  parts  purchased  through  this  department 
were  bought  below  list  price,  a  great  savings  to  the  Town. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the 
Department  Heads  for  their  help  and  support  in  the  development  of  this 
department.  Thanks  also  to  the  businesses  in  the  Town  for  their  efforts, 
whether  delivering  needed  auto  parts  on  short  notice  or  doing  bodywork  next 
to  cost.  I  truly  appreciate  your  cooperation  and  understanding  of  how  town 
government  functions. 

Last,  but  not  ever  forgotten,  I  want  to  thank  the  employees  of  the 
departments  who  have  helped  me  on  numerous  occasions  when  the 
workload  was  too  large  for  myself  by  performing  repairs  themselves  to  help 
ease  the  workload.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  the  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  water  department  of  the  town  of 
West  Bridgewater,  respectfully  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1998. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  266,407,380  of  water  was  pumped.  This  is 
23,365,2 10«MORE»  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  greatest  amount  for  any  one  day 
was  June  25,  1998  with  1,875,200  gallons  pumped.  The  largest  month  was  July  with 
27,785,960  gallons  pumped.  The  largest  week  was  July  19,  1998  with  7,576,300  gallons 
being  pumped. 

With  266,407,380  gallons  of  water  pumped  plus  955,1 10  gallons  bought  from 
Easton,  a  total  of  267,362,490  gallons  of  water  was  used.  This  makes  a  daily  average  of 
732,499  gallons. 

16  new  services  were  installed,  bringing  our  total  number  to  2,476  services. 

Station  Maintenance  was  carried  out  daily,  after  every  severe  storm,  and  after  all 
power  failures.  A  total  of  536  hours  of  overtime  was  spent  on  emergency  leaks  and 
maintenance. 

Once  again  in  the  fall  of  the  year  the  water  department  undertook  our  flushing 
program.  The  flushing  program  has  proven  to  be  very  successful,  almost  eliminating  all 
dirty  water  complaints. 

The  water  department  started  construction  of  our  second  corrosion  control  facility 
on  Norman  Avenue.  We  hope  to  have  it  up  and  running  by  July  1st  1999.  We  have  been 
able  once  again  to  save  the  rate  payers  thousands  of  dollars  using  our  own  highly  skilled 
personnel. 

The  water  department's  crew  continued  with  its  meter  replacement  program, 
installing  the  new  telephone  operated  water  meter  that  calls  the  readings  in  to  our 
computer.  The  meters  give  us  monthly  readings.  Because  of  the  timely  acquisition  of 
meter  readings  we  have  improved  our  accuracy  of  our  record  keeping  and  now  have  a  4% 
unaccounted  for  water  record.  The  state  requires  a  1 5%  or  lower  unaccounted  for  water 
to  be  considered  a  tight  system  with  few  leaks. 

The  water  department  has  spent  1998  entering  every  water  service  to  every  home 
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and  business  in  the  entire  town  onto  the  towns  G.I.S.  map.  The  entire  town's  water 
distribution  system  has  been  drawn  on  the  map  to  within  inches  of  accuracy.  The 
information  now  available  to  the  water  department  crew  will  greatly  improve  our  ability 
to  control  water  flows  in  emergency  situations.  Already  a  substantial  amount  of  money 
has  been  saved  with  the  maps  because  we  can  now  produce  our  own  drawings  for  bids. 

During  the  year  142  analyses  of  our  drinking  water  were  done  for  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  Agency  for  bacterial  elements. 
All  reports  were  most  satisfactory,  showing  it  to  be  of  highly  acceptable  quality  and  free 
from  bacterial  elements.  We  also  ran  individual  tests  on  all  four  wells  to  check  for  cancer 
causing  pollutants  in  our  water  and  none  were  detected  in  any  of  our  wells. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  crew  of  the  water  department  for  making  this  year  a 
success,  and  all  the  other  departments  that  came  to  our  aid  when  requested  and  most 
importantly  all  the  towns  people  who  have  supported  us  in  reaching  our  goals.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  hereby  submits  it  178th  Annual  Town  Report. 

The  year  1 999  saw  much  action  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  and  forward  motion  on  numerous 
projects  Eldon  Moreira  retained  his  seat  on  the  Board  and  Victor  Flaherty  was  elected 
Chairman 

The  Selectmen  appointed  Charles  Bunker  and  Christopher  Hatch  to  the  Highway  Department, 
after  the  retirement  of  long-time  Highway  laborer,  Richard  Chisolm  and  resignation  of  Brian 
York 

The  Police  Department  added  to  their  ranks  two  new  patrolmen,  Christopher  Werner  and 
Gregory  Ames. 

The  Selectmen  also  appointed  Maureen  Adams  of  West  Bridgewater  to  the  Treasurer/Collector's 
Office  Staff,  after  accepting  the  resignation  of  Ann  Marie  Raymond.  The  Selectmen  also 
accepted  the  resignations  of  Town  Accountant  Marilyn  Gordon  and  Building  Inspector  Steven 
Crawford  They  also  said  goodbye  to  Elder  Services  Director,  Joan  Johnson  as  a  result  of  her 
retirement  Jane  Flanders  formerly  of  New  Hampshire,  and  now  from  West  Bridgewater,  was  then 
appointed  as  Elder  Services  Director 

This  year  the  Selectmen  have  undertaken  the  task,  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  residents,  to  replace 
the  boiler  system  in  the  Town  Hall  and  start  the  process  to  make  the  second  floor  handicap 
accessible  by  means  of  an  elevator  This  will  help  to  also  alleviate  some  of  the  storage  and  space 
problems  in  the  Town  Hall  offices,  giving  much  needed  access  to  the  second  floor,  not  only  to 
residents,  but  also  for  some  of  the  offices  to  expand  to  the  second  floor  This  will  allow  more 
meeting  room  space  to  be  developed  in  the  Town  Hall,  so  that  the  Town  Boards  and 
Commissions  can  hold  their  larger  meetings  within  the  Town  Hall,  where  their  files  are  located. 
In  addition  to  all  of  this,  the  Town  residents  voted  to  have  new  emergency  access  stairs  and  a  new 
vault  added  at  the  same  time  as  the  elevator 

Also,  the  Board  continues  to  keep  in  the  forefront  the  compilation  of  a  Master  Plan  for  the  Town, 
having  worked  with  the  Open  Space  Committee  to  obtain  the  much-needed  Open  Space  Plan, 
which  will  be  a  part  of  the  overall  Master  Plan  for  the  Town  This  Master  Plan  will  allow  the 
present  and  future  elected  officials  of  this  Town  to  ensure  that  all  of  the  necessary  objectives  are 
set  in  order  to  prepare  for  the  future  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater1  s  growth 

In  addition  to  all  of  this,  our  office  continues  to  be  the  Local  Licensing  Authority  and  Appointing 
Authority  The  Board  represents  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  in  connection  with  the  activities 
of  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  Brockton  Area  Transit  Authority,  Plymouth  County 
Advisory  Board,  Plymouth  County  Selectmen's  Association  and  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's 
Association  Richard  Freitas  was  again  appointed  to  the  volunteer  position  of  Parking  Clerk.  The 
Selectmen  also  contribute  a  great  deal  of  their  time  to  volunteer  projects  such  as  the 
Beautification  Committee  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  Memorial  and  Veterans  Day  celebration 
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and  many  other  activities 


The  Selectmen,  once  again,  wish  to  commend  our  Administrative  Assistant,  Beth  Faricy  As  our 
liaison  to  the  community  and  the  many  employees,  boards  and  commissions  that  serve  the  Town, 
she  has  the  responsibility  of  getting  our  votes  and  messages  out  and  to  meet  the  needs  and  wishes 
of  this  Board.

This  is  an  action  brought  in  the  Plymouth  County  Superior  Court  by  the  plaintiff 
who  is  the  owner  and  operator  of  the  Beacon  Mobile  Home  Park.  The  action  requests 
the  Court  to  determine  the  validity  of  the  enactment  of  Chapter  15  of  the  Acts  of  1992 
allowing  the  Town  to  adopt  a  Rent  Control  By-Law,  the  validity  of  the  Town's  adoption 
of  said  By-Law,  and  whether  the  Town  has  the  legal  right  to  deny  the  plaintiff 
permission  to  discontinue  the  use  of  his  land  for  use  as  a  mobile  home  park.  The  case  is 
still  pending  trial.

Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  of  West  Bridgewater 

This  is  an  action  brought  in  the  Land  Court  by  the  plaintiff  appealing  the  decision 
of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  which  overruled  the  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector 
granting  a  building  permit  to  the  plaintiff  for  the  construction  of  a  self-service  storage 
facility  at  327  South  Main  Street.  The  case  is  still  pending  a  decision  by  the  Court.

Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  of  Town  of  West  Bridgewater 

This  is  an  action  brought  by  the  plaintiffs  in  the  Plymouth  County  Superior  Court 
appealing  the  decision  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  denying  their  application  for  a 
special  permit  to  construct  a  garage  on  their  premises  at  395  Crescent  Street.  The  case 
was  tried  in  the  Superior  Court,  and  the  Court  found  for  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.

b.  No  such  change,  extension  or  alteration  which  results  in  an  increase  of  more 
than  twenty  five  percent  (25%)  in  the  size  of  the  principal  building  which  was  in 
place  on  the  date  of  adoption  of  this  by-law  provided  such  extension  does  not 
further  violate  the  provisions  of  section  5.2. 1 .  Table  of  Dimensional  and  Density 
Requirements  shall  be  permitted  unless  authorized  by  special  permit  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals  which  shall  find  that  such  change,  extension,  or  alteration 
shall  not  be  substantially  more  detrimental  than  the  existing  non-conforming  use 
to  the  neighborhood.  New  or  enlarged  accessory  buildings  to  the  principal 
lawful  non  conforming  use  or  structure,  that  are  not  intended  for  human 
occupancy  shall  not  be  included  in  the  determination  of  said  twenty-five  percent 

c.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  billboards,  signs  and  other  advertising  devices 
subject  to  the  provisions  Sections  29  through  33,  inclusive,  of  Chapter  93  of  the 
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General  Laws,  and  to  Chapter  93  D  of  the  General  Law  and  to  adult  bookstores, 
adult  motions  picture  theaters,  adult  paraphernalia  shops,  or  adult  video  stores 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9A  of  Chapter  40A.

It  was  a  busy  and  productive  1998/1999  school  year  for  the  Pupil  Personnel  Services  Department. 
Among  the  accomplishments  were  the  following: 

•  We  established  an  elementary  special  needs  program  at  Rose  L.  MacDonald  for  a  few 
students  whose  educational  needs  mandated  such  a  classroom. 

•  The  Guidance  Department  at  the  high  school  hosted  a  very  successful  Financial  Night  to 
assist  parents  of  college  bound  students  with  the  financial  concerns  of  college. 

•  The  Early  Childhood  Team  was  established  to  screen  applicants  for  our  preschool  program, 
whether  special  needs  children  or  Play  Pals. 

•  The  Parents  Advisory  Committee  (PAC)  was  reestablished  and  met  monthly.  The  PAC's 
goal  was,  and  continues  to  be,  providing  special  education  information  to  all  parents  and  to 
the  community. 

•  A  Summer  School  Program  was  developed  to  provide  mandated  summer  education  for  19 
special  needs  students.  Previously,  all  these  students  were  sent  to  out  of  district  summer 
programs. 

•  The  educational  staff  continued  to  increase  their  knowledge  and  sharpen  their  teaching  skills. 
Several  teachers  became  certified  in  the  Wilson  Reading  Program,  a  phonetic  approach  to 
reading.  Many  others  participated  in  workshops  and  course  work  which  were  relevant  to 
what  they  taught. 

Once  again,  it  has  been  my  privilege  and  honor  to  work  along  side  of  the  staff  to  provide 
outstanding  education  to  our  special  needs  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER  MIDDLE/SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


The  Mission  of  West  Bridgewater  Middle/Senior  High  School  is  to  provide  a  safe  supportive  learning 
environment  in  which  each  student  will  acquire  the  knowledge,  skills,  and  values  necessary  to  become  a 
life-long  learner  and  responsible  citizen  in  our  diverse  and  changing  society 

During  the  1998-99  school  year.  415  students  were  enrolled  in  grades  7-12  at  the  Middle/Senior  High 
School.  On  June  13.  1999  52  seniors  received  their  diplomas  at  graduation.  94.5%  furthered  their  studies 
in  a  post -secondary  setting  This  is  the  highest  percentage  in  school  history.  The  Class  of  1999  also 
para ci pat ed  in  the  Cornmunity  Service  Learning  Program.  Members  of  the  Class  of  1999  performed  hours 
of  community  service  as  part  of  their  Contemporary  American  Issues  (CAT)  curriculum.  This  was  a 
rewarding  and  mutually  beneficial  endeavor. 

Students  from  Bridgewater  State  College  and  Stonehill  College  visit  our  classrooms  and  observe  our 
teachers  at  work.  This  is  part  of  an  ongoing  partnership  between  the  Colleges  and  our  school. 
Observations  of  varied  teaching  methodologies  and  programs  are  central  educators'  preparation  and  to  the 
certification  process. 

The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  colleges  two  year  self  evaluation  process  drew  to  a  close 
with  the  accreditation  visit  culminating  in  the  continued  accreditation  of  the  of  the  Middle/ Senior  High 
School.  The  diligent  preparation  of  the  faculty  in  demonstrating  the  extent  to  which  qualitative  standards 
were  met  was  well  documented  The  curriculum  was  aligned  with  the  state  frameworks,  analyzed  and 
implemented  according  to  state  criteria  Student  remediation  programs  then  evolved. 

The  school-to-career  program  grew  in  service  to  students  Greater  internship  possibilities  are  expected  in 
the  future. 

Innovations  and  qualitative  program  expansions  are  positioning  the  forward-looking  Middle/Senior  High 
School  for  the  new  millennium.  Recent  initiatives  include  the  creation  of  a  school  video,  a  school  profile 
document,  a  student  leader  work  group,  increased  internship  opportunities,  curriculum  revision, 
professional  re-certifications,  a  middle  school  honor  society,  instrumental  music  and  world  language  at  the 
middle  school,  an  annual  school  event  calendar,  student  recognition  programs,  and  parent  open  houses. 
Partnerships  with  Eastern  Utilities.  Media  One  and  the  Coca-Cola  Company  are  established  and  more  are 
planned  for  the  future. 

Extra  curricular  participation  remains  extensive.  "Our  Town'  was  the  fall  1999  dramatic  production. 
Teams  won  championships  and  qualified  for  tournament  entry  as  well  as  the  Super  Bowl.  Five  students 
were  recipients  of  the  Boston  Globe  Art  Awards 

School-wide  student  academic  performance  improves.  Improved  aggregate  scores  were  registered  in  the 
areas  of  SAT,  honor  roll  and  Terra  Nova  standardized  scores  The  second  Massachusetts  Comprehensive 
Assessment  Scores  (MCAS)  indicated  our  students  performed  m  the  top  part  of  state  placement  surpassing 
several  nearby  districts  in  the  process 

We  look  forward  to  the  promise  of  the  2000-year

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Report  Of  The  Howard  School 


Howard  School  began  the  school  year  on  September  8,  1999  with  267  students  in  grades 
four,  five,  and  six. 

Students  receive  daily  instruction  in  Reading,  Language  Arts  (written  and  spoken), 
Spelling,  Mathematics,  Science  and  Social  Studies.  In  addition,  students  receive 
instruction  in  Art,  Music  (vocal  or  instrumental),  Computer  Technology,  Health,  Library 
Science  and  Physical  Education  on  a  weekly  basis. 

This  year,  the  students  at  the  Howard  School  were  also  offered  the  opportunity  to 
participate  in  several  extra  curricular  programs.  These  programs  include:  an  After  School 
Intramural  Program  with  approximately  175  students  participating  for  twenty  weeks,  and 
an  After  School  Enrichment  Math  Problem  Solving  Club  with  approximately  18  students 
participating  for  twenty  weeks.  In  addition  to  the  two  locally  funded  programs, 
approximately  154  students  were  able  to  participate  in  a  variety  of  After  School  Grant 
Funded  programs.  These  programs  included:  Homework  Help  Classes,  Computer 
Classes,  Sign  Language  Classes,  MCAS  Study  Classes,  Leam  To  Play  Chess  Classes,  and 
French  Classes. 

The  Reading  and  Language  Arts  curriculum  uses  a  wide  variety  of  materials  and 
approaches  in  order  to  enable  each  student  to  master  the  skills  needed  to  succeed  in  our 
rapidly  changing  technological  society.  At  the  intermediate  level,  the  emphasis  is  on 
reading  and  writing  to  leam.  Throughout  the  year,  students  are  involved  in  many  and 
varied  reading/writing  incentive  programs.  Some  of  these  are  Reading  Is  Fundamental 
(RIF),  Book  It,  Read  Across  America,  Young  Author's  Celebration  and  Pen  Pal  Letters. 

Based  on  the  school  system's  initiative  to  improve  our  mathematics  program  and  align  it 
with  the  new  state  standards  in  mathematics,  we  have  completed  the  change  to  the 
Everyday  Math  program.  The  focus  of  the  Everyday  Math  program  is  to  promote  student 
self  confidence  in  mathematics  by  teaching  students  to  develop  problem  solving 
strategies,  teaching  students  how  to  reason  mathematically  and  by  building  all  student's 
number  sense.  Students  explore,  predict,  validate,  discuss  and  investigate  until  they 
become  proficient  learners  who  reason,  understand  and  remember  math  concepts  and 
facts. 

This  year  the  Howard  School  grounds  took  on  a  new  and  fresh  look  under  the  direction  of 
Christopher  Iannitelli.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  new  bulbs  were  planted  around  the  school 
next  to  the  shrubs  and  bushes.  The  grass  was  reseeded  in  several  areas  and  the  island  in 
the  school  parking  lot  was  regraded  and  planted.  We  thank  Chris  and  his  crew  for 
making  our  school  grounds  look  great. 

Mrs.  Beth  Smith  and  Mrs.  April  McDermott  from  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library 
again  continued  to  work  with  Mrs.  Joan  Keating  the  school  Librarian  to  provide 
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additional  library  services  for  the  Howard  School  students.  Classes  visited  the  Public 
Library  on  a  regular  basis  throughout  the  school  year. 


The  West  Bridgewater  P.T.O.,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Carol  Pigeon,  provided  the 
Howard  School  students  with  many  enrichment  programs  that  tied  directly  to  the 
curriculum.  These  programs  included:  Bats,  Native  Americans,  An  Egyptian  Specialist, 
Learning  About  China,  A  Whale  Game  Show  as  well  as  funding  for  student  participation 
in  the  Mathematics  Olympiad  program  and  various  other  necessary  educational  materials. 
We  thank  them  once  again  for  their  dedication  and  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  children  and 
staff. 

The  Howard  School  staff  continues  to  review  the  curriculum  to  ensure  that  we  are 
meeting  the  state  curriculum  frameworks  in  all  areas.  Our  goal  continues  to  be  to  provide 
a  quality  education  for  all  our  students.  Students  are  involved  in  group  activities, 
individual  learning  activities  and  cooperative  learning  activities.  All  instruction  is  geared 
to  maximize  the  learning  of  each  individual  student. 

The  Howard  School  Council  met  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  throughout  the 
school  year.  Council  members  include:  Mrs.  Marianne  Batstone,  Mrs.  Christine 
Tennihan,  Mrs.  Tina  Reed,  Officer  Ann  Savignano,  Mr.  Frank  DeMello,  Mrs.  Maureen 
Rosa,  Ms  Joan  MacDonald,  and  Mrs.  Laurel  Swanson.  They  reviewed  the  Howard 
School  budget,  revised  the  school  improvement  plan,  wrote  a  grant  for  bulbs  for  the 
school  and  looked  for  ways  to  make  the  Howard  School  building  the  very  best  it  could 
be.  We  thank  them  for  their  tireless  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  students  and  staff. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  faculty  and  staff  members  involved  with  the  students 
in  grades  4,  5,  and  6  for  their  dedication  and  effort  throughout  the  school  year.  I  would 
also  like  to  welcome  the  newest  member  of  the  Howard  School  faculty,  Mr.  Matthew 
MacCurtain  to  the  fifth  grade.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December. 

The  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School,  housing  grades  1-3,  in  an  elementary  setting,  enrolled 
232  students  as  of  February  1,  2000.  The  Spring  St.  School,  housing  Pre-Kindergarten  and 
Kindergarten,  in  an  early  childhood  setting,  enrolled  98  students  as  of  February  1,  2000 

The  RLM  and  Spring  St  Schools  are  staffed  by  16  certified  teachers,  9  instructional 
assistants,  4  certified  special  needs  teachers,  a  full  time  reading  specialist,  a  full  time 
school  nurse,  a  school  psychologist,  two  full  time  speech  pathologists  and  a  school 
secretary.  Support  staff,  custodians,  food  service  staff,  monitors  and  clerks,  work  in 
concert  for  the  full  implementation  of  the  educational  program. 

Professional  staff  have  been  involved  in  mandated  curriculum  alignment  and  have 
completed  a  review  of  the  Elementary  Core  Curriculum  in  December,  1999  Our  primary 
school  students  continue  to  demonstrate  academic  success  in  state  and  local  assessment 
tests  as  a  result  of  quality  instruction  and  teacher  innovation 

MacDonald  School  has  replaced  and  upgraded  school  furniture  and  painted  95%  of  the 
facility.  A  newly  developed  fire  road  has  been  completed  and  is  an  example  of  town 
departments  working  together  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town  Together  with  last  years 
playground  construction,  this  focus  on  the  infrastructure  is  the  first  of  the  initiatives  to 
revitalize  and  support  the  significant  asset  in  school  buildings  in  West  Bridgewater. 

Parent  Teacher  Organization,  Special  Education  Parent  Advisory  Council,  School 
Improvement  Council,  Strategic  Planning  Team  and  other  organizational  groups  continue 
to  enhance  education,  its  delivery  and  improvement,  as  we  enter  the  new  century 

We  have  an  excellent  and  dedicated  professional  staff  and  a  supportive,  enthusiastic 
community  working  together  for  the  youngest  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater  and  for  that 
we  are  thankful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

Eugene  Kostecki,  School  Committee  Member 


Southeastern  offers  21  high  school  technical  training  programs  and  seven 
technical  institute  post-secondary  programs.  On  October  1,  1999,  1,156  students  were 
enrolled  in  the  high  school  and  125  students  were  enrolled  in  the  technical  institute. 

West  Bridgewater's  share  of  the  total  FY2000  $4,699,456  assessment  represents 
45  students  at  a  total  cost  of  $332,253. 

Southeastern  Regional  continues  to  receive  grants  from  a  variety  of  state  and 
federal  sources  that  augment  local  funds  to  improve  and  expand  the  education  services 
we  provide.  Southeastern  receives  funds  from  federal  programs  such  as  IDEA-Special 
Education  Entitlement,  Special  Education- Supporting  Access  to  the  Curriculum,  Title  I- 
Safe  and  Drug  Free  Schools,  Perkins-Occupational  Education  Vocational  Skills  and  Tech 
Prep  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  grants  for  Health  Protection,  Essential  Skills  and 
Technical  Training  provides  for  improved  instruction  Southeastern's  collaboration  with 
MY  TURN  provides  students  with  increased  school  to  career  and  English  acquisition 
activities. 

Twenty-one  new  faculty  were  appointed  this  year  This  occurred  due  to 
retirements  and  some  teachers  returning  to  the  trades 

Emphasis  was  placed  on  reading  and  writing  components  to  bolster  basics  in 
order  to  improve  on  MCAS  scores  The  faculty  has  begun  work  on  revamping 
curriculum  for  better  alignment  with  Massachusetts  Frameworks.  The  director  and 
academic  supervisor  have  created  a  parent  focus  group  that  is  comprised  largely  of 
freshman  class  parents  to  discuss  issues  relative  to  how  students  adjust  to  high  school  and 
how  some  state  mandates  have  a  direct  affect  on  them  These  meetings  are  held  once  a 
month  in  the  high  school 

In  June  of  1999,  the  high  school  graduated  201  students  Placement  records 
indicate  that  90%  of  the  Class  of  1999  were  placed  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elected  to 
further  their  education 

The  district  has  invested  heavily  in  new  textbooks  for  all  students  in  all  programs 
World  History  is  being  taught  for  the  first  time  as  mandated  by  Education  Reform 

Several  technical  programs  moved  into  newer  locations.  The  Electrical  Shop  was 
retrofitted  with  wiring  and  mock-up  posts  in  the  former  masonry  building  A  new 
classroom  and  office  suite  was  constructed  in  the  Health  Service  shop  A  state-of-the-art 
security  system  has  been  installed  in  and  around  the  facility,  including  a  new  reception 
area  in  the  front  lobby.  Many  projects  around  the  district  are  currently  under  way  with 
the  extension  to  the  garage  at  the  D  P  W  of  Easton,  and  extensive  work  to  the  stage  at 
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Southeastern  Students  and  faculty  of  the  House  Carpentry  and  Electrical  programs  have 
completed  most  of  these  jobs  Sheet  Metal  Fabrication  was  added  to  the  welding 
program  to  encompass  all  aspects  of  metal  fabrication  Enrollments  are  expected  to 
climb  this  year 

Enrollment  in  Skills  USA/VICA  (Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America),  DECA 
(Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America)  and  other  student  organizations  has  increased 
as  we  are  looking  for  a  very  competitive  year  ahead  where  Southeastern  students  will  be 
recognized  for  many  outstanding  achievements.  The  officers  of  the  National  Honor 
Society,  along  with  their  advisor,  attended  a  four-day  leadership  conference  in 
Washington,  DC,  in  October. 

Advisory  Committee  members  met  in  October  to  discuss  each  program  at 
Southeastern  Additional  meetings  are  scheduled  for  the  early  spring. 

Southeastern  is  committed  to  opening  up  greater  communication  between  itself 
and  the  alumni 

Several  new  buses  have  been  added  to  Southeastern's  bus  fleet.  More  diesel  buses 
will  be  required  over  the  next  several  years  to  replace  older  gas  models. 

This  year  twenty-one  exchange  students  from  Northern  and  Southern  Ireland 
participated  in  a  ten-week  program  with  Southeastern  students.  Many  of  the  Irish 
students  stayed  with  families  in  the  district  and  were  placed  in  trades  they  were  enrolled 
in  at  their  home  schools.  This  exchange  has  occurred  three  times  during  the  past  six 
years  with  the  "Wider  Horizons"  foundation  of  Ireland  This  function  helps  promote 
learning  and  good  will  to  all  the  students  involved 

The  Southeastern  Boys'  Soccer  team  was  ranked  #1  in  Mayflower  League 
standings  this  year 

The  Southeastern  Technical  Institute  began  a  new  computer  course  for  seniors 
This  course  met  with  such  great  success  that  a  second  course  was  added  We  will 
continue  to  offer  this  course  as  long  as  there  is  an  interest  Southeastern  is  committed  to 
expanding  its  evening  school  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  the  community 

The  Technical  Institute  continues  to  work  with  area  businesses  to  develop 
customized  training  programs  that  will  address  the  training  issues  of  their  workers 

Finally,  on  a  sad  note,  the  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  lost  long-time 
committee  member,  Thomas  W.  Devine,  of  Brockton  Mr  Devine  was  a  colorful 
member  of  the  school  committee  for  over  twenty-five  years.  He  will  be  missed

The  West  Bridge*  ater  Council  on  Aging  is  responsible  for  coordinating  and 
providing  necessary  services  for  the  elderly  of  our  community.  The  Council  assists 
other  agencies  in  serving  the  older  adult  and  provides  opportunities  for  older  adults 
to  develop  their  potential  as  individuals  within  the  context  of  the  entire  community  . 

Our  senior  center  is  a  community  focal  point  where  older  adults  come  together  for 
services  and  activities  that  reflect  their  experience  and  skills,  respond  to  their 
diverse  needs  and  interests,  enhance  their  dignity,  support  their  independence,  and 
encourage  their  involvement  in  and  with  the  center  and  community. 

The  center  also  serves  as  a  resource  for  the  entire  community  for  information  on 
aging,  support  for  family  caregivers,  and  for  development  of  innovative  approaches 
to  addressing  aging  issues. 

Social  services  offered  at  our  senior  center,  located  at  2  Spring  Street,  include:  day 
and  overnight  trips,  musical  entertainment,  crafts,  tole  painting,  guest  speakers, 
cards,  bingo,  mystery  breakfasts,  lunches  at  Southeastern  Regional  School, 
visitation  to  neighboring  senior  centers,  V.I. P.  Speakers  monthly  and 
intergenerational  programs. 

Nutritional  services  include:  congregate  meals  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday, 
daily  meals  on  wheels,  picnic  lunches  and  nutrition  seminars. 

Health  related  services  include  monthly  blood  pressure  and  wellness  clinics,  health 
and  wellness  seminars. 

Educational  services  offered  are  financial  estate  planning  and  Medicare/Medicaid 
Insurance  seminars. 

Transportation  services  are  offered  through  our  Council  on  Aging  van.  This  service 
provides  door-to-door  transportation  for  grocery  shopping,  errands,  hairdressing  or 
barber  appointments  ,  and  transportation  to  the  senior  center  and  to  the  pharmacy. 

We  encourage  persons  age  60  or  older  to  contact  the  Council  on  Aging  office 
Monday  through  Friday  between  the  hours  of  8am  and  4pm  at  508  894-1262  for 
further  information  regarding  the  senior  center. 

Adult  Social  Day  Care  is  offered  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  from  9am  to 
3:00pm.  Our  goals  are  to  improve  the  quality  of  life,  to  provide  support  for  the 
clients  and  their  families,  to  promote  socialization  for  people  who  are  isolated  due  to 
age  and  disability,  and  to  provide  an  alternative  to  premature  nursing  home 
placement. 
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We  provide  daytime  supervision  for  the  older  adult  who  may  have  short  or  long- 
term  disabilities  such  as  medical,  physical,  social  or  emotional  problems.  This 
program  should  not  be  confused  with  Adult  Day  Health.  Participants  must  be  60 
years  of  age  or  older. 

Activities  offered  are:  memory  sharing,  current  events,  crafts,  music,  games,  mild 
exercise  and  walking.  A  hot  lunch  and  snacks  are  provided.  Our  Council  on  Aging 
van  is  available  for  transportation  if  needed. 

We  are  always  looking  for  volunteers  to  help  us  be  part  of  our  team.  Our  center 
would  not  operate  without  the  help  of  volunteers.  Volunteers  welcome  new  visitors, 
set  up  for  congregate  luncheons,  assist  in  the  kitchen,  prepare  the  newsletter  for 
mailing,  and  assist  in  event  coordination.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  COUNTY  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 


The  role  of  UMass  Extension,  Plymouth  County  is  to  deliver  research-based  information  to  specific  groups  of  people 
through  nonformal  methods.  The  local  staff  work  in  concert  with  UMass  Amherst  faculty  and  staff  on  behalf  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  provide  valuable  information  in  Extension's  four  program  areas.  The 
Extension  System  is  supported  by  County,  Federal  and  State  funds,  and  operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws  and 
agreements.  Educational  programs  focus  on  four  major  program  areas:  Agroecology;  Natural  Resources  and 
Environmental  Conservation  (grant  funds);  4-H  youth,  volunteer  and  family  development;  and  federally  funded  Nutrition 
Education  initiatives.  Volunteer  advisory  groups  work  with  staff  on  developing  specific  programs.  Programs  include: 
Pruning  demonstrations;  Pesticide  applicator  trainings  and  licensing  exams;  The  Annual  UMass  Extension  Garden 
Calendar;  Educational  resource  materials;  Training  and  resources  for  agencies  serving  youth;  Accredited  overnight 
summer  camps;  Teacher  workshops  and  resources;  and  Food  Safety  Certification  Courses.  Local  citizens,  appointed 
by  the  County  Commissioners,  serve  as  County  Extension  Trustees,  directing  the  overall  program.  New  research 
findings  are  translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared  with  people  and  communities  through  workshops, 
conferences,  field  demonstrations,  technical  assistance,  newspaper  articles,  radio  and  television.  Publications  such 
as  regular  newsletters  and  booklets,  fact  sheets,  and  home  study  courses,  bring  information  directly  to  those  who  need 
it. 

In  Plymouth  County,  the  Extension  outreach  office  is  located  on  High  St.  Hanson.  There  is  a  satellite  office  in  the  City 
of  Brockton,  for  the  grant-funded  Family  Nutrition  Program.  In  Southeastern  Massachusetts  regional  programs  are 
often  conducted.  UMass  also  operates  the  Cranberry  Experiment  Research  Station,  located  in  Wareham.  Currently 
the  Plymouth  County  field  staff  consists  of  a  County  Director,  two  4-H  Youth  Development  Specialists,  a  Food 
Safety/Family  Development  Specialist,  and  a  Landscape/Nursery  Specialist.  For  a  more  detailed  program  brochure 
on  Cooperative  Extension  programs  contact  the  county  office  at  Box  658,  Hanson,  MA  02341 .

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REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  WEST  BRIDGEWATER 


During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1999,  Self  Help,  Inc.,  received  a  total 
funding  of  approximately  S13  .9M  and  provided  direct  services  to  13,541  limited  income 
households  in  the  area. 

In  the  town  of  WEST  BRIDGEWATER,  SHI  provided  services  totaling  $1 14,724  to  87 
households  during  program  year  1 999. 

The  total  funding  of  $13,896,853  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  services  delivered 
to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help's  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional 
$1,379,860  of  other  community  resources  such  as,  volunteers,  donations  of  space,  and 
pnvate  donations  in  the  form  of  goods  and  services.  Therefore,  the  gross  value  of  Self 
Help,  Inc.,  during  the  past  program  year  was  $1 5,276,713. 

In  addition,  Self  Help  currently  employs  262  individuals,  many  who  are  of  limited 
income,  minorities,  and  who  reside  in  our  service  area 

We  feel  that  October  1,  1998  through  September  30,  1999  was  a  successful  program  year 
for  us  because  we  were  able  to  assist  as  many  limited  income  individuals  and/or  families 
as  we  did,  regardless  of  the  challenges  of  being  a  human  service  provider. 

We  thank  all  the  volunteers,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  its  representative  to  our  Board, 
Mr.  Frederick  Watson,  the  limited  income  representative  Mr.  John  Calm,  and  the  pnvate 
sector  representatives,  for  helping  to  make  Fiscal  Year  1 999  a  successful  one.

SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SERVICES  GROUP 

The  seventeen  municipalities  that  are  members  of  the  Southeastern  Regional  Services 
Group  (SERSG)  participated  in  several  cooperative  procurements  run  by  SERSG  that 
resulted  in  significant  savings  on  DPW  supplies  and  services  and  office  supplies. 

SERSG  members'  views  were  presented  to  the  Department  of  Telecommunications  and 
Energy  on  a  number  of  rule-makings  which  affect  local  governments:  DTE  98-109  (the 
amended  Dig  Safe  regulations),  DTE  98-36  (the  amended  Pole  Attachment  regulations) 
and  DTE  98-22  (the  new  Standards  for  Restoration  of  Roadways  following  Utility  Cuts) 
The  Regional  Administrator  served  on  the  Technical  Committee  which  DTE  formed  to 
recommend  road  restoration  standards

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THE  PROGRAM 


Womansplace  Crisis  Center  is  a  program  of  Health  Care  of  Southeastern  Massachusetts,  Inc.  which  is  a 
private,  non-profit  agency.  The  center  combines  the  services  of  the  former  Plymouth  County  Rape  Crisis 
Center  and  Womansplace  shelter  for  battered  women.  Womansplace  Crisis  Center  was  established  more 
than  fifteen  years  ago  in  response  to  the  need  for  these  services  in  every  community.  We  at  the  center 
struggle  to  eliminate  rape  and  sexual  assault  and  domestic  violence  in  our  communities.  All  services  are 
free  of  charge. 

SERVICES 

The  Womansplace  Crisis  Center  provides  an  array  of  services  which  includes: 

2 4- HOUR  HOTLINE:  The  hotline  provides  24-hour  counseling  to  survivors  of  rape,  incest,  sexual  assault 
and  their  significant  others. 

CRISIS  INTERVENTION:  Through  the  hotline,  counselors  are  available  24  hours  a  day  to  respond  to 
survivors,  and  their  families,  police  departments  or  emergency  rooms  immediately  after  an  assault.  The 
counselor  provides  support  to  the  survivor  and  the  family  to  help  them  regain  control  of  a  particularly 
devastating  situation. 

INDIVIDUAL  AND  GROUP  COUNSELING:  Individual  and  group  counseling  are  offered  to  survivors 
and  their  significant  others  in  order  to  help  them  deal  with  the  devastating  emotional  impact  of  the  rape 
or  sexual  assault.  Group  counseling  brings  survivors  of  a  sexual  assault  together  to  help  them  deal  with 
the  feelings  of  isolation  and  helplessness. 

MEDICAL  LIAISON:  Counselors  are  trained  in  emergency  protocols  for  treatment  of  rape  survivors 
utilized  by  various  community  hospitals. 

LEGAL  LIAISON:  Counselors  accompany  survivors  to  court  to  provide  them  the  emotional  support  to 
follow  through  with  the  charges.  The  court  experience  can  be  extremely  difficult  for  the  survivors.  In 
addition  to  assisting  survivors  within  the  court  setting,  counselors  work  closely  with  police  departments 
during  the  initial  stages  of  a  sexual  assault  investigation. 

COMMUNITY  ED  UCA TION:  Educational  and  training  programs  are  offered  to  schools,  churches,  social 
service  agencies,  police  departments,  hospitals  and  community  organizations  on  rape 
awareness/prevention,  child  assault,  rape  trauma  syndrome  and  other  related  issues. 

THE  NEED:  One  out  of  every  two  women  will  be  raped  or  be  a  victim  of  attempted 
rape  in  their  lifetime. 

One  out  of  every  seven  males  are  sexually  assaulted  by  the  age  of 
eighteen.

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Annual  Report  of  the  ADA  Compliance  Committee 


On  July  26,  1 990,  President  Bush  signed  into  law  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
[ADA].  The  ADA  provides  comprehensive  civil  rights  protection  to  individuals  with 
disabilities  in  the  areas  of  employment,  public  accommodations,  State  and  Local 
government  services  ^.telecommunications.  The  term  "disability"  means: 

1 .  A  physical  or  mental  impairment  that  substantially  limits  one  or  more  of  the 
major  life  activities  of  an  individual, 

2.  A  record  of  such  impairment  or 

3.  Being  regarded  as  having  an  impairment. 

In  accordance  with  this  mandate  the  local  ADA  Compliance  Committee  has  been 
working  with  Town  Administration,  to  bring  all  public  facilities  into  compliance. 

1 .  The  facilities  of  the  Town  Hall  except  for  the  second  floor  have  been  brought  into 
compliance.  Plans  are  being  developed  to  make  the  second  floor  accessible. 

2.  Suggestions  have  been  made  to  bring  War  Memorial  Park  into  compliance.  This 
means  widening  and  redesigning  some  paths;  making  Pulpit  Rock  area  accessible;  re- 
building picnic  tables  and  marking  HP  parking  areas. 

3.  Minor  changes  will  be  made  at  Friendship  Park. 

4.  The  Library  is  in  full  compliance. 

5.  The  ADA  Committee  has  been  working  with  the  School  Department  to  make  all 
schools  accessible.  This  process  has  been  ongoing  since  1996.  The  Howard  School  is 
almost  complete.  The  Spring  Street  School  and  the  MacDonald  School  need  their 
parking  areas  and  walkways  resurfaced  and  marked  properly.  Also  the  buildings  need 
internal  changes  and  adaptions  and  changes  made  to  entrances  and  exits.  The  Middle- 
Senior  High  School  also  needs  external  and  internal  adaptions.  Because  the  Howard 
School  was  rebuilt  and  the  Spring  Street  School  and  Middle-Senior  High  School  were 
renovated  these  changes  should  have  been  done  during  the  renovation  process. 

6.  The  Fire  Station  and  Police  Station  need  adaptions  of  which  the  Chiefs  are  aware. 

The  Committee  is  currently  working  to  bring  all  evaluations,  suggestions,  adaptions  and 
changes  into  a  comprhensive  self-evaluation.

New  state  budget  guidelines  for  2000  will  increase 
this  department's  actual   cash  outlay  and  may  increase 
the  number  of  veterans  and  their  widows  eligible  for 
ass i stance .

Costs  for  health  care  have  increased  and  the  ever- 
changing  regulations  concerning  eligibility  at  VA 
hospitals  have  significantly   increased  our  medical 
assi  stance  costs . 

The  legislature  did  not  act  on  any  of  the  proposed 
veterans'   benefits  bills   last  year  but  may  hear  this 
legislation  again,  which  could  mean  still  another 
increase  in  this  department's  expenditures. 

We  will   continue  aggressively  to  search  out  alterna- 
tive sources  of  assistance  for  the  Town's  veteran 
population  while  maintaining  the  high  level   of  concern 
and  caring  due  these  men  and  women.

the  implementation  of  the  first  two  computerized  valuation  in-house 
valuations  programs; 

the  completion  of  a  complete  re-collection  and  revaluation  of  all  business 
Personal  Property  which  will  result  in  a  significant  offset  of  the  tax  burden; 

the  first  in-house  automated  revaluation  of  all  Real  Property  in  the  Town  of 
West  Bridgewater. 

The  Town  Appraiser  reports  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  that  in  the  past  three  (3) 
years,  property  values  have  increased  approximately  thirty  percent  (30%)  due  to 
low  interest  rates,  limited  inventory  of  houses,  and  a  strong  economy. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  specifically  express  their  satisfaction  to  the  Town 
Appraiser,  Edward  Fenochietti,  and  his  staff  for  achieving  and  fulfilling  the 
mission  of  the  Board  of  Assessors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DIRECTOR  OF 
THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER  PUBLIC  IBRARY 


The  West  Bridgewater  Public  library  proudly  announces  another  successful  year  for 
library  services  in  serving  our  community.  In  this  age  of  technological  advancement  the 
library  upgraded  the  remaining  two  dumb  terminals  to  be  personal  computers.  There  are 
now  twelve  personal  computers  serving  library  staff  and  public  access  functions  There  are 
two  adult  area  public  computers  connected  to  MediaOne  Road  Runner  internet  access,  two 
public  access  ABLE  computers,  one  computer  for  public  word  processing,  and  two 
computers  in  the  Homework  Center  for  student  use  Two  computers  are  used  at  the 
circulation  desk,  two  are  used  in  Technical  Services  by  the  staff,  and  one  by  the  Director 

Through  the  SouthEast  Mass  Library  Services  (SEMLS  or  Seamless)  the  library  has 
acquired  22  networked  databases  on  a  variety  of  subjects  available  to  the  public  on  the 
library's  computers  Eight  of  these  databases  are  available  on  patrons'  home  computers 
through  remote  access 

The  Library  is  working  with  the  Town  Computer  Advisory  Committee  to  network 
the  library  to  the  Town  Hall  accounting  program  as  well  as  make  the  CI  S.  system  available 
to  the  general  public  on  library  computers  Cable,  wiring,  and  a  switch  box  have  been 
placed  as  the  library  waits  its  turn  to  complete  the  connection  in  2000  The  Library 
participated  in  the  creation  of  the  town  web  site  The  library  has  a  link  from  its  MediaOne 
web  site  to  the  Town  OnLine  web  site  The  library  participated  in  the  Town's  efforts  to 
become  Y2K  compliant.  Efforts  paid  off  as  there  were  no  glitches  in  operations 

Children's  programming  was  diverse  this  year  offering  many  story  hour  programs 
for  toddlers  ages  1 8  months  to  three  years  and  for  children  ages  4  to  5,  craft  hours,  science 
and  entertainment  programs,  summer  library  camp  for  ages  5  to  8,  young  adult  read  aloud 
sessions,  and  the  end  of  summer  party  featuring  John  Root,  the  musician.  The  Howard 
Trustees  funded  two  programs  to  further  their  educational  goals  for  the  residents  of  West 
Bridgewater  One  program  they  sponsored  was  Everyday  Life  in  a  Medieval  Castle  by  the 
Higgins  Armory  Museum  on  Sept.  18  and  the  second  was  Science  Isn't  Always  Pretty  by 
Keith  Johnson  on  Oct  16.  Each  program  attracted  30  people.  The  Summer  Vista  Reading 
Program  was  held  at  the  Howard  School  with  support  from  the  public  library  for  this 
program. 

The  Homework  Center  created  with  an  LSTA  Minigrant  in  the  amount  of  $6000 
continues  to  provide  service  to  students  in  grades  four  through  ten.  The  Homework  Center 
provides  assistance  and  support  for  homework  and  research  assignments  during  the  after 
school  hours.    The  Homework  Center  is  staffed  by  Children's  Librarian  Caroline 
Hammond  and  volunteer  Stacey  Tarr.  Students  have  access  to  the  internet  in  a  supervised 
environment  and  materials  chosen  specifically  for  the  school  curriculum  are  available 
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The  Library  wishes  to  thank  agencies  in  town  that  have  helped  the  Library:  West 
Bridgewater  Cultural  Council,  Forestry  Dept.,  Highway  Dept.,  Water  Dept.,  Municipal 
Building  Needs  Committee,  and  Building  Inspectors.  The  Library  would  like  to  thank  its 
volunteers  serving  throughout  the  year:  Pat  Cronin,  Richard  Swann,  and  JoAnn  Kennedy  for 
their  work  with  books  and  the  Historical  Room  and  Anne  Gillis  for  creating  and  maintaining 
the  English  garden  outside  the  side  entrance  with  Elaine  Laughton  as  her  assistant. 

The  Library  is  happy  to  acknowledge  that  the  front  decorative  walls  have  been 
repaired  by  Steve  Springhetti,  a  large  fogged  window  pane  has  been  replaced,  new  wooden 
book  shelves  created  by  Bill  Gustafson,  new  metal  fiction,  nonfiction,  and  magazine 
shelving  installed  to  support  the  growing  collection,  push  button  automatic  doors  installed, 
parking  spaces  redesigned,  columns  painted,  two  flower  planters  placed,  computer  tables 
purchased,  new  exit  signs  installed,  and  restroom  hardware  upgraded  to  meet  ADA 
compliance. 

The  Library  thanks  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and  President  Jodi  Savage  for  the 
Reading  Is  Fundamental  (R.I.F.)  program  that  provides  three  distributions  of  free  paperback 
books  to  students  in  grades  one  through  five  Initiated  during  the  year  is  the  Trust  Fund  for 
RIF  designed  to  support  the  future  of  the  Reading  is  Fundamental  program  as  other  means  of 
funding  become  excluded.  Library  patrons  are  invited  to  contribute  to  this  trust  fund 
During  the  year  the  Friends  has  sponsored  programs  in  which  speakers  have  presented 
various  topics  such  as  the  history  of  cookbooks  and  King  Philip's  War.  The  Friends  has  also 
sponsored  a  book  and  bake  sale  that  was  enormously  successful  in  raising  funds  for  projects 

In  Fiscal  Year  1999  the  library  circulated  41,878  items.  The  library  loaned  to  other 
libraries  7,575  items  and  other  libraries  loaned  West  Bridgewater  5,714  items.  The  library 
entered  2,540  items  into  the  ABLE  database.  Currently  there  are  51,721  items  entered  into 
the  ABLE  database  for  West  Bridgewater.  There  have  been  29,440  patrons  who  entered  the 
building  in  FY  1999  Library  registration  cards  were  requested  by  709  patrons  in  FY  1999 

The  library  Book  Discussion  Group  read  a  variety  of  titles  during  the  year.  Twelve 
regular  members  attended  the  meeting  the  first  Thursday  of  the  month  at  7  PM  except  in 
Juiy  and  August.  Some  of  the  books  selected  were  The  Greatest  Generation.  Flannerv 
O'Connor's  Stories.  Almost  a  Woman.  A  Civil  Action.  Sister  Carrie,  and  Tuesdays  With 
Morrie  More  interested  readers  are  encouraged  to  join  and  participate  in  the  discussions 

The  library  completed  the  Universal  Services  E-Rate  1999  round  applications 
Reimbursement  of  40  %  was  made  on  Bell  Atlantic  and  AT&T  telephone  charges  to  the 
library  The  Town  received  $600  from  the  library's  efforts

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REPORT  OF  THE  OPEN  SPACE  COMMITTEE 


The  West  Bridgewater  Open  Space  Mission  is  to  preserve  West  Bridgewater's  rural 
character,  protect  the  natural  environment,  and  provide  quality  recreation  for  West 
Bridgewater. 

The  Open  Space  Committee  began  its  productive  year  with  the  assistance  of  the  Conway 
School  of  Landscape  Design.  An  open  space  survey  was  distributed  in  designated  areas 
within  the  town,  and  discussions  with  town  residents  during  the  open  space  forums 
enabled  the  Conway  school  and  committee  members  to  formulate  goals  and  objectives. 
The  Conway  School  facilitated  the  completion  and  submission  of  an  Open  Space  Plan  for 
the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  We  are  presently  awaiting  its  acceptance  by  the  State, 
and  upon  acceptance,  we  hope  to  submit  grant  applications  for  open  space  funds. 

This  past  September,  the  Committee  members,  the  Bay  Circuit  Alliance  and  interested 
citizens  met  at  the  Town  Park  for  the  dedication  of  the  Bay  Circuit  Trail.  The  Bay  Circuit 
Trail  is  a  200  mile  corridor,  comprising  50  cities  and  Towns,  with  preserved  Open  space 
for  use  by  its  citizens.  The  West  Bridgewater  portion  of  the  trail  includes  areas  beginning 
at  Forest  and  River  Streets,  through  Bryant  and  Arch  St.  to  the  Town  Park,  and  including 
Ash  Street.  The  Alliance  hopes  to  connect  our  trail  with  areas  in  Bridgewater,  East 
Bridgewater  and  Easton.  We  encourage  town  residents  and  schools  to  use  the  trail  for 
outdoor  enjoyment  and  educational  activities. 

Upon  the  completion  of  a  discussion  with  Kitty  Doherty  of  the  Natural  Resources  Trust 
of  Bridgewater,  the  committee  members  voted  to  form  a  satellite  of  the  NRT  in  the  Town 
of  West  Bridgewater.  This  will  assist  in  the  completion  of  our  goals  and  objectives. 

Pictures  of  three  parcels  of  open  space  were  submitted  to  the  Office  of  Environmental 
Affairs  for  the  proposed  Community  Preservation  Act.  The  Committee  is  hopeful  that 
grant  monies  will  become  available  with  the  passage  of  the  Act,  and  West  Bridgewater 
will  obtain  some  of  the  money  for  open  space  acquisition. 

The  committee  members  hope  to  establish  a  close  working  relationship  with  all  town 
boards  to  achieve  the  desired  goal  of  balancing  land  utilization  in  West  Bridgewater. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  invite  any  interested  citizens  to  join  the  Open 
Space  Committee .

Conservation  Commission 


March  31,  2000 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  West  Bridgewater,  the 
Conservation  Commission  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  of  activities  for  1999. 

The  Commission  held  twenty  (20)  regular  meetings  during  the  year  and  twenty-one  (27) 
Public  Hearings.  Members  issued  twenty-two  (8)  Determinations  of  Applicability, 
sixteen  (15)  Orders  of  Conditions,  three  (3)  Denials  of  Notices  of  Intent,  eight  (9) 
Certificates  of  Compliance,  one  (1)  Extension  Permits  and  three  (2)  Enforcement  Orders. 

A  major  project  area  this  year  was  the  development  of  the  former  Asack  Farm  on  Route 
106.  Eight  of  the  nine  lots  bordering  Route  106  have  been  approved  by  the  Commission 
for  development.  Also  the  residential  area  bordering  Crescent  Street  has  been  approved 
for  development  of  the  "Green  Meadows"  subdivision.  Both  projects  involved 
considerable  study  by  the  Commission,  the  developers,  and  DEP  to  ensure  that  the 
sensitive  boundaries  near  the  adjacent  brook  are  protected. 

Commission  members  have  worked  closely  with  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health 
regarding  perk  tests  and  septic  repairs  to  ensure  that  the  Wetlands  remain  protected  and 
intact.  Perk  test  applications  now  require  the  approval  of  both  Boards. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  for 
their  assistance  and  also  extend  thanks  to  all  the  town  departments  for  their  continuous 
help  and  cooperation  as  we  strive  to  make  the  best  decisions  for  our  environment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FORESTRY  AND  PARKS  DEPARTMENT 


The  Forestry  Department  continues  its  efforts  in  areas  of  tree  work, 
park  restoration,  ground  maintenance,  and  recreation.  Listed  below  are  some 
of  the  areas  in  which  the  department  is  currently  involved:

Town  greens  and  lawns  are  continually  upgraded  and  monitored  for 
insect  and  disease  problems.  During  1999,  90  town  trees  were  removed  or 
trimmed  due  to  disease  or  public  safety. 

Poison  ivy  and  hornet/wasp  eradication  was  carried  out  during  the 
summer  for  Town  residents. 


We  have  continued  the  process  of  tree  trimming  and  brush  clearing.  A 
3-foot  walking  area  on  each  side  of  every  public  road  is  our  goal.  Residents 
are  urged  to  call  if  they  have  an  obstructed  area  near  their  home. 

A  private  crane  and/or  bucket  truck  was  contracted  for  large  tree 
maintenance.  Eastern  Edison  helps  the  Town  remove  any  dead  trees  near 
wires.  This  co-op  program  has  been  very  successful  with  Edison  giving  the 
Town  a  yearly  $1000  grant  for  planting  new  trees.  Our  Town  was  also 
recognized  again  this  year  as  a  "Tree  City  USA"  recipient.  With  the  support 
of  local  donors  an  Arbor  Day  program  was  conducted  at  the  Rose  L 
MacDonald  and  Howard  schools  which  included  a  wildlife  show  and  a  tree 
planting  at  each  school. 

Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  was  contacted  a  number  of  times. 
Spraying  was  done  at  the  Town  playgrounds,  ballfields,  park,  swamp  areas, 
and  private  homes.  Any  Town  resident  can  have  their  yard  sprayed  in  the 
spring  for  larvae  or  during  the  summer  months  for  mosquitoes.

We  have  five  (5)  funds  under  the  department  which  we  manage  and  to 
which  we  encourage  donations:

2.  Holiday  Decoration  Fund  -  used  to  supply  and  upgrade  holiday 
decorations  throughout  the  Town; 

3.  Beautification  -  to  supply  trees,  shrubs,  flowers,  mulch,  etc.  for  all 
public  areas  in  town; 

4.  Gazebo  Concert  Series  Fund  -  to  pay  for  the  entertainment  for  the 
concert  series; 

5.  Friendship  Park  Playground  Fund  -  to  supply  new  equipment  for 
the  town  playground. 

War  Memorial  Park  restoration  work  continues.  Many  volunteers 
gave  their  time  planting  and  maintaining  gardens  throughout  the  park. 


Our  7th  Annual  Gazebo  Concert  Series  was  held  in  summer  1999.  Six 
concerts  were  presented,  free  to  the  public,  on  Monday  evenings  throughout 
the  summer.  Plans  are  now  being  made  for  the  2000  summer  program.  Our 
thanks  are  extended  to  the  area  businesses  and  civic  groups  that  totally 
sponsored  this  program. 

Our  4th  Annual  "Culture  for  Children"  summer  entertainment  program 
was  held  at  Friendship  Park  Playground  this  summer  on  Tuesday  evenings. 
This  program  sponsored  By  West  Bridgewater  DARE  and  Rodman  Ride  for 
Kids  was  a  great  success.  Plans  are  now  being  made  for  the  2000  Summer 
Series.  Engraved  bricks  are  still  being  sold  to  raise  money  for  the  expansion 
of  Friendship  Park.. 

Restoration  of  school  properties  has  continued  concentrating  on  the 
upgrading  of  the  playing  fields  and  landscaping. 

Our  Town  Open  Space  Plan  is  now  revised.  Residents  are  urged  to 
become  involved  as  we  continue  to  increase  "open  space"  recreational  areas 
in  our  Town  by  joining  the  Committee. 
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As  budgets  become  tighter  each  year,  new  ways  have  to  be  found  to 
fund  projects.  To  allow  the  Park,  trees,  or  Town  properties  to  decline  is  not 
sound  for  a  town  that  has  invested  so  much  in  maintaining  these  things  over 
the  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  West 
Bridgewater,  I  respectfully  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  for  the  Highway 
Department. 

Winter  Conditions 

The  snowstorms  were  few  but  the  icing  conditions  kept  the 
department  busy.  Sanders  were  deployed  on  forty  separate  occasions  to 
maintain  safe  driving  conditions.  Two  of  the  trucks  have  been  outfitted  to 
use  liquid  calcium  as  a  de-icer  which  has  proven  to  be  a  great  addition  for 
road  safety  in  the  winter  weather. 

Fleet  Center 

Two  new  catch  basins  were  installed  to  alleviate  flooding  on  Shagbark 
Road  and  the  second  phase  of  asphalt  installation  was  completed.  Thanks 
again  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  for  making  this  building  a  reality. 

Manlev  Street  Reconstruction  Project 

This  project  is  continuing  forward  as  funding  becomes  available  from 
the  State.  Paving  this  year  included  the  section  of  roadway  from  Ryder 
Truck  to  the  Brockton  line. 

Transfer  Station 

Two  new  compactors  were  installed  to  replace  units  that  were  25 
years  old. 

The  Metal  Collection  Day  in  the  spring  was  very  successful  as  well  as 
the  Hazardous  Waste  Day  in  the  fall.  The  cost  for  the  Hazardous  Waste 
disposal  amounted  to  $8000  for  the  one  day. 

Costs  for  trash  hauling  and  recycling  have  doubled  in  the  last  two 
years.  When  initially  mandated  several  years  ago,  companies  paid  the  Town 
for  the  recyclable  goods.  Due  to  a  drop  in  demand,  we  now  pay  $20  a  ton  for 
plastic  and  glass  removal,  $20  a  ton  for  newspaper,  and  $10  a  ton  for 
cardboard.  This  recycling  is  mandated  by  the  State  and  any  violations  result 
in  substantial  fines. 
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Police/Fire  Stations 

A  new  septic  system  was  installed  for  the  Fire  Station  as  well  as  binder  coat 
of  asphalt  for  the  parking  lot.  Final  asphalt  paving  will  be  in  spring  2000. 

School  Zone  Lights 

New  school  zone  lights  were  installed  on  West  Center  Street  in  front  of  the 
Police  Station  and  the  High  School.  If  funding  is  approved,  the  goal  is  to  install 
two  new  lights  on  North  Elm  Street  at  the  entrance  of  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald 
School. 

Rose  L.  MacDonald  School 

The  long-awaited  emergency  access  road  was  installed  from  Goldie  Road 
to  the  rear  entrance  of  the  school.  The  emergency  access  from  Crescent  Street  is 
still  in  the  development  stage. 

Chapter  90 

These  funds  from  the  State  for  road  and  bridge  work  has  averaged 
$250,000  yearly  for  several  years.  This  year  the  amount  was  cut  by  $90,000, 
which  will  have  an  impact  on  the  department's  resurfacing  plans.  My  goal  is  to 
continue  to  repair  the  Town  roads  which  now  number  over  100. 

1992  John  Deere  Backhoe 

This  is  a  new  asset  to  the  department.  I  have  initiated  a  drain  cleaning 
program  to  improve  the  existing  drainage  within  the  Town  and  this  piece  of 
equipment  has  been  invaluable. 

The  department  had  several  staff  changes  this  year.  After  1 8  years  of  service,  Dick 
Chisholm  retired  in  December.  Dick  is  well-respected  for  his  expertise  in 
operating  the  department's  heavy  equipment  and  will  be  missed. 
Welcome  to  Charlie  Bunker  who  joined  the  department  in  July  and  Chris  Hatch 
who  joined  this  winter.  Special  thanks  to  Foreman  Bill  Kovatis  and  Shawn 
Anderson  who  also  work  steadily  to  keep  the  Highway  equipment  in  repair  and 
operational.  Thanks  to  Kenny  Berry  for  his  outstanding  efforts  in  the  sweeper 
keeping  the  roads  clean  in  spring  and  fall.  Thanks  also  to  Lome  Mardo  who  keeps 
our  paperwork  and  reports  in  order. 

I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Selectmen,  their  staff,  and  the  Department  Heads 
throughout  the  town  with  whom  I  work  daily  for  their  support.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  the  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  water 
department  of  the  town  of  West  Bridgewater,  respectfully 
submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1999. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  278,227,790  gallons  of  water 
were  pumped.  This  is  11,820,410  more  than  the  previous  year. 
The  greatest  amount  pumped  for  any  one  day  was  on  June  29, 
1999  with  2,303,300  gallons  pumped.  The  largest  month  was 
June  with  42,107,730  gallons  pumped.  The  largest  week  was 
June  23,   1999  with  11,253,150  gallons  being  pumped. 

With  278,227,790  gallons  of  water  pumped,   plus  884,600 
gallons  bought  from  Easton,   a  total  of  279,112,390  gallons 
of  water  were  used.  This  makes  a  daily  average  use  of 
764,691  gallons. 

Over  the  past  year  28  new  services  were  installed.  Our 
number  of  services  now  totals  2,504. 

Station  maintenance  was  carried  out  daily,   after  every 
severe  storm,   and  after  ail  power  failures.  A  total  of  727 
hours  of  overtime  were  spent  on  emergency  leaks  and 
maintenance . 

Once  again  in  the  fall  of  the  year  the  water  department 
undertook  our  flushing  program.  The  flushing  program  has 
proven  to  be  very  successful,   eliminating  all  dirty  water 
complaints . 

The  water  department  began  constructing  our  third 
corrosion  control  facility  on  Cyr  street. We  hope  to  have  it 
up  and  running  by  the  fall  of  2000.  Once  again  we  have  been 
able  to  save  the  rate  payers  thousands  of  dollars  using  our 
own  highly  skilled  personnel. 

The  water  department's  crew  continued  with  their  meter 
replacement  program.  We  installed  the  new  telephone  operated 
water  meter  that  calls  the  readings  into  our  computer.  The 
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meters  give  us  monthly  readings . Because  of  the  timely 
acquisition  of  meter  readings,   we  have  improved  the  accuracy 
of  our  record  keeping. 

In  1999, hundreds  of  man  hours  were  spent  entering  the 
old  maps  and  records  into  the  new  G.I.S.  mapping  system.  We 
have  used  the  system  almost  every  day  in  our  daily 
operation.  The  productivity  and  efficiency  of  the  crew  has 
increased  substantially  with  the  implementation  of  the  new 
G.I.S.  system. 

The  Water  Department  also  started  a  project  of  monthly 
data  entry  of  the  water  levels  taken  on  40  observation  wells 
located  in  the  Matfield  Street  recharge  area.  This  new 
program  allows  us  to  look  at  the  water  table  in  a  3 
dimensional  view,   giving  the  Water  Commissioners  new  insight 
into  the  underground  water  left  in  reserve.  When  demand 
peaks  in  the  middle  of  the  summer  this  project  will  allow 
the  Commissioners  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  summer  water 
restrictions  with  more  information  then  was  ever  available 
to  them. 

As  required  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Enviromental  Protection  Agency,    142  analyses  of  our  drinking 
water  were  performed.  All  reports  were  most  satisfactory, 
showing  it  to  be  of  highly  acceptable  quality  and  free  from 
bacterial  elements.  We  also  ran  individual  tests  on  all  four 
wells  to  check  for  cancer  causing  pollutants  in  our  water. 
None  were  detected  in  any  of  our  wells. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  employees  of  the  water 
department  for  making  this  year  a  success.  We  would  also 
like  to  thank  all  the  other  departments  that  came  to  our  aid 
when  requested.  Most  importantly,  we  would  like  to  thank 
all  the  towns  people  who  have  supported  us  in  reaching  our 
goals .

1999. 

Personnel 

The  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  the  permanent  Chief,  one  (1 )  permanent 
Deputy  Chief,  one  (1 )  permanent  Captain,  two  (2)  permanent  Lieutenants,  nine  (9) 
permanent  firefighters,  eighteen  (18)  call  firefighters  and  two  (2)  call  Chaplains.  Of  the 
fourteen  full  time  members,  ten  are  trained  at  the  EMT-Defibrillator  level,  one  is  trained 
at  the  EMT-Intermediate  level,  and  three  are  trained  at  the  EMT-Paramedic  level.  In  the 
call  department,  seven  members  are  trained  at  the  EMT-Defibrillator  level  and  two  are 
trained  at  the  EMT-Paramedic  level.

Engine  #1,  a  1978  Hendrickson/Farrar  1250  GPM  pumper.  Engine  #2,  a  1986  Emergency 
One/GMC  1000  GPM  pumper,  Rescue  #1,  a  1994  KME  1250  GPM  rescue/pumper. 
Ladder  #1,  a  1999  Emergency  One  1 10'  aerial  device.  Forest  Fire  #1.  a  1977  Dodge  4

Statistical  Report 

During  1 999,  the  fire  and  rescue  department  responded  to  a  total  of  One  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty  four  incidents.  Of  this  figure,  eight  hundred  and  seventy  seven  (877) 
were  for  fire  related  incidents.  The  remaining  calls,  nine  hundred  and  seventy  seven  (977) 
were  for  emergency  medical  services.  For  the  fourth  year  in  a  row,  our  incident  statistics 
continue  to  increase.  Between  January  and  December,  the  ambulance  returned  just  over 
three  hundred  and  twelve  thousand  dollars  ($312,000.00)  in  revenue. 
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Training 


Deputy  Chief  Richard  W.  Gibson  and  Captain  Allen  A.  Breer  continue  to  serve  as 
training  officers  for  the  department  and  do  an  admirable  job.  Using  their  own  expertise 
and  experience,  along  with  the  resources  made  available  to  the  department  by  the  State 
Department  of  Fire  Services,  our  firefighters  are  kept  abreast  of  the  latest  developments 
in  firefighting  and  emergency  medical  techniques.  I  do  not  believe  that  you  will  find  a 
better  trained  fire  and  rescue  department  in  the  area. 

Fire  Prevention 

Lieutenant  Paul  T.  Golder  and  Lieutenant  Paul  R.  Lanoue  handle  most  of  the  fire 
prevention  responsibilities.  Lieutenant  Golder  spends  numerous  hours  in  our  elementary 
schools  and  has  been  instrumental  in  developing  the  S.A.F.E.  (Student  Awareness  Fire 
Education)  program,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Department  of  Fire  Services.  For  the  past  several  years,  Lieut.  Golder  had  applied  for  and 
received  S.A.F.E.  grants  that  are  used  to  buy  the  supplies  necessary  to  spread  the  fire 
prevention  message  in  our  schools.  During  1 999.  we  received  a  grant  of  slightly  over 
$3,200.00  dollars. 

Lieutenant  Paul  R.  Lanoue  handles  the  responsibility  of  inspecting  all  trucks  that  are 
based  in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  that  transport  any  flammable  fluid.  These  trucks 
range  from  small  pick-up  type  vehicles  to  the  large  tankers.  Lieut.  Lanoue  does  an 
outstanding  job  and  you  can  rest  assured  that  if  the  vehicle  is  registered  in  our  town  and 
has  been  inspected  by  this  department,  it  is  safe  to  be  on  the  road. 

This  office,  as  required  by  law,  has  accomplished  all  other  inspections,  with  an  on  going 
joint  inspection  program  using  the  towns  Building  Inspector  and  the  Massachusetts 
Office  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal.

During  1 999,  the  Fire  and  Emergency  Medical  Service  Department  was  certified  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Department  of  Public  Health,  to  provide  Advanced 
Life  Support  emergency  medical  services  to  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater.  In  July  we  hired  our  first  two  full  time  Firefighter/Paramedics.  There  is  no 
question  that  the  addition  of  this  service  has  made  a  major  difference  in  the  care  we  are 
able  to  provide  to  our  townspeople  in  the  field.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  Dr.  Henry  Crowley,  our  departments  medical  director 
and  one  of  our  Call  Firefighter/Paramedics,  for  the  time  and  effort  he  has  put  into 
bringing  the  department  to  this  level  of  service. 
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We  were  also  extremely  fortunate  to  be  able  to  replace  the  departments  aging  Ladder 
truck  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  November.  This  state  of  the  art  piece  of  equipment 
is  a  welcome  addition  to  our  fire  suppression  fleet  and  will  serve  the  department  well  into 
the  future.  I  would  like  to  publicly  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  their  staff,  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  the  townspeople  who  took  the  time  to  contact  me  prior  to  the 
town  meeting  with  their  questions  and  attend  the  meeting  to  offer  their  support.  You  all 
make  this  sometimes  difficult  job  better. 

I  would  also  like  to  just  take  a  moment  to  remember  our  six  brother  firefighters  from  the 
City  of  Worcester  who  perished  in  a  warehouse  fire  during  the  month  of  December.  This 
was  a  tragic  incident,  not  only  for  Worcester,  but  also  for  the  entire  fire  service  across  the 
state  and  the  nation.  This  department  had  the  honor  of  participating  in  the  memorial 
service  at  the  Worcester  Centrum  and  was  also  asked  to  provide  station  coverage  in  the 
city  during  the  recovery  process  at  the  fire  scene.  I  can't  say  enough  for  the  members  of 
this  department  who  volunteered  their  services  in  this  effort.  Firefighting  is  a 
brotherhood,  and  it  was  never  more  evident  than  during  this  tragic  time. 

Requests  and  Recommendations 

I  am  again  requesting  that  we  add  at  least  two  more  Firefighter/Paramedics  to  our  staff. 
This  will  allow  us  to  operate  at  the  ALS  level  on  all  shifts,  24  hrs  per  day. 

I  am  also  requesting  that  we  continue  the  upgrading  and  replacement  of  our  firefighters 
protective  clothing  and  continue  the  upgrading  and  replacement  of  our  remaining  fire 
apparatus  fleet  as  well  as  the  fire  station. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  their 
staff  for  the  continued  support  of  this  office  and  department,  Highway  Superintendent 
Tom  Green  and  the  members  of  the  Highway  Department,  and  all  other  town  departments 
and  their  personnel  for  their  continued  cooperation. 

Last  but  certainly  not  least,  a  sincere  thank  you  to  my  officers  and  firefighters  for  their 
continued  dedication  to  the  department  and  the  town.  As  I  tell  you  every  year,  you  have 
the  finest  fire  and  emergency  medical  services  department  in  the  area.  I  am  continually 
proud  of  their  efforts  on  a  daily  basis  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  West 
Bridgewater.

the  creation  of  the  Town's  first  electronic  database  of  all  Real  and  Personal 
Property; 

the  implementation  of  the  first  two  computerized  valuation  in-house 
valuations  programs; 

the  completion  of  a  complete  re-collection  and  revaluation  of  all  business 
Personal  Property  which  will  result  in  a  significant  offset  of  the  tax  burden; 

the  first  in-house  automated  revaluation  of  all  Real  Property  in  the  Town  of 
West  Bridgewater. 

The  Town  Appraiser  reports  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  that  in  the  past  three  (3) 
years,  property  values  have  increased  approximately  thirty  percent  (30%)  due  to 
low  interest  rates,  limited  inventory  of  houses,  and  a  strong  economy. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  specifically  express  their  satisfaction  to  the  Town 
Appraiser,  Edward  Fenochietti,  and  his  staff  for  achieving  and  fulfilling  the 
mission  of  the  Board  of  Assessors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  hereby  submits  it  179th  Annual  Town  Report. 

The  year  2000  saw  much  action  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  and  forward  motion  on  numerous 
projects.  Victor  Flaherty  retained  his  seat  on  the  Board  and  was  again  elected  Chairman. 

The  Selectmen  appointed  a  new  Town  Accountant,  Kevin  Flynn  of  Milton,  and  a  new  Building 
Inspector,  Joseph  Clancy  at  the  beginning  of  2000.  In  August  of  2000,  Joseph  Clancy  resigned  as 
Building  Inspector  and  the  Selectmen  brought  on  a  Retired  Building  Inspector,  Carl  Gilbert  of 
Whitman,  as  the  Part-Time  Building  Inspector.  Mr.  Gilbert  had  served  as  temporary  Inspector 
before  Mr.  Clancy  came  aboard. 

The  Police  Department  added  to  their  ranks  four  Permanent/Intermittent  Police  Officers,  namely 
Kevin  Kominsky,  Michael  S.  Winkler,  Michael  Centrella  and  Richard  Lincoln  in  the  fall. 

The  Selectmen  also  appointed  Janice  Golder  of  West  Bridgewater  as  a  part-time  clerk  to  the 
Treasurer/Collector's  Office  Staff  and  Darlene  Green  as  part-time  clerk  to  the  Board  of  Health. 
With  the  resignation  of  Lorraine  Mardo  as  secretary  to  the  Conservation  Commission.  The 
Selectmen  appointed  Anna  Britton  of  West  Bridgewater  as  the  part-time  clerk  for  the 
Conservation  Commission.  In  addition  they  agreed  to  create  the  position  of  Conservation  Agent 
and  appointed  Michele  Grenier  of  Middleboro  to  that  position.  The  Selectmen  also  accepted  the 
resignation  of  the  Elder  Services  Director,  Jane  Flanders  and  after  extensive  interviews  with  the 
Council  on  Aging,  appointed  Mary  Graf  of  West  Bridgewater  to  take  on  this  challenging  position 

Santa  Claus  came  early  to  the  Town  when  we  received  the  exciting  news  for  our  Senior  Citizens 
that  we  have  been  awarded  a  $599,498  DHCD  Community  Block  Grant  to  build  a  new  Senior 
Center.  This  grant  was  possible  due  to  the  efforts  of  many  individuals,  but  most  especially  to  our 
Administrative  Assistant  Elizabeth  Faricy  and  our  office  staff,  along  with  the  grant  writing  skills 
of  Patrick  Hamilton  of  Old  Colony  Planning  Council.  Special  thanks  to  Joan  Johnson,  former 
Elder  Services  Director,  who  was  a  catalyst  for  this  six-year  endeavor  to  win  this  grant. 

Also,  the  Board  continues  to  keep  in  the  forefront  the  compilation  of  a  Master  Plan  for  the  Town, 
having  worked  first  with  the  Open  Space  Committee  to  obtain  the  much-needed  Open  Space  Plan. 
This  will  be  a  part  of  the  overall  Master  Plan  for  the  Town.  This  year  the  Board's  goal  is  closer  to 
completion  with  the  hiring  of  Larry  Koff,  as  Master  Planner  for  the  Town,  thanks  to  the  Town 
Meeting  vote  for  funding. 

Thanks  to  the  on-going  efforts  of  the  Municipal  Building  Need  Committee  new  flooring  and 
carpeting  was  installed  in  Town  Hall  offices. 

In  addition  to  all  of  this,  our  office  continues  to  be  the  Local  Licensing  Authority  and  Appointing 
Authority.  The  Board  represents  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  in  connection  with  the  activities 
of  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  Brockton  Area  Transit  Authority,  Plymouth  County 
Advisory  Board,  Plymouth  County  Selectmen's  Association,  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's 
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Association,  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Association  and  the  Southeastern  Regional  Services 
Group.  Richard  Freitas  was  again  appointed  to  the  volunteer  position  of  Parking  Clerk.  The 
Selectmen  also  contribute  a  great  deal  of  their  time  to  volunteer  projects  such  as  the 
Beautification  Committee  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  Memorial  and  Veterans  Day  celebration 
and  many  other  activities.

STATE  ELECTION 
NOVEMBER  7,  2000 

The  State  Election  was  held  at  the  Spring  Street  School  on  Tuesday.  November  7. 
2000.  The  Warrant,  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  was  posted  by  Constable 
Raymond  L.  Silva  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

Specimen  Ballots,  cards  of  instruction  and  abstracts  of  the  laws  imposing 
penalties  upon  voters  were  posted  as  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  polls  were  opened  at  7:00  a.m.  The  voting  machines  printed  out  a  zero  total 
balance  in  both  precincts.  A  total  of  2900  ballots  were  given  to  Warden  Paul  McMahon 
and  2900  ballots  given  to  Warden  Warren  Turner.

responder  level.

Statistical  Report 

During  2000,  the  fire  and  rescue  department  responded  to  a  total  of  Two  thousand  and 
twenty  five  incidents  (2025)  Of  this  figure,  nine  hundred  and  eighty  seven  (987)  calls 
were  for  fire  related  incidents  The  remaining  calls,  One  thousand  and  forty  one  (1041), 
were  for  emergency  medical  services.  For  the  third  year  in  a  row,  our  run  statistics 
continue  to  increase  Between  January  and  December,  the  ambulance  returned  just  over 
three  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars  ($330,000  00)  in  revenue

We  continue  to  have  an  ongoing  training  program  for  both  our  full  time  professional 
firefighters  as  well  as  our  part  time  call  firefighters  These  duties  are  handled  by  Deputy 
Chief  Richard  W  Gibson  and  Captain  Allen  A.  Breer  Generally  speaking,  the 
department  trains  or  "drills"  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  with  our  firefighters, 
and  the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  for  our  emergency  medical  personnel  These 
emergency  medical  training  sessions  are  conducted  by  Dr.  Henry  Crowley,  a  member  of 
our  department,  our  Medical  Director,  and  one  of  our  paramedics. 

Inspections 

All  inspections,  as  required  by  law,  have  been  accomplished  by  this  office,  as  well  as  an 
on  going  joint  inspection  program  with  the  towns  Building  Inspector  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Office  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal. 

Requests  and  Recommendations 

I  am  again  requesting  that  we  add  one  more  full  time  firefighter/paramedic  to  our  staff 
This  will  bring  our  total  of  firefighter/paramedics  on  the  full  time  department  to  four, 
giving  us  the  availability  of  ALS  personnel  on  each  of  the  four  working  groups. 

I  am  also  requesting  that  we  continue  the  second  year  of  our  upgrading  and  replacement 
of  our  firefighters  self-contained  breathing  apparatus  and  our  second  year  of  upgrading 
and  replacing  our  radio  equipment  We  must  also  take  a  serious  look,  as  I  have  said  in 
past  reports,  of  replacing  more  of  our  aging  fire  apparatus  Our  front  line  pumping  engine 
is  going  on  23  yrs  old  I  believe  we  can  re-chassis  one  of  our  existing  pumping  engines 
and  upgrade  this  truck  to  meet  todays  standards  for  approximately  $130,000  00  less  than 
the  cost  of  a  new  truck.  We  also  need  to  look  at  replacing  at  least  one  of  our  forest  fire 
trucks  These  "4  wheel  drive"  pickups  were  acquired,  originally,  from  a  surplus 
government  equipment  program  Unfortunately,  this  program  no  longer  exists,  but  was 
an  excellent  "stop  gap"  program  at  a  time  when  we  desperately  needed  these  trucks 
These  trucks  were  not  "new"  when  they  were  acquired  and  have  now  gone  beyond  their 
expected  life 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
their  staff  for  the  continued  support  of  this  office,  as  well  as  all  the  other  department 
heads  and  their  personnel  for  their  continued  cooperation  with  this  department 
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Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  a  sincere  thank  you  to  my  officers  and  firefighters  for  their 
continued  dedication  to  the  department  and  town  As  I  tell  you  every  year,  you  have  the 
finest  fire  and  emergency  medical  services  department  in  the  area  I  am  always  proud  of 
their  efforts  on  a  daily  basis  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater

Town  greens  and  lawns  are  continually  upgraded  and  monitored  for  insect  and 
disease  problems.  During  2000,  88  town  trees  were  removed  or  trimmed  due  to  disease  or 
public  safety. 

Poison  ivy  and  hornet/wasp  eradication  was  carried  out  during  the  summer  for 
Town  residents. 


We  have  continued  the  process  of  tree  trimming  and  brush  clearing.  A  3-foot 
walking  area  on  each  side  of  every  public  road  is  our  goal.  Residents  are  urged  to  call  if 
they  have  an  obstructed  area  near  their  home. 

A  private  crane  and/or  bucket  truck  was  contracted  for  large  tree  maintenance. 
Mass  Electric  helps  the  Town  remove  any  dead  trees  near  wires.  This  co-op  program  has 
been  very  successful.  Our  Town  was  also  recognized  again  this  year  as  a  'Tree  City 
USA"  recipient.  With  the  support  of  local  donors  an  Arbor  Day  program  was  conducted 
at  the  Rose  L  MacDonald  and  Howard  schools  which  included  a  wildlife  show  and  a  tree, 
donated  by  Mass  Electric,  planted  at  each  school. 

Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  was  contacted  a  number  of  times.  Spraying 
was  done  at  the  Town  playgrounds,  ballflelds,  park,  swamp  areas,  and  private  homes. 
Any  Town  resident  can  have  their  yard  sprayed  in  the  spring  for  larvae  or  during  the 
summer  months  for  mosquitoes.

2.  Holiday  Decoration  Fund  -  used  to  supply  and  upgrade  holiday  decorations 
throughout  the  Town; 

3.  Beautification  -  to  supply  trees,  shrubs,  flowers,  mulch,  etc.  for  all  public 
areas  in  town; 

4.  Gazebo  Concert  Series  Fund  -  to  pay  for  the  entertainment  for  the  concert 
series; 

5.  Friendship  Park  Playground  Fund  -  to  supply  new  equipment  for  the  town 
playground. 

War  Memorial  Park  restoration  work  continues.  Many  volunteers 
gave  their  time  planting  and  maintaining  gardens  throughout  the  park. 


Our  81  Annual  Gazebo  Concert  Series  was  held  in  summer  2000.  Six  concerts 
were  presented,  free  to  the  public,  on  Monday  evenings  throughout  the  summer.  Plans  are 
now  being  made  for  the  2000  summer  program.  Our  thanks  are  extended  to  the  area 
businesses  and  civic  groups  that  totally  sponsored  this  program. 

Our  5th  Annual  "Culture  for  Children"  summer  entertainment  program  was  held  at 
Friendship  Park  Playground  this  summer  on  Tuesday  evenings.  This  program  sponsored 
By  West  Bridgewater  DARE  and  Rodman  Ride  for  Kids  was  a  great  success.  Plans  are 
now  being  made  for  the  2001  Summer  Series.  Engraved  bricks  are  still  being  sold  to  raise 
money  for  the  expansion  of  Friendship  Park. 

Restoration  of  school  properties  has  continued  concentrating  on  the  upgrading  of 
the  playing  fields  and  landscaping. 

Our  Town  Open  Space  Plan  has  been  accepted  by  the  State.  Resident  participation 
is  encouraged  as  the  committee  pursues  ways  to  increase  "open  space"  recreational  areas 
in  our  Town.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  West  Bridgewater, 
I  respectfully  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Equipment 

The  following  is  an  inventory  of  department  equipment. 


Winter  Conditions 

The  snowstorms  were  few  but  the  icing  conditions  kept  the  department  busy. 
Sanders  and  plows  were  deployed  on  3 1  separate  occasions  to  maintain  safe  driving 
conditions  in  the  Town.  Four  of  our  trucks  have  been  outfitted  to  use  liquid  calcium  as  a 
de-icer,  which  has  proven  to  be  very  effective  combating  the  icing  conditions. 

Manley  Street  Reconstruction  Project 

This  project  is  continuing  forward  in  the  engineering  phase  as  funding  becomes 
available  from  the  State.  Residents  will  be  invited  to  Public  Hearings  within  the  next 
year. 

Transfer  Station 

The  Metal  Collection  Day  in  the  spring  was  successful  as  well  as  the  Hazardous 
Waste  Day  in  September.  The  cost  for  the  Hazardous  Waste  disposal  amounted  to  $8800 
for  the  one  day. 

The  cost  for  trash  hauling  increased  to  $42  per  ton  and  recycling  costs  vary 
between  $l0-$20  per  ton.  Last  year  the  Town  generated  3222  tons  of  trash,  with

Through  this  State  roadwork  fund  and  with  the  assistance  of  Tom  Allen,  District  5 
Inspector,  over  $450,000  was  spent  to  resurfaced  and/or  reconstructed  the  following 
roads  in  the  past  year:  Matfield,  East,  River,  Vital,  Bedford,  South,  Keenan,  Thayer, 
South  Elm,  Cross,  Forest,  Purchase,  Woodlawn,  Pinecrest,  Oliver,  Grant,  Central  Square, 
and  a  portion  of  Spring  Street.  Due  to  budget  cuts,  our  yearly  award  was  reduced  to 
$168,000.  We  plan  to  do  as  much  as  possible  to  keep  the  road  conditions  in  the  Town 
safe  for  all  residents.  Since  joining  the  department  in  1996, 1  have  spent  $1,200,000  on 
roadwork  and  there  is  still  a  long  way  to  go! 

I  offer  sincere  appreciation  to  my  staff  for  their  dedication  and  efforts.  In  addition  to 
day-to-day  responsibilities,  each  contributes  to  the  quality  of  this  department  Charlie 
Bunker  skillfully  operates  the  heavy  equipment.  Kenny  Berry  drives  tirelessly  in  the 
street  sweeper,  insuring  safe  and  clean  roads.  Foreman  Bill  Kovatis  and  Shawn  Anderson 
work  steadily  to  keep  the  department  vehicles  and  equipment  in  repair  and  operational. 
Chris  Hatch  has  technical  experience  to  assist  with  the  Town  infrastructure  inventory 
mandated  by  the  state.  Thanks  also  to  Lome  Mardo  who  keeps  our  office  and  reports  in 
order.

We  the  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of  the  Water 
Department  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater,  respectfully 
submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
2000  . 

During  the  year  a  total  of  242,719,320  gallons  of  water 
were  pumped.   This  is  35,508,470  gallons  less  than  the 
previous  year.   The  greatest  amount  pumped  for  any  one  day 
was  on  July  13,    2001  when  1,725,188  gallons  were  pumped.  The 
largest  month  was  July  with  26,482,171  gallons  pumped.  The 
largest  week  was  July  7-13  with  7,378,291  gallons  being 
pumped . 

With  242,719,320  gallons  of  water  pumped,   plus  807,632 
gallons  bought  from.Easton,   a  total  of  243,526,952  gallons 
of  water  was  used.   This  makes  a  daily  average  use  of  664,984 
gallons . 

Over  the  past  year  11  new  services  were  installed.  Our 
number  of  services  now  totals  2,515. 

Station  maintenance  was  carried  out  daily,   after  every 
severe  storm,   and  after  all  power  failures.  A  total  of  730 
hours  of  overtime  were  spent  on  emergency  leaks  and 
maintenance . 

Once  again  in  the  fall  of  the  year  the  Water  Department 
conducted  our  flushing  program.   The  flushing  program  has 
proven  to  be  very  successful,   eliminating  all  dirty  water 
complaints . 

The  Water  Department  has  worked  most  of  the  year 
constructing  the  towns  third  corrosion  control  facility  at 
Station  1  on  Cyr  Street.   This  project  has  taken  much  more 
time  and  money  then  first  anticipated  due  to  the  fact  D.E.P. 
changed  its  regulations  and  ordered  us  to  attach  the  new 
building  to  the  existing  pumping  station  doubling  the  cost 
of  the  project.   Once  again  we  have  been  able  to  save  the

rate  payers  thousands  of  dollars  using  our  own  highly 
skilled  personnel. 

The  Water  Department's  crew  continued  with  their  meter 
replacement  program.  We  installed  the  new  telephone  operated 
water  meter  that  calls  the  readings  into  our  computer.  The 
meters  give  us  monthly  readings.  Because  of  the  timely 
acquisition  of  meter  readings,   we  have  improved  the  accuracy 
of  our  record  keeping. 

In  2000  we  completed  building  our  S.C.A.D.A.  system 
standing  for  'system  control  and  data  acquisition".  This  new 
system  allows  us  to  monitor  4  pumping  stations,   7  wells,  2 
corrosion  control  buildings,    and  2  water  storage  tanks  24 
hours  a  day  7  days  a  week  by  computer.  We  not  only  can 
monitor  them  but  we  can  control  them  from  remote  locations. 
This  has  allowed  us  to  greatly  increase  productivity  of  our 
crew  and  hold  labor  costs  to  a  minimum.  As  the  distribution 
systems  complexity  increases  we  have  searched  for  ways  to 
hold  labor  costs  down  and  S.C.A.D.A.   has  proven  to  be  a  very 
cost  effective  investment  exceeding  all  our  expectations. 

The  Water  Department  started  a  project  last  year  of 
monthly  data  entry  of  the  water  levels  taken  on  40 
observation  wells  located  in  the  Matfield  Street  recharge 
area.  We  have  continued  on  with  this  valuable  project.  This 
new  program  allows  us  to  look  at  the  water  table  3 
dimensionally,   giving  the  Water  Commissioners  new  insight 
into  the  underground  water  left  in  reserve.  When  demand 
peaks  in  the  middle  of  the  summer  this  project  will  allow 
the  Commissioners  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  summer  water 
restrictions  with  more  information  then  ever  before. 

As  required  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  Agency,    142  analyses  of  our 
drinking  water  were  performed.  All  reports  were  most 
satisfactory,   showing  it  to  be  of  highly  acceptable  quality 
and  free  from  bacterial  elements.  We  also  ran  individual 
tests  on  all  four  wells  to  check  for  cancer  causing 
pollutants  in  our  water.  None  were  detected  in  any  of  our 
wells . 

With  two  corrosion  control  facilities  on  line,   one  on 
Norman  Avenue  and  a  second  on  Cyr  Street  treating  wells  4&5, 
we  were  able  to  meet  our  goal  and  pass  the  E.P.A.   lead  and 
copper  rule.  Our  goal  was  to  have  to  have  90%  of  59  copper 
samples  taken  by  homeowners  to  be  below  1.3  mg/L.  (E.P.A.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DIRECTOR  OF 
THE  WEST  BRIDGEWATER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library  took  part  in  many  extraordinary  activities  in  this  first 
year  of  the  new  millennium 

The  library  celebrated  its  Sesquioctogintennial  or  120  years  of  service  to  the  community 
and  its  tenth  anniversary  of  being  located  in  the  new  library  building.  An  open  house  celebration 
with  ninety  five  people  in  attendance  was  held  on  Sunday  May  21   The  celebration  included  a 
program  entitled  "How  the  West  Was  Fun  with  Calamity  Jane"  starring  Marianne  Donnelly,  a 
musical  performance  by  the  Bridgewater  Antiphonal  Brass  Society  Quintet,  and  an  artwork  exhibit 
by  local  artists  featuring  Theodore  Nystrom,  Debbie  Tisdale,  Jonathan  Winchell,  and  Paul  Revere 
Brown.  Artwork  created  by  West  Bridgewater  third  grade  students  and  matted  by  the  Art-Full 
Framer  was  on  display  in  the  Children's  Room  Participants  were  able  to  enter  the  Historical 
Room  where  Jac  Mac  Donald  and  Larry  Conant  of  the  Old  Bridgewater  Historical  Society  were  on 
hand  to  guide  them  through  many  photo  albums,  postcard  collections,  and  memorabilia  depicting 
the  history  of  West  Bridgewater  The  event  was  also  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 

The  library  received  a  new  roof  in  October  from  Bay  State  Painting  Company  from  monies 
appropriated  at  Annual  Town  Meeting  The  new  roof  was  badly  needed  due  to  its  history  of  many 
leaks  The  front  door  and  the  side  door  entrance  decorative  features  were  also  replaced  by  Brian 
Healey,  Contractor. 

This  year  the  library's  SAILS  Network  System  changed  its  software  from  Ameritech 
Dynix  to  the  SIRSI  Workflows  computer  system  Training  for  the  staff  took  place  in  the  summer 
with  the  changeover  occurring  in  September  In  October  minor  glitches  were  ironed  out,  and  the 
system  was  running  smoothly  by  November  Patrons  going  online  from  home  now  have  an 
Internet  graphic  based  access  module  to  use  called  WEBCAT  Included  in  WEBCAT  is  the 
children's  searching  module  called  Just  For  Kids.  The  staff  attended  several  training  sessions, 
trained  each  other,  and  instructed  the  public  in  the  use  of  the  new  software  Under  the  supervision 
of  Assistant  Director,  April  Mc  Dermott,  the  entire  staff  has  learned  the  new  system  Jackie 
Penney,  library  assistant,  gave  formal  WEBCAT  instruction  to  the  public  on  Fridays  starting  in 
September  2000  Instruction  for  WEBCAT  will  run  continually  on  Fridays 

With  the  growing  demands  made  upon  the  staff  to  offer  instruction  on  the  computers  for 
the  Internet,  CD-ROM,  and  periodical  and  reference  on-line  database  use,  the  Library  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  past  four  years  has  lobbied  for  a  part-time  reference  librarian  This  year  the 
library  was  able  to  hire  a  part-time  reference  librarian,  Sherry  Pinter  The  expansion  of  the  staff  to 
include  this  new  position  is  critical  to  the  ability  of  the  library  staff  to  meet  the  developing  and 
changing  needs  of  our  patrons  concerning  computer  and  cyber  skills  Through  the  library's 
commitment  to  offering  computer  access  and  information  availability  to  everyone,  the  library 
hopes  that  this  may  help  to  bridge  the  gap  between  those  who  have  and  those  who  do  not  have 
cyber  skills. 
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During  the  year  the  library  added  two  computers  One  workstation  is  for  the  SIRS1  system 
so  that  there  are  now  three  personal  computers  devoted  to  SAILS  materials  searching  and 
subscription  database  use  The  second  personal  computer  added  is  for  the  Internet  as  well  as  for 
the  Reference  Librarian  The  Library  now  has  a  total  of  fourteen  personal  computers  The  public 
uses  nine  of  the  personal  computers  while  the  library  staff  uses  five  personal  computers  Two 
Internet  computers  are  in  the  Youth  Homework  Center,  and  three  are  in  the  adult  area 

Children's  programs  were  held  throughout  the  year  by  our  Children's  Librarian,  Caroline 
Hammond.  These  programs  included  story  times,  craft  programs,  book  groups,  and  class  visits 
Two  special  events  were  held  at  the  Library  for  children  On  May  3  musician  Rick  I  Goldin 
performed  for  children  ages  two  and  above  and  their  families.  The  performance  was  made 
possible  by  a  grant  from  the  North  River  Family  Collaborative  On  June  28  Henry  the  Juggler 
entertained  the  children  with  his  delightful  juggling  skills  This  program  was  made  possible  with 
a  grant  from  the  West  Bridgewater  Cultural  Council. 

The  highlight  of  the  children's  year  was  the  2000  Statewide  Summer  Reading  Program 
"Open  Books,  Open  Frontiers  "  During  July  and  August  149  children  came  to  the  Library  for  a 
Harry  Potter  party,  paper  airplane  fly-off,  invention  convention,  crafts,  story  times,  and  to  bring 
reading  logs  back  to  the  Library  Participants  earned  raffle  tickets  for  weekly  prize  drawings  by 
reading  books  and  attending  programs  The  prizes  were  generously  donated  by  the  Friends  of  the 
West  Bridgewater  Public  Library,  the  West  Bridgewater  PTO,  the  West  Bridgewater  Lions  Club, 
the  West  Bridgewater  Community  Lions  Club,  the  Bridgewaters  Rotary  Club,  the  Old  Colony 
YMCA  of  East  Bridgewater,  the  Village  Toy  Shop  of  Easton,  Papa  Ginos  of  Easton,  the  Keith 
Family,  Linda  Sullivan,  Tayla  Monturio,  and  Mr  and  Mrs  Norman  Nyquist.

REPORT  OF  THE  WEST  BRIDGEW  ATER 
MIDDLE/SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


The  Mission  of  West  Bndgewater  Middle/Senior  High  School  is  to  provide  a  safe  supportive 
learning  environment  in  which  each  student  will  acquire  the  knowledge,  skills,  and  values 
necessary  to  become  a  iife-long  learner  and  responsible  citizen  in  our  diverse  and  changing 
society. 

During  the  1999-00  school  year.  425  students  were  enrolled  in  grades  7-12  at  the  Middle/Senior 
High  School.  On  June  10,  2000  56  seniors  received  their  diplomas  at  graduation.  93.5% 
furthered  their  studies  in  a  post-secondary  setting.  The  Class  of  2000  participated  in  the 
Community  Service  Learning  Program.  Members  of  the  Class  of  1999  also  performed  hours  of 
community  service  as  part  of  their  Contemporary  American  Issues  (CAI)  curriculum.  This  was  a 
rewarding  and  mutually  beneficial  endeavor.  Further,  greater  numbers  of  middle  school  students 
are  completing  their  entire  7-12  education  in  our  schools. 

We  remain  partners  with  local  colleges  in  assisting  new  members  into  the  teaching  profession. 
This  is  one  aspect  of  a  broader  relationship  in  profession  development.  Observations  of  varied 
teaching  methodologies  and  programs  are  central  to  educators'  preparation  and  to  the 
certification  process. 

The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  colleges  two  year  self-evaluation  process  closed 
with  the  continued  accreditation  of  the  of  the  Middle/Senior  High  School.  The  school 
demonstrated  the  extent  to  which  qualitative  standards  were  met.  The  curriculum  was  aligned 
with  the  state  frameworks,  analyzed  and  implemented  according  to  state  criteria  Student 
remediation  programs  then  evolved.  Remediation  efforts  broadened  in  scope  to  offer  assistance 
to  students  needing  to  pass  the  state  assessment  examinations. 

School-to-career,  internship  and  dual  enrollment  opportunities  were  expanded. 

Innovations  and  qualitative  program  expansions  are  positioning  the  forward-looking 
Middle/Senior  High  School  for  the  new  millennium.  Recent  initiatives  include  the  oversight  of 
the  community  cable  TV  operation,  a  restructuring  of  curriculum  coordinators,  the  development 
of  a  new  middle  senior  high  school  schedule,  scheduled  parent-coffee  meetings,  new  course 
electives,  and  new  curricula  in  technology,  MCAS,  health  and  physical  education.  Partnerships 
with  Eastern  Utilities,  Media  One  and  the  Coca-Cola  Company  are  established  and  more  are 
planned  for  the  future. 
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Students'  involvement  in  extra  cumcular  participation  remains  extensive.  "Into  the  Woods' 
was  the  fall  2000  dramatic  production.  Thirteen  fine  arts  students  received  award  level 
recognition's  from  outside  sources  including  the  Boston  Globe  Art  Awards  Athlenc  teams 
continued  to  qualify  for  tournament  entry. 

We  look  forward  to  the  promise  of  the  2001-2002-year.

Report  Of  The  Howard  School 


Howard  School  began  the  school  year  on  September  6,  2000  with  277  students  in  grades  four, 
five,  and  six. 

First  and  foremost,  personnel  changes  had  a  significant  impact  on  the  Howard  School.  The 
major  changes  came  at  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  levels  with  Ms  Brandi  Krugger  becoming  our 
newest  teacher  in  the  fifth  grade.  Mr.  Frank  DeMello  moved  to  the  sixth  grade  to  replace  Mrs. 
Laurel  Swanson  who  retired.  Mrs.  Mane  Dowiing  replaced  Mrs.  Joan  Keating  in  the  school 
library.  Mrs.  Maureen  Bierwert  moved  into  the  area  of  special  education  to  replace  Mrs.  Colleen 
Dwyer  who  is  out  on  maternity  leave  and  Mrs.  Brenda  Marquis  was  hired  to  fill  in  for  Mrs. 
Bierwert. 

Students  receive  daily  instruction  in  Reading.  Language  Arts  (written  and  spoken).  Spelling. 
Mathematics,  Science  and  Social  Studies.  In  addition,  students  receive  instruction  in  Art,  Music 
(vocal  or  instrumental),  Computer  Technology,  Health.  Library'  Science  and  Physical  Education 
on  a  weekly  basis. 

This  year,  the  students  at  the  Howard  School  were  also  offered  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  a 
wide  variety  of  extracurricular  grant-funded  programs.  We  thank  Ms  Paula  Karol  for  organizing 
and  leading  these  programs.  The  programs  include:  After  School  Athletics,  After  School 
Enrichment  Math  Problem  Solving  Club,  Homework  Help,  Computer  Classes.  Sign  Language 
Classes,  MCAS  Study  Classes,  Leam  To  Cook,  Girls  Rule  and  Theater. 

The  Reading  and  Language  Arts  curriculum  continues  to  use  a  wide  variety  of  materials  and 
approaches  in  order  to  enable  each  student  to  master  the  skills  needed  to  succeed  in  our  rapidly 
changing  technological  society.  At  the  intermediate  level,  the  emphasis  is  on  reading  and  writing 
to  leam.  Throughout  the  year,  students  are  involved  in  many  and  varied  reading  and  writing 
incentive  programs.  Some  of  these  are:  Reading  Is  Fundamental  (RIF),  Book  It,  Read  Across 
America,  Young  Author's  Celebration  and  Pen  Pal  Letters. 

The  Everyday  Math  program  focuses  on  promoting  student  self  confidence  in  mathematics  by 
teaching  students  to  develop  problem  solving  strategies,  teaching  students  how  to  reason 
mathematically  and  by  building  all  students'  number  sense.  Students  explore,  predict,  validate, 
discuss  and  investigate  until  they  become  proficient  learners  who  reason,  understand  remember 
and  apply  math  concepts  and  facts. 
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This  year  the  north  wing  of  the  Howard  School  and  the  school  cafeteria  received  a  fresh  coat  of 
paint  under  the  direction  of  the  Plymouth  County  Sheriff  s  Department.  In  addition,  the  school 
gymnasium  had  new  glass  backboards  installed  and  the  gym  floor  was  resurfaced,  new  lines 
were  painted  and  the  new  surface  coated  with  varnish.  We  thank  both  the  Sheriffs  department 
and  the  school  department  for  these  extra  efforts  toward  making  our  school  look  great. 

Mrs.  Beth  Smith  and  Mrs.  April  McDermott  from  the  West  Bridgewater  Public  Library  again 
continued  to  work  with  Mrs.  Joan  Keating,  the  school  Librarian,  to  provide  additional  library 
services  for  the  Howard  School  students.  Classes  visited  the  Public  Library  on  a  regular  basis 
throughout  the  school  year. 

The  West  Bridgewater  P.T.O.,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Carol  Pigeon,  provided  the  Howard 
School  students  with  many  enrichment  programs  that  tied  directly  to  the  curriculum.  These 
programs  included:  Bats,  Native  Americans,  An  Egyptian  Specialist.  Learning  About  China,  and 
Percussion;  as  well  as  funding  for  student  participation  in  the  Mathematics  Olympiad  program 
and  for  various  other  necessary  educational  materials.  We  thank  them  once  again  for  their 
dedication  and  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  children  and  staff. 

The  Howard  School  staff  continues  to  review  the  curriculum  to  ensure  that  we  are  meeting  the 
state  curriculum  frameworks  in  all  areas.  Our  goal  continues  to  be  to  provide  a  quality  education 
for  all  our  students.  Students  are  involved  in  group  activities,  individual  learning  activities  and 
cooperative  learning  activities.  All  instruction  is  geared  to  maximize  the  learning  of  each 
individual  student. 

The  Howard  School  Council  met  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month  throughout  the  school 
year.  Council  members  include:  Mrs.  Christina  Reed,  Mrs.  Katharine  Turner,  Mr.  James  Cotter, 
Officer  Ann  Savignano,  Mr.  Frank  DeMello,  Mrs.  Maureen  Rosa,  and  Mrs.  Sally  Romano. 
They  reviewed  the  Howard  School  budget,  revised  the  school  improvement  plan,  and  looked  for 
ways  to  make  the  Howard  School  building  the  very  best  it  could  be.  We  thank  them  for  their 
tireless  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  students  and  staff. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  faculty  and  staff  members  involved  with  the  students  in 
grades  4,  5,  and  6  for  their  dedication  and  effort  throughout  the  school  year.

After  school  programs  have 
been  introduced  as  well  as  providing  the  East  Bridgewater  Y  an  opportunity  to  offer 
before  and  after  school  care  to  students  and  parents 

MacDonald  School  has  replaced  and  upgraded  cafeteria  furniture;  stage  curtains  in  the

During  the  2000-2001  school  year,  several  additions  have  been  made  to 
our  school  health  program.  Many  of  these  additions  were  made  possible  through 
grants  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  Division  of  Medical 
Assistance. 

The  Enhanced  School  Health  Services  grant  funded  additions  to  our 
nursing  staff,  technology  for  health  services,  several  health  related  programs  for 
students  and  staff  as  well  as  many  health  related  supplies. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  Susan  Bianchini  MS,  RN  and  Ms.  Julie 
Amaral  BS,  RN  at  the  Rose  L.  MacDonald  School  as  our  new  school  nurses  and 
health  educators  this  year.  Susan  Alger  BS,  RN  remains  at  the  Howard  School 
as  the  school  nurse  and  health  educator.  Mary  Schmeer  RN,  CSN  is  the  school 
nurse  at  the  Middle/Senior  High  School.  Paula  Karol  BS,  RN  has  been  appointed 
nursing  leader  and  is  stationed  at  the  Spring  Street  School.  Together,  the  nursing 
staff  is  working  to  improve  school  health  services  by  accomplishing  the  specific 
goals  set  forth  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  as  well  as  assessing  and 
addressing  their  individual  school's  needs. 

A  Health  Outreach  Program  has  been  implemented  with  funding  from  the 
Division  of  Medical  Assistance.  Another  addition  to  our  staff  is  Mrs.  Amy 
Kazlauskas  RN,  our  Health  Outreach  Director.  This  program  has  been 
established  to  assist  community  members  in  obtaining  free  or  low  cost  health 
insurance  and  a  variety  of  other  available  resources. 

Our  dedicated  nurses  are  striving  to  promote  a  healthy  and  happy  school 
environment  and  are  available  to  address  the  individual  needs  of  our  students, 
their  families  and  the  community.

The  Southeastern  Regional  School  District  offers  21  high  school  technical  training 
programs  and  seven  technical  institute  post-secondary  programs.  On  October  1,  2000,  1,154 
students  were  enrolled  in  the  high  school  and  125  students  were  enrolled  in  the  technical 
institute 

West  Bridgewater's  share  of  the  total  FY2001  $4,926,731  assessment  represents  44 
students  at  a  total  cost  of  $314,71 1 

Southeastern  Regional  continues  to  receive  grants  from  a  variety  of  state  and  federal 
sources  that  augment  local  funds  to  improve  and  expand  the  education  services  we  provide 
Southeastern  receives  funds  from  federal  programs  such  as  IDEA-Special  Education  Entitlement, 
Special  Education- Supporting  Access  to  the  Curriculum,  Title  I-  Safe  and  Drug  Free  Schools, 
Perkins-Occupational  Education  Vocational  Skills  and  Tech  Prep.  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  grants  for  Health  Protection,  Essential  Skills  and  Technical  Training  provides  for 
improved  and  expanded  instructional  programs  Southeastern's  collaboration  with  MY  TURN,  a 
private  non-profit  organization  based  in  Brockton,  provides  students  with  school  to  career 
activities. 

Southeastern  Regional  continues  to  align  the  English/Language  Arts  and  mathematic 
curricula  with  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
Educational  Reform  and  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  tests 
Southeastern  started  a  parent  focus  group  as  an  ongoing  forum  for  parents  to  discuss  issues 
concerning  MCAS  with  the  administration 

In  June  of  2000,  the  high  school  graduated  204  students  Placement  records  indicate  that 
90%  of  the  Class  of  2000  were  placed  in  full-time  jobs  or  had  elected  to  further  their  education 

Participation  in  Skills  USA/VICA  (Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America),  DECA 
(Distributive  Education  Clubs  of  America)  and  other  student  organizations  increased  as  we  are 
looking  for  a  very  competitive  year  ahead  where  Southeastern  students  will  be  recognized  for 
many  outstanding  achievements  Winners  of  the  Massachusetts  Skills  USA/VICA  competition 
in  the  Opening  and  Closing  Event  competed  at  the  National  Skills  USA/VICA  Competition  in 
Kansas  City,  Missouri. 

The  officers  of  the  National  Honor  Society  attended  a  four-day  leadership  conference  in 
Washington,  D  C 

Program  Advisory  Committees  for  every  program  offered  at  Southeastern,  met  in 
November  to  discuss  the  curriculum,  instruction  and  equipment  needed  to  allow  each  program, 
to  remain  at  industry  standards  These  committees,  made  up  of  parents,  students  and  industry 
representatives,  met  again  in  April  to  discuss  their  deliberations  and  make  recommendations  for 
improvements  to  the  Southeastern  Regional  District  School  Committee  These  recommendations 
are  the  basis  for  the  continuing  improvement  of  programs  at  Southeastern  Regional 
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Southeastern  is  committed  to  opening  up  greater  communication  with  its  alumni  An 
Alumni  Committee  started  contacting  former  graduates  to  increase  connections  with  the 
Southeastern  Regional  Alumni. 

The  Southeastern  Technical  Institute  has  had  a  very  successful  year  While  recruiting 
was  somewhat  more  difficult,  we  began  with  a  strong  cadre  of  students  We  are  fortunate  to 
continue  our  relationship  with  My  Turn  which  has  enabled  us  to  provide  more  intensive  English 
As  A  Second  Language  tutorials.  This  service  will  enable  more  students  to  be  successful  in  the 
technical  institute,  as  well  as  in  securing  solid  employment 

Last  year  was  the  first  time  technical  institute  students  participated  in  Skills  USA/VICA 
We  were  the  proud  winners  of  ten  medals  including  two  gold  medals  at  the  state  competition 
Those  winners  representing  Licensed  Practical  Nursing  and  Medical  Assisting  went  on  to  the 
national  competition  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri  Ms  Kelley  Souleiman  won  a  bronze  medal  in 
Medical  Assisting  and  Ms  Marge  Cabral  placed  fifth.  Faculty,  staff  and  fellow  students  were  all 
proud  of  everyone's  performance

There  is  a  SHINE  coordinator  available  who  will  help  citizens 
with  health  insurance  availability  questions,  including  pharmacy  programs. 

Van  Transportation  &  Dial  A  Bat  -  If  your  car  is  in  the  shop  we  can  give 
you  in  town  door  to  door  service  for  health  visits,  grocery  shopping, 
pharmacy  trips,  hair  dressing  &  barber  appointments  or  just  get  a  ride  to  the 
center  for  a  visit  or  lunch.  If  you  need  to  go  out  of  town  we  arrange  for  Dial 
A  Bat  for  you. 

Nutritional  Services  -  We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  a  first  rate  kitchen  and 
staff  at  the  center.  We  serve  homemade  congregate  meals  in  our  dining 
room  on  Monday,  Wednesday  &  Thursdays  at  noontime.  We  also  provide 
the  Meals  on  Wheels  program. 

Support  Services  -  The  Outreach  worker  in  our  office  is  available  to  come  to 
your  home  or  to  one  of  your  friends  and  connect  you  with  the  right  parties  to 
get  you  what  you  best  need.  The  COA  is  also  the  contact  for  fuel  assistance 
for  the  entire  community. 

Social  Services  -  We  have  an  on  staff  Travel  coordinator  for  overnight  and 
day  trips.  At  the  center  are  musical  programs,  guest  speakers,  card  club,  line 
dancing,  Southeastern  Regional  School  luncheons,  and  intergenerational 
programs. 
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Adult  Social  Day  Care  -  This  is  a  program  of  social  activities  for  those  who 
require  daytime  supervision  and  may  have  short  or  long  term  disabilities  that 
are  physical,  social  or  emotional  problems.  Our  goal  is  to  improve  the 
quality  of  life  for  our  clients  and  to  promote  socialization  for  people  who  are 
isolated  due  to  age  and  disability  and  to  provide  relief  support  for  families. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  J  O  Y.  for  their  continued  support  of  the 
activities  of  the  Council.  I  never  realized  so  many  people  were  so  active  in 
our  Town,  as  is  evidenced  by  all  that  J.O.Y.  has  accomplished. 

There  is  more  hubbub  and  activity  going  on  in  our  office  each  day  than  I  can 
keep  up  with  and  I  am  fortunate  to  be  in  the  middle  of  it.  It  is  wonderful  to 
work  in  a  place  where  you  are  surrounded  by  so  much  energy  and  life.  For 
information  on  additional  services  please  contact  our  office  at  the  Spring 
Street  School.

SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  SERVICES  GROUP 


The  year  2000  began  with  the  preparation  of  a  grant  application  that  was  filed  in 
February  on  behalf  of  the  Boards  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Taunton  and  Towns  of  Easton, 
East  Bridgewater,  Raynham  and  Stoughton  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to 
secure  funding  under  the  Massachusetts  Tobacco  Control  Program.  Our  application 
was  successful  and  we  have  secured  funding  for  the  next  four  years  for  a  collaborative 
Board  of  Health  Tobacco  Control  Program  that  SERSG  will  administer  for  the  five 
municipalities. 

In  May  and  June,  the  Town  Meetings  of  Foxborough,  Sharon  and  Easton  adopted  a 
Right-of-Way  By-Law  which  was  researched  and  drafted  by  the  SERSG  Regional 
Administrator.  This  By-Law  establishes  a  comprehensive  regulatory  scheme  to  manage 
the  public  ways  in  these  towns  and  protect  the  taxpayer's  investment  in  their  public 
infrastructure.  The  By-Law  is  prospective  in  its  application,  but  requires  that  all  entities 
that  wish  to  locate  a  facility  in  the  public  way  must  first  apply  for  a  permit  from  the  town. 
The  By-Law  establishes  a  formula  for  determining  a  reasonable  rental,  an  application 
procedure,  conditions  of  the  permit,  construction  requirements  and  a  license  agreement 
to  be  signed  by  the  applicant  of  the  town  The  By-Law  assures  that  the  Town  can  collect 
rental  payments  from  private  companies  that  wish  to  use  public  ways  in  order  to  make  a 
profit  for  their  business. 

Cooperative  Invitations  for  Bids  were  prepared  for  member  municipalities  in  April  for 
DPW  Supplies  and  in  October  for  DPW  Services.  These  cooperative  procurements 
resulted  once  again  in  significant  savings  for  SERSG  cities  and  towns. 

In  October  SERSG  sponsored  a  Public  Liability  Workshop  for  members  of  permit- 
granting  boards  such  as  Planning  Boards,  Conservation  Commissions,  Boards  of  Health 
and  Zoning  Boards  of  Appeals.  The  Workshop  was  held  at  the  Howard  School  in  West 
Bndgewater  The  first  presentation  focused  on  how  public  officials  should  discharge 
their  duties.  It  covered  topics  such  as  scope  of  authority,  exercising  your  discretion, 
procedural  due  process  and  the  mechanics  of  decision-making,  creating  a  proper  record 
of  Board  decisions  and  enforcement  of  those  decisions.  The  second  part  of  the  evening 
covered  the  topic  of  sovereign  immunity,  the  public  duty  rule  and  civil  rights  violations. 
Fifty-eight  individuals  attended  our  workshop. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Services  Group  looks  forward  to  continuing  its  mission  of 
providing  procurement  services,  researching  and  analyzing  issues  of  common  municipal 
concern  and  administering  grants  for  its  seventeen  member  municipalities.  As  we  begin 
our  eighth  year  of  service,  we  are  pleased  with  the  on-going  support  of  our  Board  of 
Directors  and  the  achievements  that  we  have  made  together.

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Report  of  the  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Committee 


The  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  to  the  Honorable  Selectmen, 
officials  and  citizens  of  West  Bridgewater. 

This  year  the  committee  has  made  good  strides  in  many  areas.  One  such  area  is  the  completion  of  West 
Bridgewater's  portion  of  the  Bay  Circuit  trail.  The  Bay  circuit  is  a  200  mile  corridor  through  50  cities  and 
towns.  In  prior  years  we  began  work  on  the  trail  and  dedicated  the  initial  portion.  This  year  we  cleared  and 
marked  the  trail  and  were  prepared  for  the  Trek  2000  walking  of  the  entire  trail.  We  would  like  to  thank  all  the 
people  who  worked  with  us  on  the  trail  and  Trek  2000.  Howard  Hayward  and  Joan  Leland  are  our 
representatives  to  the  Bay  Circuit  Alliance,  the  organization  coordinating  all  Bay  Circuit  Trail  work.  All 
citizens  of  our  town  are  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  this  resource.  For  further  information,  please  contact 
the  committee  through  town  hall  or  one  of  its  co-chairs. 

In  addition  to  the  Bay  Circuit  Alliance,  we  have  established  contacts  and  memberships  with  the  Natural 
Resources  Trust  of  Bridgewater.  the  Mass  Department  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife.  The  Wildlands  Trust  and  other 
groups  throughout  the  region.  At  the  state  level,  we  were  also  happy  to  finally  get  West  Bridgewater's  Open 
Space  and  Recreation  Plan  approved.  Many  residents  may  recall  the  public  forums  that  were  held  in  early  1998 
to  discuss  and  formulate  the  plan.  Thank  you  all  for  your  participation.  On  a  local  level,  we  were  also  happy  to 
participate  with  the  Selectmen  and  other  groups  on  various  matters  concerning  land  in  the  town.  The  Open 
Space  and  Recreation  Plan  was  also  submitted  to  the  Master  Plan  Committee  for  their  use  in  planning  West 
Bridgewater's  future. 

Another  area  in  which  we  have  begun  to  work  is  on  the  preservation  of  land  within  the  town  for  open  space  and 
recreation  use.  We  are  working  on  a  sizable  parcel  of  woodland  which  is  currently  used  for  passive  recreation 
and  threatened  with  development.  This  will  be  a  long  process  and  will  likely  involve  local  and  state  resources 
and/or  issues.  We  are  working  through  the  process  at  all  levels  and  with  the  property  owners.  On  a  related 
matter  we  are  recommending  to  the  Selectmen  that  the  Community  Preservation  Act  be  placed  on  the  town 
meeting  warrant  for  consideration  by  the  voters.  As  of  this  writing,  that  recommendation  is  being  put  together 
and  materials  for  the  voters  prepared. 

We  are  trying  to  put  together  a  newsletter  to  help  communicate  issues  with  the  townspeople  on  a  more  regular 
basis.  We  also  trying  to  act  as  a  clearinghouse  for  open  space  preservation  issues  such  as  federal  and  state 
programs  that  would  help  landowners  preserve  their  land  from  over  development.  If  you  are  interested  in 
hearing  about  Committee  activities  and/or  programs,  please  contact  us  through  Town  Hall  or  one  of  the  co- 
chairs.  Please  include  your  name,  street  address  and  email  address  if  possible  along  with  the  kinds  of 
information  you  are  interested  in. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  people  who  have  helped  us  throughout  the  past  year,  especially  those 
people  who  continually  help  out  who  are  not  offical  members  of  the  committee.  They  include  Tom  Coots  and 
Jack  MacDonald.  among  others.

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Report  of  the  Computer  Advisory  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  residents  of  West  Bridgewater: 

The  Computer  Advisor.'  Committee  is  charged  with  directing,  evaluating  and 
coordinating  the  efficient  and  proper  use  of  computer  technology  throughout  the  Town. 
As  an  advisor.'  committee  periodic  meetings  were  held  during  the  past  year  with  an 
emphasis  on  coordinating  the  interdepartmental  use  of  information  systems  to  optimize 
the  use  of  computer  technology.  Following  is  a  list  of  the  past  year's  activities  and 
accomplishments: 

•  Upgrade  of  the  Town  server  located  in  Town  Hall  was  completed.  A  Compaq 
Proliant  server  was  installed  and  configured  with  Windows  NT  for  use  as  the  Town's 
network  server.  This  has  allowed  for  significantly  more  available  computer  space, 
faster  processing  of  data,  greater  shared  resources,  enhanced  security  utilizing 
Windows  NT.  daily  automatic  back-ups  and  the  implementation  of  e-mail 
capabilities. 

•  The  School  server  was  purchased,  installed  and  configured.  Also  utilizing  a  Compaq 
Proliant  sever  all  classrooms  and  labs  at  the  High  School  have  been  networked.  This 
will  be  the  primary  administrative  server  for  the  entire  School  Department  with 
adequate  capabilities  for  future  expansion.  This  installation  allowed  for  the 
utilization  of  the  old  Town  server  as  the  E-mail  serv  er. 

•  As  a  result  of  the  Town  upgrade  and  School  installation.  Internet  and  E-mail 
capabilities  are  now  available  to  all  networked  computers. 

•  Security  remains  a  priority.  An  upgrade  to  the  most  current  version  of  the  Sonic 
Wall  which  servers  as  a  gateway  to  the  Internet  was  also  accomplished.  This  upgrade 
allows  the  Town/Schools  to  filter  (block)  and  monitor  access  to  unauthorized  and 
offensive  web  sites.  Weekly  upgrades  of  the  content  filter  list  for  the  Sonic  Wall 
assures  protection  against  the  most  current  unauthorized  Web  sites. 

•  Also  with  regard  to  security,  Norton  Antivirus  protection  software  has  been  installed 
on  all  network  computers  and  servers.  This  allows  for  Computer  Virus  protection 
against  new  viruses  transmitted  through  floppy  disks,  e-mail  and  Internet  downloads. 


The  Computer  Advisory  will  continue  to  coordinate  the  efficient  use  of  interdepartmental 
Computer  Technology  and  to  assure  optimum  protection  of  data  and  resources.  The 
Committee  would  like  to  applaud  the  efforts  of  past  Committee  members  and  the  former 
Information  Systems  Coordinator.  Without  their  efforts  this  report  could  not  be 
published.

As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  (OCPC),  we  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  on  be- 
half of  the  Council  for  2000. 

Old  Colony  Planning  Council  was  established  in  1967  by  state  statute  and  is  authorized  to  prepare  plans  for  the 
physical,  social  and  economic  development  of  the  fifteen-member  community  region.  OCPC  is  designated  as:  an 
Area  Agency  on  Aging  by  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  to  plan,  manage  and  coordinate  elder  services  in 
a  twenty-three  community  service  area;  an  Economic  Development  District  by  the  U.S.  Secretary  of  Commerce 
for  the  coordination  of  economic  development  activities  within  the  OCPC  District:  and,  as  the  Metropolitan 
Planning  Organization  (MPO)  to  plan  and  program  transportation  and  transit  improvements  for  the  region.  We 
are  proud  that  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  is  the  only  regional  council  in  New  England  to  hold  all  of  these 
official  designations  at  the  same  time. 

In  addition  to  the  above-designated  responsibilities,  the  Council  is  concerned  with  a  wide  variety  of  area-wide 
and  inter-municipal  concerns  as  they  pertain  to  the  development  of  the  Planning  District.  The  Council  also  as- 
sists its  member  municipalities  with  technical  planning  assistance,  grant  application  preparation  assistance  and 
with  information  on  local  and  regional  trends  by  maintaining  current  socioeconomic  information. 

This  past  year,  the  Council  completed  a  Regional  Policy  Plan  for  the  planning  district  that  serves  as  a  guide  to 
municipal  officials  in  directing  local  planning  efforts  and  can  be  used  to  determine  consistency  of  developments 
under  the  Massachusetts  Environmental  Policy  Act  (MEPA).  The  OCPC  Plan  is  also  entirely  consistent  with  the 
growth  development  strategies  of  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Vision  2020  program  as  expressed  in  the  pub- 
lication, "An  Agenda  for  the  Future."  The  Vision  2020  program  is  an  initiative  including  51  communities  in 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  formed  to  address  uncontrolled  spraw  l,  promote  a  high  quality  of  life,  more  efficient 
use  of  public  resources,  and  enhancing  private  investment  opportunities.  This  year,  the  Council  also  assumed  re- 
sponsibility for  working  with  the  Brockton  Area  Coalition  for  the  Homeless. 

The  OCPC  policy  body  is  made  up  of  one  delegate  and  one  alternate  member  representing  each  of  the  fifteen 
member  communities  of  the  Council  and  one  delegate  member  elected  at  large  to  represent  the  interests  of  the 
minority  community.  The  Council  members  establish  policy,  develop  and  approve  the  work  program,  and  em- 
ploy and  oversee  the  activities  of  the  professional  staff.  The  Council  meets  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  each  month 
at  7:30  PM  in  the  OCPC  offices  located  at  70  School  Street.  Brockton,  MA.  In  2000,  the  Council  reelected  Eldon 
F.  Moreira  of  West  Bndgewater  as  President  of  OCPC;  David  A.  Johnson  of  East  Bndgewater  as  Council  Secre- 
tary; and,  Joseph  P.  Landolfi  of  Stoughton  as  Council  Treasurer.  Daniel  M.  Crane  Executive  Director  and 
Pasquale  Ciaramella  Assistant  Director  head  the  staff  of  the  Council. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  suppon  and  cooperation  of  its  member  communities  and  the 
participation  and  involvement  of  the  many  individuals  who  serve  as  members  of  committees.  Special  thanks  are 
extended  to  Joint  Transportation  Committee  chair  Stephen  Baker;  Comprehensive  Economic  Development 
Committee  chair  Joseph  P.  Joseph;  and,  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory  Committee  chair  Phyllis  Hancock 
for  their  leadership  during  the  year.  The  Council  also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards  and  commissions  and 
the  government  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  individuals  who  assisted  the  Council  in  its  efforts.

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  WEST  BRIDGEWATER 


During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  2000,  Self  Help,  Inc.,  received  a  total 
funding  of  approximately  S16  7M  and  provided  direct  services  to  17,591  limited  income 
households  in  the  area. 

In  the  TOWN  OF  WEST  BRIDGEWATER.  SHI  provided  services  totaling  $218,205  to 
306  households  during  program  year  2000 

Self  Help's  total  funding  of  $16,699,454  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  services  delivered 
to  the  area  as  a  whole  This  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $  1 ,399,684  of 
other  community  resources  such  as,  volunteers,  donations  of  space,  and  private  donations 
in  the  form  of  goods  and  services.  Therefore,  the  total  impact  of  Self  Help,  Inc.,  during 
the  past  program  year  was  $18,450,931 . 

In  addition,  Self  Help  currently  employs  280  individuals.  Many  of  these  individuals  are 
of  limited  income,  and  most  reside  in  our  service  area 

We  feel  that  October  1,  1999  through  September  30,  2000  was  a  successful  program  year 
for  us  because  we  were  able  to  assist  as  many  individuals  andor  families  as  we  did, 
regardless  of  the  challenges  of  being  a  human  service  provider. 

We  thank  all  the  volunteers,  the  Selectmen's  representative  Mr  Charles  Baker,  the 
limited  income  representative  Mr.  John  Calm,  and  the  private  sector  representatives,  for 
helping  to  make  fiscal  year  2000  a  successful  one.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  COUNTY  COOPERATIVE  EXTENSION 

July  1,  1999 -June  30,  2000 

The  role  of  UMass  Extension,  Plymouth  County  is  to  deliver  research-based  information  to  specific  groups  of  people 
through  nonformal  methods.  The  local  staff  work  in  concert  with  UMass  Amherst  faculty  and  staff  on  behalf  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to  provide  valuable  information  in  Extension's  four  program  areas.  The 
Extension  System  is  supported  by  County,  Federal  and  State  funds,  and  operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws  and 
agreements.  Educational  programs  focus  on  four  major  program  areas:  Agroecology;  Natural  Resources  and 
Environmental  Conservation  (grant  funds);  4-H  youth,  volunteer  and  family  development;  and  federally  funded  Nutrition 
Education  initiatives.  Volunteer  advisory  groups  work  with  staff  on  developing  specific  programs.  Programs  include: 
Pruning  demonstrations;  Pesticide  applicator  trainings  and  licensing  exams;  The  Annual  UMass  Extension  Garden 
Calendar;  Educational  resource  materials;  Training  and  resources  for  agencies  serving  youth;  Accredited  overnight 
summer  camps;  Teacher  workshops  and  resources;  and  Food  Safety  Certification  Courses.  Local  citizens,  appointed 
by  the  County  Commissioners,  serve  as  County  Extension  Trustees,  directing  the  overall  program.  New  research 
findings  are  translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared  with  people  and  communities  through  workshops, 
conferences,  field  demonstrations,  technical  assistance,  newspaper  articles,  radio  and  television.  Publications  such 
as  regular  newsletters  and  booklets,  fact  sheets,  and  home  study  courses,  bring  information  directly  to  those  who  need 
it. 

In  Plymouth  County,  the  Extension  outreach  office  is  located  on  High  St.  Hanson.  There  is  a  satellite  office  in  the  City 
of  Brockton,  for  the  grant-funded  Family  Nutrition  Program.  In  Southeastern  Massachusetts  regional  programs  are 
often  conducted.  UMass  also  operates  the  Cranberry  Experiment  Research  Station,  located  in  Wareham.  Currently 
the  Plymouth  County  field  staff  consists  of  a  County  Director,  two  4-H  Youth  Development  Specialists,  a  Food 
Safety/Family  Development  Specialist,  and  a  Landscape/Nursery  Specialist.  For  a  more  detailed  program  brochure 
on  Cooperative  Extension  programs  contact  the  county  office  at  Box  658,  Hanson,  MA  02341 .

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are 
pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  2000. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957.  and  is 
now  composed  of  25  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the  Town  of 
Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a  regional  problem, 
and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees, 
and  mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of 
responsibility. 

The  2000  season  began  with  an  average  water  table  for  the  region.  Efforts  were 
directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood.  Ground  and  aerial 
larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.L  an  environmentally  selective  bacterial  agent. 
Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  adult  mosquitoes,  ultra-low  volume  adulticiding 
began.  The  Project  responded  to  10.146  complaints,  a  63%  increase  over  1999. 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  Virus  isolations  obtained  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  increased  in  2000.  The  first  EEE  isolate  was  found  in 
collections  from  Easton  on  July  23.  2000.  Three  isolates  were  collected  in  Plymouth 
County  from  Culiseta  melanura,  a  bird  biting  species,  on  the  following  dates:  Hanover 
(9/2),  Brockton  (9/9)  and  Halifax  (9/16).  A  four-year-old  girl  from  Rockland  tested 
positive  on  September  15  for  EEE.  resulting  in  the  first  human  EEE  case  in 
Massachusetts  since  1997.  The  recurring  problem  of  EEE  and  the  introduction  of  West 
Nile  Virus  to  the  Northeast  continues  to  ensure  cooperation  between  this  Project  and  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

On  July  22,  the  first  crow  infected  with  West  Nile  Virus  was  found  in 
Massachusetts,  at  Willow  Pond  in  Jamaica  Plain.  Plymouth  County's  first  infected  bird 
was  found  in  Middleboro  on  August  13.  2000.  As  of  October  24.  eighty-eight  infected 
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birds  had  been  found  in  19  of  the  27  communities  serviced  by  the  Project.  To  ascertain 
the  risk  to  human  health,  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  placed  mosquito  traps  in 
the  areas  where  infected  birds  were  found.  The  mosquitoes  collected  were  tested  at  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  for  West  Nile  Virus,  but  none  were  infected. 

In  the  last  several  years,  two  exotic  mosquito  species  (Aedes  albopictus  and  Ae. 
japonicus)  have  been  found  in  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey.  The  larvae  of  these 
mosquitoes  are  found  in  man-made  containers  such  as  tires  and  buckets.  These 
mosquitoes  are  probably  capable  of  transmitting  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  and  West 
Nile  Virus  to  people.  We  at  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  are  concerned  about  this 
new  threat  to  the  Northeast  U.S.  In  an  effort  to  be  proactive,  we  have  begun  to  monitor 
containers  for  these  new  mosquitoes,  but  neither  has  yet  been  found  within  Plymouth 
County. 

During  the  winter  of  2000.  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  created  a 
web  site  designed  to  provide  information  about  mosquito  biology,  mosquito  borne 
diseases,  repellents,  and  the  Project.  The  web  site  also  provides  current  information  on 
West  Nile  Virus  activity  within  the  Project  area.  The  web  site  has  been  well  received  by 
the  public  and  is  a  featured  site  at  Study  Web®  (www.studyweb.com)  as  one  of  the  best 
educational  resources  on  mosquitoes  for  students  and  teachers.  Since  May,  the  web  site 
has  received  over  6,000  visits,  and  we  hope  you  will  also  find  it  a  valuable  tool.  The  web 
site  address  is  www.plvmouthmosquito.com. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  are  given  below.  While 
mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a  tally  of 
the  activities,  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health,  and  comfort  of  West 
Bridgewater  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  1 ,440  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted  sprayers 
for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made  to  the  same  site  if 
mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in  May  and  the  last  in 
September. 

During  the  summer  660  catch  basins  were  treated  to  prevent  the  emergence  of 
Culcx  pipiens,  a  known  mosquito  vector  in  West  Nile  Virus  transmission. 

Aerial  Application.  Larviciding  woodland  swamps  by  airplane  before  the  leaves 
come  out  on  the  trees  continues  to  be  very  effective.  In  West  Bridgewater  this  year  we 
aerially  larvicided  920  acres. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage,  which  can 
be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing  water  areas.  Inspectors 
continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific  larvicides  when 
immature  mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a  total  of  67  inspections  were  made  to  71 
catalogued  breeding  sites. 

Water  Management.  During  2000  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and  other 
obstructions  from  1,960  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  overflows  or 
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stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together  with  machine 
reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  response  time,  that  is  the  time  between  notice  of  a 
mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The  complaint  response  time 
in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  was  less  than  two  days  with  more  than  123  complaints 
answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  West  Bridgewater 
indicates  that  Coquillettidia  perturbans  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important 
species  collected  include  Culiseta  melanura  and  Culex  pipiens. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  information 
about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or  any  other  matters  of 
concern.
